A  Man  is  falsely  passing  himself  off  in  London  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell,  so  a  warning  note 
about  him  is  printed  on  p.  554. 

"  Xrayser's  "  Topics  this  week  are  doctors'  incomes  and 
high-class  or  ideal  pharmacy,  the  latter  leading  him  to  some 
reflections  on  eminent  pharmacists  who  have  enriched  science 
(p.  533). 

There  is  Some  Dissatisfaction  in  manufacturing  circles  that 
the  price  of  industrial  methylated  spirits  is  only  Ad.  less  than 
that  of  the  mineralised.  The  rebate  is  approximately  Id.  per 
bulk  gal.  more  {p.  535). 

The  Aberdeen  Dinner  to  Alderman  R.  A.  Robinson  and 
the  subsequent  proceedings  were  cordial,  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher, 
the  chairman,  being  particularly  happy  in  his  oratorical 
effort.   Our  report  is  on  p.  556. 

Christmas  Goods  for  Chemists  are  now  becoming  avail- 
able, and  we  give  a  preliminary  report,  in  which  some  that 
have  come  under  our  notice  are  described  (p.  531).  Items  of 
interest  from  the  Medical  Exhibition  are  gathered  on  p.  538. 

Several  Correspondents  adversely  criticise  the  new  scale 
of  prices  for  "tabloids"  which  has  been  issued  this  week 
(p.  553),  and  the  subject  has  given  rise  to  some  indignation 
and  strong  language  at  a  meeting  of  the  Dewsbury  Chemists' 
Association  (p.  548). 

The  Leading  Morning  Newspaper  is  now  at  war  with 
publishers  who  are  attempting  to  regulate  the  prices  at  which, 
their  products  are  sold  by  retail.  The  matter  is  developing 
in  a  direction  which  interests  chemists,  and  we  accordingly 
present  the  salient  facts  in  an  article  on  p.  534. 

The  Dispensing  Notes  this  week  are  particularly  interest- 
ing. Several  well-known  pharmacists  discuss  the  rule  about 
what  to  do  with  containers  from  which  ingredients  are  used ; 
a  Brighton  prescription  for  a  mixture  containing  quinine  and 
an  iodide  is  discussed,  and  a  correspondent  asks,  What  is 
"  Liq.  strych."  ?  (p.  555). 

Numerous  Changes  have  occurred  in  drugs  and  chemicals 
this  week,  but  we  can  only  indicate  the  more  important  here. 
Santonin,  glycerin,  arrowroot,  sweet  almond  oil,  nitrate  of 
soda,  sulphate  of  copper,  arsenic,  are  all  higher.  Quick- 
silver (seconds),  German  quinine,  cloves,  and  methylated 
ethers  are  lower  (p.  549). 

Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  in  his  capacity  as  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland,  presided  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing held  in  Dublin  on  Monday,  and  delivered  an  address,' in 
which  he  referred  to  the  flourishing  state  of  the  Society  and 
other  matters  pertaining  to  Irish  pharmacy,  including  the 
Government  Poisons  Bill.  Dr.  Walsh  has  been  re-elected 
President  (p.  545). 

Sir  George  Watt,  CLE.,  delivered  the  inaugural  address 
at  the  reopening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  on  Monday.  He 
gave  interesting  particulars  respecting  pharmacv  in  India. 
In  connection  with  native  treatment  he  showed  that  ancient 
ointments  were  made  from  ghee,  a  clarified  butter,  and  this 
led  him  to  describe  Indian  dairy  farming  methods  (p.  540). 
Sir  George's  portrait  and  one  of  Mr.  Self,  the  Pereira 
medallist,  are  given  on  p.  539. 

At  the  Pharmaceutical  Council-meeting  on  Wednesday  it 
was  intimated  that  the  Benevolent  Fund  has  been  enriched  by 
1,500/.  from  the  estate  of  the  late  E.  N.  Butt.  It  was  also 
reported  that  the  scheme  to  reduce  the  Major  examination  to 
specialism  on  scientific  subjects  is  not  to  be  carried  out.  A 
new  Minor  declaration  has  been  drafted.  A  shortage  of 
about  1,000/.  in  the  General  Fund  appears  from  the  monthly 
statement  (p.  542).

Brevities. 

At  Portsmouth  Police  Court  on  October  1,  Percy  Bennett 
was  again  remanded  on  a  charge  of  performing  an  illegal 
operation. 

Miss  E.  A.  Powell,  a  sister  of  Mr.  W.  G.  Powell,  chemist, 
of  36  Marina,  St.  Leonards-on-Sea,  and  who  kept  house  for 
him,  was  found  drowned  in  a  pond  last  week.  Miss  Powell 
had  recently  become  run  down  and  depressed. 

At  Old  Street  Police  Court  on  October  I,  Harris  Lewis 
Greenberg  (40),  a  Russian,  was  fined  100Z.,  or  six  months' 
imprisonment  in  default,  for  smuggling  386  oz.  of  saccharin. 
The  value  was  Is.  7>d.  per  oz.,  and  the  treble  value  and  duty, 
to  which  under  the  Act  the  prisoner  was  liable,  was  134?.  5s. 

The  Bury  Magistrates  had  again  before  them  the  case  of 
Dr.  Clarence  P.  Windle  (34),  charged  with  attempting  to 
poison  himself  (see  C.  &  D.,  September  29,  p.  489).  From 
the  evidence  given  it  was  suggested  that  an  overdose  of 
opium  pills  had  been  taken,  and  the  Bench  eventually 
dismissed  the  case. 

An  appreciative  notice  of  the  business  of  Mr.  W.  Warren, 
the  proprietor  of  Hooper's  pharmacy,  opposite  Drury  Lane 
Theatre,  appears  in  the  "Daily  News"  and  "Daily 
Express."  The  premises,  which  were  used  as  a  chemist's 
shop  as  far  back  as  1730,  are  to  be  pulled  down,  and  it  is 
as  the  oldest  chemist's  shop  in  London  that  our  contem- 
poraries treat  the  matter. 

At  Royston,  last  week,  a  woman  died  after  eating  jam- 
pudding,  and  the  Coroner's  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
ptomaine-poisoning.  Mr.  E.  A.  Morgan,  chemist  and 
druggist,  pointed  out  in  the  local  paper  that  ptomaine- 
ipoisonmg  from  jam-pudding  is  absurd,  "as  ptomaines 
are  animal  alkaloids,  or  toxic  or  poisonous  agents  due  to 
putrefaction,  decomposition,  or  oxidation  of  dead  animal 
substances." 

When  Mrs.  Ada  Williams,  wife  of  Mr.  G.  T.  Williams, 
chemist,  Cardiff,  who  had  been  remanded  on  a  charge  of 
causing  the  death  of  her  friend,  Mrs.  Isabel  Solomon,  whom 
she  was  nursing,  by  administering  a  liniment  of  aconite 
and  belladonna,  instead  of  panopeptone  (C.  <£•  D.,  Septem- 
ber 29,  p.  491),  again  came  before  the  Magistrates,  the 
police  did  not  tender  any  evidence  and  the  charge  was  struck 
out  of  the  book. 

At  Brighton  on  October  1,  William  Henry  Hawkins  (62) 
and  William  George  Hawkins  (27)  were  charged  on  remand 
with  certain  frauds  alleged  to  have  been  undertaken  in  con- 
nection with  the  sale  of  "  corassa  compound  "  and  remedies 
which  are  alleged  to  be  useless  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  sold  (see  O.  &  D.,  September  29,  p.  491).  The 
Chief  Constable  asked  that  the  case  be  adjourned  for  a 
week.  This  was  granted,  bail  being  allowed  to  the  elder 
prisoner  in  the  sum  of  1,000?.,  and  in  the  sum  of  100Z.  in 
-the  case  of  the  younger  one. 

The  Spectacle-makers'  Company. 

A  committee  of  examiners  and  others  has  been  called  to- 
gether for  the  revision  of  the  examination  syllabus  and 
regulations.  Mr.  W.  H.  E.  Thorthwaite,  the  originator 
of  the  optical-examination  scheme,  is  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  in  addition  to  the  examiners  and  officials  is  to 
be  assisted  by  Dr.  R.  Mullineux  Walmsley,  Mr.  G.  Lindsay 
Johnson,  and  three  trade  representatives — Mr.  Geo.  Ben- 
nett, chemist  and  druggist,  Stockport,  Mr.  E.  K.  Speigel- 
halter,  President  of  the  West  Riding  Optical  Society,  and 
Mr.  S.  L.  Goodman,  President  of  the  Scottish  Optical 
Society. 

The  autumn  examinations  are  to  begin  in  London  on 
November  15. 

The  position  of  official  instructor,  which  has  been  held 
by  Mr.  L.  Laurance  for  many  years,  has  been  abolished. 
Mr.  Laurance  resigned  the  appointment  on  private  grounds. 
He  received  the  thanks  of  the  Court  for  his  "  untiring  zeal, 
energy,  and  devotion"  to  the  certification-scheme. 

Mr.  H.  Hylton  Foster  was  on  October  3  elected  Master  of 
the  Company  in  succession  to  Lord  Burnham.

Sangers'  "At  Home." 

As  foreshadowed  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  Sep- 
tember 15,  the  druggists'  sundries  and  proprietary-medicine 
business  of  Messrs.  John  Sanger  &  Sons  has  been  moved 
from  Winsley  Street,  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  to 
Euston  Road,  N.W.  The  new  premises  are  handy  to 
get  at ;  they  are  close  to  Maple's  and  to  Shoolbred's  and  near 
the  corner  of  Hampstead  Road  and  Euston  Road  that  is  in 
process  of  reconstruction  for  the  London  County  Council 
tramway  improvements.  It  was  a  happy  thought  that 
prompted  Messrs.  Sanger  to  invite  their  customers  to  an 
"at  home"  on  September  29  for  the  purpose  of  impressing 
on  the  trade  the  change  of  address.  The  moving  has  been 
in  progress  for  some  time,  but  the  final  coup  fell  last  week, 
when  in  two  days  over  a  hundred  pair-horse  vans  conveyed 
the  rest  of  the  stock  from  Oxford  Street  to  Euston  Road.

The  Cheltine  JFood  and  Chocolate,  Ltd.,  Cheltenham,  is 
in  liquidation,  and  its  machinery,  trade  connection,  and 
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food-secrets,  together  with  the  extensive  freehold  premises, 
are  for  sale. 

An  epidemic  wave  of  scarlet  fever  prevails  at  Aston  and 
a  temporary  pavilion  to  accommodate  twenty  persons  is 
being  erected. 

The  "Birmingham  Post"  says  Mrs.  Fred  Reynolds's 
"Hazel  of  Hazeldean "  is  "a  wholesome  story  of  the 
familiar  domestic  stamp." 

The  musical  festival  week  in  Birmingham  always  gives  a 
fillip  to  trade.  In  chemists'  windows  accordingly  are  good 
displays  of  perfumes,  dainty  toilet-requisites,  and  fancy 
soaps.  Pick-me-ups  and  other  essentials  for  the  Weary 
.Willies  figure  inside. 

In  regard  to  industrial  alcohol,  Mr.  F.  Barlow,  chemist 
(and  of  the  Birmingham  Lacquer  Co.),  contends  that  the 
new  regulations  will  reduce  the  cost  of  such  articles  as 
lacquers  and  varnishes,  which  are  largely  made  and  sold  by 
provincial  pharmacists;  but  "Acetone"  disproves  the 
statement  and  says  the  alcohol  will  be  only  Id.  per  gallon 
cheaper  and  that  will  benefit  nobody  ;  there  will,  however, 
be  getting  more  value  in  the  matter  of  quality."  [Indus- 
trial spirits  are  4(7.  per  gallon  less  than  the' other.— Ed. 
C.  <fc  D.-\ 

Football. 

Wands'  (Leicester)  United  F.C.  played  their  first  Leices- 
tershire Thursday  League  match  on  September  27  against 
Nuneaton  at  the  latter  town.  The  visitors  started  well, 
scoring  in  the  first  few  minutes,  Johnson  putting  through 
from  a  good  centre  by  Yeomans.  Nuneaton  rushed  one 
through  later,  and  the  score  was  one  all  at  the  interval. 
Nuneaton  scored  three  more,  including  a  penalty,  in  the 
second  half,  and  Wands'  two.  Forryan  made  a  good  run 
through  several  opponents  and  scored  with  a  good  shot,  and 
Simpson  scored  from  a  penalty.  The  visitors  thus  "lost  by 
four  to  three,  after  a  good  and  close  game. 

The  Sale  of  Diachylon. 
A  certified  midwife,  named  Sarah  Elizabeth  Carford,  was 
committed  for  trial  at  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  October  3, 
on  a  charge  of  selling  diachylon  pills  to  a  woman  named 
Bagshawe  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  abortion.  Mr.  H. 
Lang  Coath,  who  prosecuted  for  the  Corporation,  said  the 
prosecution  were  determined  as  far  as  possible  to  try  to 
check  the  use  of  lead  or  diachylon  as  an  abortive.  The 
pills  which  it  was  alleged  the  defendant  sold  were  analysed 
by  Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  the  City  analyst,  who  said  he 
had  examined  fourteen  pills.  The  average  weight  of  these 
was  2.8  gr.,  and  they  contained  0.85  gr.  of  lead  per  pill, 
expressed  as  metallic  lead  in  the  form  of  emplastrum  plumbi 
or  diachylon.  Dr.  Godfrey  Carter  and  Dr.  Arthur  Hall 
gave  evidence  of  the  abortive  character  of  diachylon. 
Defendant  denied  that  she  sold  the  pills,  but  the  Bench 
agreed  that  it  was  a  case  for  a  jury  to  decide.  Cases  in 
which  two  other  women  are  involved  were  adjourned  for  a 
week.  The  case  of  Mrs.  Carford  was  watched  in  Court  by 
Mr.  E.  W.  Clegg,  on  behalf  of  Boots,  Ltd. 

Sheffield  Notes. 
Mr.  F.  A.  Upsher  Smith's  removal  to  Birmingham  is  a 
less  to  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society, 
as  he  has  taken  a  practical  interest  in  its  work. 

Mr.  Arnold  E.  Tankard,  F.C.S.,  formerly  on  the  staff  of 
the  city  analyst  here,  has  accepted  the  appointment  of  chief 
assistant  on  the  staff  of  Mr.  G.  R.  Thompson,  Newport 
(Mon.),  public  analyst  for  the  county  of  Monmouth. 

The  preliminary  sparring  for  the  November  elections  to 
the  City  Council  has  commenced,  and  Councillor  A. 
Russell  Fox,  F.L.'S.,  the  retiring  President  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society,  has  already  roused 
the  ire  of  the  opposition  newspaper  by  a  circular  which  he 
has  issued  in  support  of  the  candidature  of  his  colleagues 
in  the  Crookesmoor  ward. 

The  most  alarming  feature  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  which  has  just  been  issued  is  the 
death-rate  among  children.  166  per  l.COO  births.  This 
is  only  exceeded  by  one  large  town  (Bolton,  with  167  per 
1,000),  and  the  fact  that  there  is  little  or  no  employment  of 
married  women  in  Sheffield  factories  renders  the  matter  the 
more  grave.  The  death-rate  from  phthisis  among  the 
cutlers  and  grinders  is  again  very  high  and  calls  for  special 
legislation. 


The  sale  of  the  drugs  and  stock  of  Mr.  C.  O.  Morrison, 
Ph.C,  was  held  at  the  Auction  Mart  of  Messrs  W.  H.  and 
J.  A.  Eadon  on  Wednesday  last,  there  being  a  very  fair 
attendance  of  local  chemists.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
sale  the  auctioneer  stated  that  the  stock  had  been  valued 
superficially  by  Mr.  Job  Preston,  chemist  and  druggist, 
who  placed  the  value  at  1.100/.,  which  sum  he  hoped  to 
reach.  The  prices  realised  varied  as  usual,  some  things 
going  cheaply  and  others  fetching  a  remarkably  good  price. 
The  prescription  books,  nineteen  in  number,  running  back 
to  1831,  were  acquired  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Eardley,  Ph.C,  after 
some  opposition,  for  the  sum  of  11?.  The  two  books  of 
prescriptions  of  private  proprietaries  -ere  bought  by  Mr.  J. 
Austen,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  for  3Z.,  in- 
cluding all  the  private  recipes  from  1831,  containing  Hill's 
gout  and  rheumatic  pills  and  Sir  Arnold  Knight's  liver 
pills  and  other  valuable  proprietary  articles,  the  purchase 
including  the  sole  rights  to  use  of  names. 

The  Charge  against  a  Chemist's  Wife. 
At  Plymouth  on  September  27  and  28,  the  hearing  of  the 
charges  against  Mrs.  Alice  Essery,  wife  of  William  Essery, 
a  chemist  (see  C.  JL-  D.,  September  15,  p.  421),  was  re- 
sumed.   Much  local  interest  was  taken  in  the  case,  and' 
on  the  first  day  of  the  hearing  Mr.  E.  Eliott  Square, 
who  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  police,  explained  that  the 
charges  of  procuring  abortion,  of  administering  noxious 
drugs,  and  of  administering  drugs  not  known  to  be  noxious- 
for  that  intent  with  regard  to  Annie  Grinter  had  been  laid 
under  three  separate  heads.    There  would  also  be  laid 
against  the  defendant  six  charges  in  respect  to  offences 
against  Gwendoline  Bolitho  on  two  separate  dates.  Those 
two  charges  would  also  be  covered  in  a  triple  manner. 
Charges  would  also  be  preferred  against  the  accused 
of  performing  operations  in  the  three  alternatives  on. 
Evelyn  Oxley.     Similar  charges  would  be  made  in  re- 
spect to  an  operation  upon  Beatrice  Sambells.    The  case 
would  never  have  come  before  the  court  but  for  the 
fact  that  Annie  Grinter  dropped  on  the  floor  a  small  piece 
of  paper  upon  which  was  written  "  Mrs.  Essery,  13  Egerton 
Crescent,  St.  Jude's."   That  paper  was  picked  up  by  Annie 
Grinter's  mother,  and,  after  questions  had  been  asked  of  the 
girl,  the  police  were  communicated  with.    He  would  show 
that  Mrs.  Essery  was  the  cause  of  the  birth-rate  going  down 
in  Plymouth. — Charles  E.  Bean,  public  analyst  for  Ply- 
mouth, said  he  received  from  Dr.  Simpson  a  paper  containing 
a  white  powder,  which  on  analysis  was  found  to  consist  of 
equal  parts  of  starch  and  boric  acid.    He  also  received  ar 
half-ounce  phial  and  an  ounce  phial,  each  containing  a  fluid, 
which  consisted  of  perchloride  of  iron,  some  alcohol,  oil  of 
spearmint,  and  water.    He  was  not  able  to  identify  any- 
other  substances.    Dr.  Simpson  also  handed  to  him  a  pewter 
syringe  which  had  an  odour  of  oil  of  spearmint.  Annie 
Grinter  gave  evidence  of  going  to  Mrs.  Essery,  and  of  de- 
fendant performing  an  operation  by  means  of  which  abor- 
tion was  procured.    In  cross-examination  she  refused  to  give 
the  name  of  the  person  who  recommended  her  to  go  to 
Mrs.  Essery. — Corroborative  evidence  was  given  by  Edith 
Grinter,  who  said  she  accompanied  her  sister  on  the  occasion 
alleged. — Evelyn  Oxley,  a  barmaid,  stated  that  on  two 
separate  occasions  defendant  had  performed  similar  opera- 
tions upon  her. — Evidence  of  a  like  character  was  given  at 
the  hearing  on  the  second  day  by  Beatrice  Sambells,  and 
by  Mrs.  Gwendoline  Bolitho.    None  of  the  witnesses  would 
give  the  name  of  the  person  who  recommended  Mrs.  Essery. 
Medical  evidence  of  the  condition  of  Annie  Grinter  was 
given  by  Dr.  R.  Simpson  and  by  Dr.  Rosa  Bale. — Defen- 
dant's solicitor  handed  in  a  statement  in  which  Mrs.  Essery 
said,  "I  am  not  guilty.    I  have  not  done  the  acts  alleged 
against  me.    I  reserve  my  defence."    Defendant  was  then 
committed  for  trial  at  the  assizes,  bail  being  refused. 

Looting  the  Tills. 

Two  daring  till-robberies  took  place  in  Wakefield  Road, 
Leeds,  on  September  27,  the  premises  of  two  chemists  being 
entered  during  the  morning  and  afternoon.  During  the 
forenoon  the  shop  of  Mr.  S.  Sowden,  262  Wakefield  Road, 
was  entered  during  the  absence  of  Mr.  Sowden,  and  a 
drawer  containing  money  was  bodily  taken  away.  The 
drawer  only  contained  a  few  shillings,  the  proper  till 
being  left  untouched.  In  order  to  reach  this  box  the  thief 
had  to  go  right  round  the  counter.    In  the  afternoon  the

shop  of  Mr.  Henry  Somerset,  chemist  and  druggist,  lower 
down  Wakefield  Road,  was  entered.  Mr.  Somerset  had 
been  in  the  house  behind  the  shop,  and  on  returning  he 
found  a  man  behind  the  counter  with  the  till  in  his  hand. 
Mr.  Somerset  seized  the  man,  and  a  struggle  ensued,  in 
which  the  man  slipped  his  coat  and  ran  out  of  the  shop, 
dropping  the  money  on  the  shop -floor.  In  the  coat-pocket 
was  found  a  hawker's  licence,  which  led  to  the  arrest  of  a 
man  named  John  Marsden,  who  has  been  remanded  for 
further  inquiries  to  be  made  about  him. 

Fires. 

Much  damage  was  done  on  October  1  by  a  fire  which 
occurred  at  the  premises  of  the  Carlton  Chemical  Co., 
Upper  North  Street,  Leeds.  A  large  quantity  of  chemicals 
was  destroyed,  but  a  building  stored  with  resin  was  saved. 

What  might  have  proved  a  serious  fire  occurred  on  the 
premises  of  Mr.  John  Fillingham,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Grantham.  In  the  manufacture  of  sheep-dip  the  fluid  acci- 
dentally boiled  over  and  caught  fire.  The  yard  was  soon  a 
mass  of  flame  and  smoke,  but  the  fire-brigade  was  quickly 
on  the  spot  and  had  the  fire  under  control  before  much 
damage  was  done. 

An  explosion  and  fire,  which  was  largely  due  to  thought- 
lessness or  chemical  ignorance,  occurred  at  the  L.C.C. 
Secondary  School  at  Stockwell  on  October  2.  From  some 
cause  unknown  a  quantity  of  potassium  and  sodium  in  the 
chemical  laboratory  became  damp  and  ignited.  Water  was 
thoughtlessly  thrown  on  the  metals,  which  burst  into  flames, 
liberating  a  large  volume  of  hydrogen,  the  inevitable  ex- 
plosion following.  The  damage  was  confined  to  the  labora- 
tory. 

Debt  Case. 

On  October  4  in  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  before 
Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Geo.  Harris  Lee,  of  194  Hoxton  Street, 
Hoxton,  an  oil  and  colour  man,  sued  William  Thos.  Watt, 
of  146  Hoxton  Street,  Hoxton,  described  as  a  chemist, 
to  recover  61.  2s.  under  a  judgment  summons.  For  the 
plaintiff  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant  was  carrying  on 
a  very  snug  business  as  a  chemist,  and  was  well  able  to 
pay.  Defendant :  The  fact  is  I  cannot  pay  30s.  a  month. 
I  cannot  make  enough  out  of  the  business.  His  Honour 
made  a  fresh  order  of  30s.  a  month. 

The  Vegetable  Compound. 
Mr.  Wynne  E.  Baxter,  the  East  London  Coroner,  held  an 
inquest  at  Stepney  on  October  1  with  reference  to  the 
death  of  Ann  Hall  (50).— In  the  course  of  his  evidence 
a  son  of  the  deceased  woman  stated  that  his  mother  had 
suffered  from  rheumatism  and  indigestion,  for  which  she 
took  two  "vegetable  compound  tablets"  from  a  packet 
•of  six  samples  which  had  been  placed  under  the  door  of 
the  premises  where  she  worked. — The  Coroner  said  he  had 
in  his  possession  the  packet  containing  the  remainder  of 
the  tablets.   Printed  upon  it  were  many  statements,  among 
'them  that  "  Brookhardt's  Vegetable  Compound,"  which 
was  the  name  of  the  medicine,  would  cure  "  pains  in  the 
•back,  palpitation,  that  tired  feeling  in  the  morning,  poor 
appetites,  bad  taste  in  the  mouth,   poor  memory " — 
(laughter) — "pains  in  the  head,  dizziness,  night-sweats, 
■bad  dreams,  feelings  of  timidity  or  fear,  stiffness  of  the 
limbs,  and  trouble  of  any  kind."    The  reading  of  this 
•caused  much  laughter,  which  was  renewed  when  the  witness 
admitted  he  had  taken  two  of  the  tablets,  and  that  "the 
effect  was  very  trying."    Continuing  his  evidence,  witness 
said  that  on  the  day  following  the  taking  of  the  tablets 
by  his  mother  she  complained  of  the  purgative  effect  of 
the  medicine.    The  same  evening  she  fainted.   Brandy  was 
administered  and  a  doctor  was  summoned,  but  she  died 
before  his  arrival. — Dr.  St.  John  Sutton,  rf  225  High 
Street,  Shadwell,  said  the  cause  of  death  was  heart- 
failure   from  kidney-disease,   brought  on  by  excessive 
diarrhoea.    In  reply  to  the  Coroner  the  doctor  said  that 
in  his  opinion  the  medicine  was  the  primary  cause  of 
death.    The  Coroner  remarked  that  people  who  are  fools 
enough  to  take  any  medicine  anybody  gives  them  are 
no  better  than  children  who  pick  up  rotten  apples  in  the 
street. — A  juryman  said  there  was  great  temptation  to 
poor  people  to  take  this  medicine,  and  so  avoid  the  ex- 
pense of  a  doctor. — But  why,  the  Coroner  retorted,  should 
they  give  medicine  for  nothing?    He  supposed  it  was 
done  for  advertisement,  and  if  they  do  not  make  it  strong 


people  will  not  think  much  of  it.  In  that  case  the 
woman  was  really  ill ;  probably  had  she  been  compara- 
tively well  the  medicine  would  have  done  no  harm.  Again, 
it  appeared  that  the  deceased  took  two  tablets,  which  was 
a  double  dose,  so  that  the  makers  are  somewhat  excul- 
pated from  blame.  It  was  not  only  the  poor  but  the  rich 
who  doctored  themselves  with  medicines  of  that  kind 
nowadays,  and  he  believed  a  great  deal  of  mischief  is 
being  done  by  them. — The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  misadventure. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 
Seven  fatalities  by  poisoning,  one  only  being  misadven- 
ture, have  taken  place  during  the  week.  The  misadven- 
ture occurred  at  Canning  Town,  where  a  girl  of  thirteen 
ate  some  fly-poison  in  mistake  for  sweets  and  died  from 
arsenical  poisoning. — George  Edward  Beckwith  (42),  a 
watchmaker,  poisoned  himself  at  Brighton  with  potassium- 
cyanide. — No  fewer  than  five  suicides  with  carbolic  acid  are 
reported.  Three  occurred  in  Manchester,  the  victims  being 
Frances  Morley  (30),  a  bill-poster's  wife  ;  Reginald  McNay 
(30),  a  clerk;  and  Elizabeth  Pickering  (71),  a  provision 
dealer.  A  warrant  had  been  issued  for  the  arrest  of  McNay 
for  embezzlement,  and  the  chemist  whose  name  was  on  the 
bottle  of  carbolic  acid  supplied  told  the  police  he  could  not 
say  to  whom  he  sold  it,  as  he  retailed  so  much  of  it.  Mrs. 
Pickering  obtained  a  pennyworth  of  the  acid,  in  its  crude 
form,  for  "cleansing-purposes,"  from  Mr.  Joseph  Bell, 
chemist  and  druggist,  113  London  Road.  The  drug  was 
supplied  in  a  properly  labelled  poison-bottle  by  Mr.  Robert 
Martin,  the  assistant.  Carbolic  acid  was  also  taken  by 
Henry  Vincent  (17),  a  Cardiff  youth,  who  had  quarrelled 
with  his  sweetheart,  and  by  Janet  Craig  (53),  of  Battersea, 
who  suffered  intensely  from  rheumatism.

The  Institute  Chemist. 
Belfast  Corporation  on  October  1  confirmed  the  decision 
of  the  Library  and  Technical  Committee  to  fix  the  salary 
of  the  new  principal  of  the  Chemistry  Department  of  the 
Municipal  Technical  Institute  at  350Z.  per  annum.  At  the 
same  meeting,  after  a  keen  competition,  Dr.  H.  W.  Bailie 
was  appointed  medical  superintendent  and  officer  of  health 
at  600?.  per  annum. 

Fire  in  Carlow. 

The  drapery  establishment  of  Mr.  Boake,  Carlow,  was  on 
October  1  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  premises  of  Mr.  C.  J. 
Johnson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  which  adjoin,  were  at 
one  time  in  imminent  danger.  The  furniture  and  the 
contents  of  the  shop  were  hastily  removed,  and  were  thus 
seriously  damaged. 

Chemistry  Classes  in  Belfast. 

The  course  of  lectures  in  chemistry  in  Queen's  College, 
Belfast,  has  been  fixed  to  begin  on  October  30.  For  the 
twenty-seventh  year  in  succession  Professor  E.  A.  Letts, 
Ph.D.,  F.R.S.E.,  F.C.S.,  F.R.U.I.,  will  be  the  lecturer, 
and  the  demonstrator  will  be  Mr.  Robt.  F.  Blake,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.  The  qualitative  and  quantitative  laboratories  will 
be  open  from  November,  and  other  courses  in  chemistry 
will  be  arranged  if  a  demand  is  found  to  exist. 
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The  Analyst  Puzzled. 

Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  analyst,  in  reporting  to  Belfast 
Board  of  Guardians  on  October  2  on  samples  of  medicines 
sent  for  analysis,  stated,  in  reply  to  the  apothecary's  letter 
regarding  the  sample  of  pulvis  cretse  co.  which  he  sent  on 
December  18,  1905,  that  there  is  no  such  preparation  in  the 
B.P.,  nor  is  any  such  preparation  in  the  schedule  of 
standards  for  pharmacopceial  preparations  supplied  to 
him  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  present  sample 
was  identical  in  composition  with  mistura  cretse  co.,  B.P. 
The  B.P.  scheduled  standaris,  he  added,  were  his  only 
authorities. — The  Chairman  said  that  would  go  before  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  doctor  in  question  seemed 
to  have  one  object  in  life — to  send  articles  to  be  analysed 
which  were  not  to  be  analysed  at  all.  (Laughter.)  Dr. 
-Macintosh  (a  Guardian)  :  I  am  afraid  the  analyst  is  wrong. 
The  Chairman  :  I  don't  think  he  is.  Dr.  Macintosh  :  I 
am  sure  of  it. — It  was  resolved  to  send  a  copy  of  the 
analyst's  report  to  the  dootor  in  question  (Dr.  Meharry).

Messrs.  Bell  &  Butler,  manufacturing  chemists,  41  and 
43  Buchan  Street,  Glasgow,  have  dissolved  partnership. 
Mr.  A.  C.  Butler  is  continuing  the  business. 

Mr.  George  Mackie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Renfield 
Street,  has  had  his  shop-window  refitted,  and  it  is  now  cne 
of  the  handsomest  pharmacies  in  that  part  of  the  city. 


An  infuriated  bull  was  a  source  of  terror  in  Blythswocd 
Square  the  other  day,  but  a  batch  of  pharmacy  students  held 
on  to  one  end  of  the  rope  and  learned  a  great  deal  about 
Bos  taunts  while  they  were  there.

The  surgery  of  Dr.  Carlyle,  Roxburgh 
Street,  Greenock,  was  also  attacked  this  week,  11.  and  some 
coppers  being  stolen.  The  police  think  a  Glasgow  gang  is 
responsible  for  both. 

Cross  Mr.  Cross. 
Two  small-debt  actions  against  Mr.  Alexander  Cross, 
M.P.  for  the  Camlachie  Division  of  Glasgow,  were  heard 
at  considerable  length  before  the  Glasgow  Sheriff  on  Octo- 
ber 1.  The  plaintiffs  were  Alexander  Miller,  coachman, 
and  George  Anderson,  groom,  and  both  sued  for  wages  due 
and  wrongous  dismissal. — Miller  in  his  evidence  said  it  was 
an  unusual  thing  to  see  defendant  in  good  humour.  On  the 
day  of  his  dismissal  Mr.  Cross  called  him  (witness)  a  liar, 
and  he  overheard  defendant  shouting,  "  Liar,  liar,  liar  "  at 
the  groom.  Defendant,  he  said,  was  in  the  habit  of  dis- 
missing servants  and  then  engaging  them  again. — During 
the  cross-examination  of  Miller  his  solicitor  happened  to 
smile  at  one  of  the  cross-examiner's  questions,  whereupon 
Mr.  Cross  said,  angrily,  "  Why  do  you  laugh?  This  is  no 
laughing  matter." — Eventually  the  Sheriff  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  Miller  had  been  justifiably  dismissed,  and  gave 
decree  for  21.  12s.  10d.,  the  sum  defendant  had  tendered. 
He  held,  however,  that  Anderson  was  entitled  to  a  week's 
notice  in  lieu  of  warning,  and  gave  judgment  for  21.  12.?.  lOd. 
in  his  case  also.    No  expenses  were  awarded  on  either  side.

In  Memory  of  Pasteur. — Friday,  September  28,  being 
the  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Pasteur,  the  usual  annual 
visit  was  made  by  many  of  his  pupils  to  the  crypt  at  the 
rue  Dutot  Institute,  where  the  scientist's  remains  are 
buried. 

Infidelity. — The  poliae  in  the  South  of  France  are 
actively  cn  the  look-out  for  a  pharmacist  of  Grignan,  a  man 
forty-one  years  of  age,  who  has  disappeared  with  a  Mon- 
telimar  young  married  woman.  A  serious  aspect  of  the 
case  is  that  the  young  woman  has  taken  with  her  money 
and  various  objects  valued  at  4,000/. 

Death  under  Chloroform. — A  pharmacist's  assistant  of 
thirty-five,  M.  Henri  Baudin,  was  admitted  recently  to 
Laennec  Hospital  suffering  from  a  varicose  ulcer,  and  was 
chloroformed  and  operated  on.  He  died  under  the 
surgeon's  hands.  His  mother,  who  lives  at  Boulogne-sur- 
Seine,  has  lodged  a  complaint  and  a  post-mortem  examina- 
tion is  to  take  place. 

A  Love  Drama. — A  double  suicide  of  a  romantic  character 
has  taken  place  at  Marseilles.  M.  Barallier,  a  pharmacist 
of  thirty-six,  was  enamoured  of  Mile.  Blanche  Guyot,  a  girl 
sixteen"  years  his  junior.  Obstacles  preventing  their 
marriage,  they  resolved  to  die  together.  They  met  one 
afternoon  at  the  pharmacy.  M.  Barallier  appears  (from 
evidence  given  at  the  inquest)  to  have  first  shot  his  sweet- 
heart, then  himself. 

Substitution. — The  judgment  delivered  by  the  Bourges 
Police  Court  in  the  "  Valda  "  lozenges  case  (reported  in 
C.  <L-  D.,  August  25  last)  has  been  reversed  on  appeal  by 
the  Court  of  Cassation.  The  Higher  Court  holds  that  M. 
Rodillon  de  Chapette  had  no  more  right  to  indicate  his 
products  under  the  name  of  "  genre  Valda  "  than  to  style 
them  "Pastilles  Valda"  outright,  and  that  he  ought  to 
have  replied  simply  that  he  could  not  supply  the  article. 
He  is  therefore  found  guilty  of  substitution,  or  (as  the 
decision  puts  it)  "use  of  counterfeited  mark."  M.  Can- 
nonne  is  declared  to  have  "the  exclusive  propriety  of  the 
mark  Valda,"  he  is  awarded  81.  damages,  and  is  authorised 
to  publish  the  judgment  in  two  newspapers. 
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The  Five  Academies  of  the  Institute  of  France  were  all 
represented  in  its  delegation  to  the  Aberdonian  Quater- 
centenary.  The  delegates  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  were 
M.  Delage  and  M.  Henri  Becquerel.  The  latter  especially 
is  a  prominent  scientist,  as  he  holds,  or  has  held,  pro- 
fessorial chairs  at  the  Conservatoire  des  Arts  et  Metiers, 
the  Ecole  Polytechnique,  and  the  Institut  Agronomique  et 
Museum  (Jardin  des  Plantes).  He  is  best  known  as  the 
discoverer  of  the  "Becquerel  rays"  and  the  precursor  of 
Curie's  radium  researches.  He  shared  with  the  latter 
eminent  savant  the  honours  of  the  Nobel  Chemistry  Prize  in 
1903.  Unlike  the  Curies,  M.  Becquerel  went  to  Stockholm 
personally  to  receive  the  award,  and  one  of  the  features  of 
his  stay  there  was  an  impromptu  lecture  on  radium  given 
by  King  Oscar's  request,  with  a  lady's  worktable  com- 
mandeered for  the  demonstration  and  a  magic-lantern 
worked  by  an  obliging  amateur. 

The  Weekly  Rest  Law. — A  certain  number  of  phar- 
macists in  the  wealthier  part  of  Paris  "took  time  by  the 
forelock  "  and  "  to  facilitate  the  application  of  the  Weekly 
Rest  Law"  arranged  to  close  at  noon  on  Sundays  from 
July  1  to  September  30,  one  pharmacy  per  "district" 
remaining  open  in  turn.  They  also  agreed  to  close  at 
9  p.m.  daily  instead  of  ten  o'clock.  Whether  the  arrange- 
ment—possible and  agreeable  enough  while  the  bulk  of 
well-to-do  people  were  at  the  seaside— will  be  found  prac- 
ticable during  the  busier  autumn  and  winter  months 
remains  to  be  seen,  but  it  deserves  to  be  noted  to  their 
credit  as  a  well-intentioned  attempt  to  modify  the  present 
system  of  late  closing  and  Sunday  trading.  An  instructive 
comment  on  the  ' '  unanimous  wail ' '  of  the  shopkeepers' 
monopoly  aptly  scathed  by  "  Xrayser  "  is  the  fact  that  the 
tew  callings  untouched  by  the  Act  are  anxious  to  share  its 
benefit.  The  railway  men  and  theatrical  "supers"  want 
to  know  why  they  are  left  out  in  the  cold,  and  the  former 
seem  likely  to  obtain  satisfaction.  When  one  reads  a 
leading  article  in  a  widely  circulated  Paris  daily  on  the 
possibility  or  impossibility  of  securing  a  legal  weekly  rest 
tor  domestic  servants,  one  begins  to  wonder  if  the  com- 
pulsory Sunday  closing  of  pharmacies  will  not  one  day  be 
found  practicable  ;  mitigated,  perhaps,  by  what  an  Irish 
friend  describes  as  "  an  all-day  night-bell  "  and  a  "  poison- 
book  to  register  urgent  remedies  supplied.-Last  week 
the  fans  Pharmacists'  Association  convened  a  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  "  the  attitude  to  be  assumed  by 
pharmaceutical  employers  in  presence  of  the  Weekly  Rest 
Act,    but  no  definite  decision  was  arrived  at.

British  Columbia  Notes.— The  Byron  Manufacturing 
Co.  through  the  indefatigable  Jhonson,  reached 
Victoria,  B.O  by  mail  on  September  1.  Three  druggists 
there  received  personal  letters  offering  sole  agencies!  and 
the  accompanying  active  advertising  by  means  of  boy-and- 
girt  distribution  of  packages.  Fortunately  the  "  B  C 
Fharm.  Record  "  had  just  been  published  and  contained  a 
note  trom  The  Chemist  and  Drugcist  with  the  informa- 
tion that  Jhonson  was  in  Canada,  so  nobody  bit  in  Victoria 
and  one  druggist  sent  a  marked  copy  of  the  "Record" 
back  to  Jhonson,  to  explain  why.— There  are  indications 
that  a  very  strong  effort  will  be  made  to  bring  about  an 
association  which  will  include  several  of  the  provinces  of 
the  Dominion  if  not  the  whole.  [See  our  issue  of  Sep- 
tember 29.]  The  fact  that  a  man  who  has  qualified  in 
Quebec  cannot  open  up  business  in  British  Columbia  seems 
strange,  but  it  is  true,  and  the  lack  of  reciprocity  in 
diplomas  explains  the  whole  matter.  The  Western  Pro- 
vinces will  agitate  for  a  Western  Association,  and,  if  accom- 
plished, the  rest  of  the  Dominion  will  doubtless  see  the 
wisdom  of  falling  into  line.— The  gentleman  who  was 
given  an  opportunity  to  present  himself  at  the  October 
examinations  of  British  Columbia,  as  related  in  the  C  <L-  D 
has  decided  to  return  to  England.

Customs  Decisions. — According  to  a  recent  Customs 
tariff  decision  malt-extract  (pure)  A.  and  H.  is  dutiable  at 
15  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  less  3  per  cent,  rebate,  and  Ayer's  hair 
vigour  at  25  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  less  3  per  cent,  rebate. 

Mr.  A.  Walsh,  chairman  of  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.,  in 
the  Cape  Town  municipal  election  which  took  place  on  Sep- 
tember 10,  polled  2,249  votes.  Mr.  James  Jones,  a  Cape 
Town  chemist,  who  succeeded  in  getting  into  the  Council 
last  year,  polled  2,738  votes. 

A  Kimberley  Correspondent  writes:  "  Business  here 
uas  settled  down  again  to  its  usual  groove  and  is  better  than 
last  year. — The  public  seldom  complain  now  of  the  in- 
creased prices,  but  Condy's  fluid  and  gripe-water  at  2s. 
each  are  still  grumbled  at. — Mr.  N.  0.  Ruffel  is  away  on  a 
short  visit  to  Durban. — Mosquitoes  are  already  with  us,  and 
the  dust  is  very  bad  just  now.   Rain  is  much  needed." 

Natal. 

Bad  Times  are  still  prevalent  in  Natal,  and  the  chemist 
feels  the  pinch  just  as  much  as  anyone  else.  During  the 
week  ended  September  8,  Mr.  Porter  Field,  Maritzburg, 
has  shut  up  shop,  and  there  are  rumours  of  others  doing 
likewise  both  in  the  capital  and  in  Durban. 

Pharmacy     Act     Prosecution. — Before  Magistrate 
Brunton  Warner,  in  the  Durban  Court,  on  August  30,  Mr. 
J.  S.  Johnstone,  sole  proprietor  of  the  Meridian  Drug  and 
Essence  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  answered  to  a  summons 
stating  that  he 
falsely  pretends  to  be,  or  takes  or  uses  the  name  or  title 
or  functions  of  an  apothecary,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  or 
any  name,  title,  or  addition  or  description  implying  that 
he  is  licensed  or  registered  under  this  Act ;  or  that  he  is 
qualified  to  practise  as  an  apothecary  or  chemist  and 
druggist. 

The  evidence  showed  that  Mr.  Johnstone  personally  did  no 
work  of  any  kind  in  the  business,  he  acting  as  a  financier, 
the  business  being  managed  by  J.  H.  Millar,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  President  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  Magistrate  reserved  judgment  until  September  6,  when 
he  discharged  the  defendant,  stating  that  no  breach  of  the 
Act  had  taken  place.  It  is  generally  felt  in  drug-trade 
circles  that  the  Magistrate's  judgment  is  perfectly  correct. 

General  Election. — At  present  we  are  in  the  throes  of  a 
general  election,  and  chemists  are  wondering  if  there  is 
any  possibility  of  getting  an  amendment  to  the  Pharmacy 
Act  during  the  coining  Session.  With  this  in  view,  the 
Pharmacy  Board  has  been  doing  all  it  can  to  impress  on 
Ministers  the  desirability  of  an  amendment.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  also  been  on  the  move,  and  members 
all  over  the  Colony  have  been  pressing  for  support  from 
their  would-be  M.L.A.s.  The  lines  of  a  necessary  amend- 
ment are  indicated  as  under  : 

Schedule  B.  Act  35,  1896. 
Patent  and  Proprietary  Medicines.— The  following  words 

require  to  be  added  :  "  not  containing  scheduled  poisons, 

as  set  out  in  Schedule  A,  Div.  A  and  B." 
The  following  iniquitous  clause  is  also  down  for  deletion, 

in  conjunction  with  the  latter  half  of  Clause  35  from 

"even  to  those  of":   "and  all  other  general  articles  of 

commerce  which  may  contain  any  of  the  poisons  mentioned 

in  Schedule  A." 
With  the  above  alterations  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Act  would 
be  greatly  improved.

lains'  cough-remedy,  both  in  Division  3  of  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Ordinance,  1904,  as  containing  poison.  Messrs. 
P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  Bloemfontein,  supplied  the  two  lines 
with  a  guarantee  that  they  contain  no  poison,  and  they  have 
instructed  the  storekeeper  to  fight  the  case  at  their  expense. 
Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.  declare  that  neither  of  the 
lines  contains  poison.  It  is  just  possible  that  the  police 
intended  to  purchase  Chamberlains'  colic-remedy,  and  not 
the  cough-remedy,  as  the  manufacturers  advertise  largely 
that  their  cough-remedy  contains  no  poison,  so  the  pro- 
ceedings may  hinge  on  Borst  droppels.  Some  time  ago  the 
Registrar  gave  the  following  opinion  anent  lines  in  the  third 
division  of  the  Ordinance  : 

.  .  .  any  patent  medicine  described  in  Division  3  of  the 
third  schedule  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
must  be  regarded  as  containing  poison,  whether  it  docs  so 
or  not,  until  such  time  as  it  may  be  deleted  from  the 
schedule. 

It  may  be  stated  that  there  are  as  many  formulas  for,  say, 
Borst  droppels  as  there  are  firms  making  it  in  South  Africa, 
and  some  formula?  are  free  from  poison.

The  Shop-fittings  of  the  late  Mr.  T.  R.  A.  Thompson 
have  been  put  up  for  sale  by  public  auction  ;  the  buyers  of 
the  stock  and  sundries  were  Messrs.  Smith  Bros.  &  Co., 
Ltd.  (known  as  the  "  Whiteleys  of  the  West  "),  whose  tender 
was  accepted  by  the  executors. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Fox,  late  druggist,  Georgetown,  who  left  the 
Colony  last  year  for  the  United  States,  entered  the  Howard 
University,  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  a  post- 
graduate course  in  dentistry.  At  the  close  of  the  spring 
session  he  gained  a  certificate  in  operative  and  mechanical 
dentistry.  He  is  at  present  in  New  York,  and  intends  visit- 
ing Boston  before  returning  to  Demerara,  where  he  proposes 
to  commence  practice  as  a  dentist. 

A  Large  Consignment  of  the  Colony's  products  has  been 
shipped  by  the  s.s.  Orinoco  for  the  Canadian  exhibitions, 
of  which  the  following  may  be  mentioned  :  Sugar,  several 
varieties;  rum,  "white"  and  coloured;  cattle-foods; 
cocoa ;  coffee ;  kola  ;  rice,  paddy,  brown,  and  white  ;  nut- 
megs with  mace ;  tonka  beans ;  capsicums ;  cassava  flour 
and  starch  ;  banana  meal ;  plantain  meal ;  copra  (dried  cocoa- 
nut)  ;  dried  bananas,  and  cotton. 

The  Georgetown  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  urging  upon 
the  Government  the  necessity  to  the  mercantile  community 
of  a  change  in  the  regulations  regarding  the  payment  of 
drawback  on  goods  supplied  to  ships  or  on  goods  exported  ; 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  a  Bill  lately  published  pro- 
vision is  made  for  allowing  payment  to  be  made  on  a  declara- 
tion by  the  exporter  that  the  goods  have  been  exported, 
without  waiting  for  the  certificate  of  landing  or  consump- 
tion required  by  the  present  Customs  Ordinance. 

Councillor  Gaskin  (proprietor  of  Messrs  Isaacson  &  Co., 
druggists)  has  lately  paid  an  official  visit  to  the  Georgetown 
public  hospital,  and  submitted  four  samples  of  drugs 
therefrom  to  the  Government  analyst  for  examination,  the 
results  of  which  are  far  from  satisfactory.  A  sample  of 
sulphuric  acid  was  found  to  be  of  commercial  quality  con- 
taminated by  charred  organic  matter  and  containing  as 
impurities  lead  in  some  quantity  and  arsenic  in  more  than 
traces,  making  it  unfit  for  medicinal  use.  A  sample  of 
sweet  nitre  was  reported  on  as  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to 
the  extent  of  36  per  cent.  Compound  jalap  powder  was  of 
the  correct  composition,  but  attacked  by  mould.  A  sample 
of  compound  ipecacuanha  powder  was  of  fair  quality.

High  Court  Cases. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  v.  Scale. 
In  this  action,  last  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  September  157 
p.  427,  Mr.  Justice  Sutton  has  made  an  order  restraining 
the  defendant  until  the  trial  or  further  order  from  carrying 
on  business  of  hygienic  complexion-treatment  and  electro- 
lysis or  of  a  complexion-specialist  under  the  name  of 
"  Jeanette  Pomeroy,"  or  "Mrs.  Pomeroy,"  or  any  other 
style  of  which  the  name  "  Pomeroy"  forms  part,  or  repre- 
senting or  inducing  the  belief  that  she  carries  on  or  is  con- 
nected with  or  interested  in  the  business  carried  on  by  the 
plaintiffs  or  formerly  carried  on  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd. 

"  Brownie  "  and  "  Ensign  "  Films. 
In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  October  3,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Bargrave  Deane,  Mr.  Kirby  moved,  on  behalf  of  the 
Kodak  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  an  interim  injunction  to  restrain  Mr. 
William  Holt,  chemist  and  druggist,  4  Lansdowne  Crescent, 
Bournemouth,  from  infringing  the  plaintiffs'  trade-mark  as 
applied  to  the  Brownie  Camera  and  Films.  Counsel  said 
that  the  defendant  had  filed  affidavits  in  the  action,  but  was 
not  now  represented  by  counsel.  "  Brownie,"  he  continued, 
is  the  trade  name  of  a  camera  and  films  suitable  for  that 
camera,  and  he  mentioned  the  action  three  or  four  years  age- 
before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady,  in  which  it  was  estab- 
lished that  the  name  "  Brownie  "  refers  to  the  plaintiffs' 
manufactures.  He  enlarged  upon  this,  and  stated  that  in 
the  present  case  the  defendant  had  put  in  an  affidavit  to  the 
effect  that  the  "Ensign"  film,  which  was  given  for  the 
"Brownie"  ordered,  was  supplied  by  an  apprentice  who 
did  not  know  the  difference,  and,  further,  that  it  was  quite 
plain  to  everyone  that  it  was  not  a  "  Brownie  "  film  because 
the  word  "Ensign"  was  on  the  outside.  Counsel  sub- 
mitted that  that  was  no  answer  to  the  plaintiffs'  applica- 
tion. No  offer  of  an  undertaking  had  been  made,  and  there- 
fore he  asked  for  an  injunction  until  the  trial  of  the  action. — 
His  lordship  made  the  order  as  asked. 


City  Court  Cases. 

Oil-trade  Dispute. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Monday,  October  1,  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  disposed  of  the  case  of  Klausner  v.  Roscoe, 
reported  in  the  C.  Jb  D.  last  week,  p.  497.  The  plaintiff, 
Mr.  G.  H.  Klausner,  oil  merchant,  17  Old  Montague  Street, 
E.C,  sued  Mr.  Simon  Rosenthal,  trading  as  A.  Roscoe,  oil 
merchant,  Mitre  Street,  Aldgate,  to  recover  52/.  as  damages 
for  breach  of  an  oil  contract,  under  the  circumstances  then 
mentioned.  Defendant  raised  a  counter-claim  for  61.  odd. 
— Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  on  Monday,  found  for  the  plaintiff 
on  the  claim  and  on  the  counter-claim,  with  costs. 

Optical  Goods. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  October  2,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Messrs.  W.  Ellis  &  Co.,  45  Fins- 
feury  Pavement,  sought  to  have  Mr.  Hy.  Lieblich,  166 
Wardour  Street,  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  19/. 
due.  Plaintiff's  solicitor's  clerk  stated  that  the  defendant 
was  a  chemist  and  traded  as  the  Wardour  Drug  Stores.  He 
paid  75/.  a  year  rent  and  had  two  assistants.  Several  people 
appeared  to  consult  him,  when  witness  was  last  at  the  shop. 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  said  he  would  order  payment  of 
51.  a  month.  Plaintiff's  solicitor's  clerk  asked  that  defen- 
dant should  be  committed  in  default,  as  the  defendant  tore 
up  the  summons  when  served  with  the  Court's  process,  and 
said  he  would  not  pay.  Judge  Lumley  Smith  said  that  only 
showed  that  the  defendant  did  not  want  to  pay.  He  would 
make  no  committal  order  against  the  defendant.  Plaintiffs 
must  not  give  so  much  credit. 

Payment  to  Travellers. 
At  the  same  time  the  case  of  Pulford  v.  Wood  was  disposed 
of.  It  was  a  case  illustrating  the  risks  of  payment  to 
travellers.  Plaintiffs,  T.  S.  Pulford  &  Sons,  21  Bishopsgate 
Street  Without,  E.C,  sued  George  Wood,  Tenter  Street 
North,  Minories,  E.,  to  recover  5/.  Is.  Id.  for  oil  supplied. 
Defendant  said  he  had  paid  the  money  to  Pulford,  with 
whom  he  dealt  direct.    He  knew  nothing  about  the  plain- 
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tiffs.  Mr.  Napier  Corbyn,  managing  director  of  Johnston 
Bros.,  Ltd.,  said  that  Pulford  was  in  their  employment 
as  a  traveller.  Pulford  brought  a  connection  to  them,  and 
the  orders  were  executed  by  them,  Pulford  taking  his  com- 
mission upon  them.  They  carried  on  the  business  of  T.  S. 
Pulford  &  Sons  as  a  branch  of  their  own.  Then  they  found 
that  Pulford  was  collecting  moneys  and  not  accounting  for 
them.  That  caused  witness  to  call  on  the  defendant  and  ask 
him  if  the  order  was  all  right.  As  defendant  said  it  was, 
he  told  defendant  that  the  money  was  to  be  paid  direct  to 
them,  and  the  order  was  only  executed  on  that  condition. 
They  sent  the  defendant  an  invoice  underlined  in  red  saying 
that  the  money  was  to  be  sent  direct  to  them.  The  judge 
-said  that  he  noticed  under  the  agreement  between  Pulford 
and  Johnston  Bros,  that  they  divided  the  losses  with  him. 
Mr.  Corbyn  said  that  was  so.  They  also  divided  the  profits. 
The  judge  said  there  was  nothing  in  the  agreement  to  pre- 
vent Pulford  receiving  money.  Mr.  Corbyn  said  Pulford 
was  allowed  to  do  so  at  first.  The  defendant  told  the  Court 
that  for  fifteen  years  he  had  dealt  with  Pulford  &  Sons  and 
he  had  always  paid  Pulford.  He  never  knew  the  plaintiffs 
as  Johnston  Bros,  or  at  all.  He  paid  Pulford  the  money 
sued  for.  Pulford  told  him  that  Johnston  Bros,  were  try- 
ing to  get  his  connection  away. — Mr.  Corbyn  :  All  the  goods 
•were  sent  in  the  name  of  Johnston  Brothers.  Judge  Lumley 
Smith  pointed  out  that  under  the  agreement  between  Pul- 
ford and  Johnston  Bros.,  Ltd.,  they  undertook  to  execute 
all  Pulford's  orders.  On  the  whole  he  did  not  think  the 
plaintiffs  had  made  out  their  case.  Judgment  would  be 
given  for  the  defendant,  with  costs.  Johnston  Bros, 
must  settle  the  matter  with  Pulford. 


Dentists  Act. 

Use  of  Title  by  a  De-registered  Dentist. 
At  Greenwich  Police  Court  on  September  28,  George  Charles 
Smith,  153  High  Street,  Lewisham,  was  summoned  at  the 
instance  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  for  unlawfully 
taking  or  using  the  name  or  title  of  "dentist"  and  "  sur- 
geon-dentist."—Mr.  Eves  appeared  for  the  Association, 
and  said  the  defendant  exhibited  boards  bearing  the  word 
"  dentist." — The  defendant  said  he  had  been  on  the  dental 
register  since  1878,  but  had  been  struck  off  the  roll.*  It 
was  not  fair  to  summon  him  so  soon  after  the  removal  of  his 
name,  and  if  the  summons  were  adjourned  for  a  month  he 
would  comply  with  the  British  Dental  Association's  re- 
quirements.—Mr.  Eves  said  the  defendant  had  been 
declared  to  be  "guilty  of  conduct  which  is  infamous  or 
disgraceful  in  a  professional  respect."— The  Magistrate 
(Mr.  Chapman)  read  the  document  handed  to  him  by  Mr. 
Eves,  and  remarked,  "Advertising." — Mr.  Eves:  And 
employing  unqualified  persons.— The  Magistrate  :  And 
canvassing  for  business. 

The  defendant  said  it  was  a  case  of  professional  animosity. 
For  twenty-one  years  he  was  on  the  register,  and  was  the 
only  registered  dentist  in  Lewisham.  There  were  no  other 
registered  men,  and  he  had  to  adopt  business  methods  to 
compete  with  his  opponents.  He  asked  for  an  adjournment, 
as  he  was  forming  "  G.  C.  Smith,  Ltd."— Mr.  Eves  :  That 
is  an  evasion. 

The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  40\s.,  with  3/.  3s.  costs.

lie  Walter  Stanley  Scott,  South  Shields,  and  lately  of 
63  Ormonde  Street.  Jarrow,  Chemist  and  Druggist  —This 
bankrupt  has  applied  to  the  County  Court  of  Northumberland 
for  his  discharge. 

lie  Arthur  Pollitt.  36  Church  Lane,  Prestwich,  Manu- 
facturing Chemist.— The  Official  Receiver  of  the  Manchester 
Bankruptcy  Court  reports  that  the  winding-up  of  this  estate 
has  only  realised  a  first  and  final  dividend  of  Aid.  in  the 
pound. 


*  On  May  24,  1906,  the  General  Medical  Council  ordered 
the  name  of  Mr.  G.  C.  Smith  to  be  removed  from  the  dentists' 
register,  the  British  Dental  Association  having  complained 
that  he  had  entered  into  a  canvassing  arrangement  with  a 
Mr.  *arkasch.  The  matter  was  reported  in  the  C.  <L-  D., 
June  2,  1906,  p.  854. 


Itr  Charles  Edward  Scott  (trading  as  Maitland  &  Co.), 
233  East  India  Dock  Road,  E.,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — Tho 
public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  held  on  October  2  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Brougham,  the  accounts  showing  gross  liabilities  3.021/.  Is.  Bd. 
(unsecured  2.842/.  6s.  2d.),  and  assets  valued  at  1,394/.  18s.  Wd. 
In  the  course  of  his  evidence  the  debtor  stated  that  he  came  to 
London  from  York  in  1898,  and,  having  qualified,  he  started 
at  East  India  Dock  Road  as  a  chemist.  He  purchased  the 
business  in  May  1904  for  750/.,  which  was  paid  with  money 
lent  him  by  his  father,  who  was  a  present  creditor  for  1,041/. 
He  expended  300/.  on  alterations  to  the  premises  and  250/.  on 
advertising,  and  before  he  could  reap  the  benefit  of  his  outlay 
he  was  pressed  by  a  creditor.  A  private  meeting  of  the  credi- 
tors was  called,  but  no  arrangement  was  made,  and  eventually 
these  proceedings  were  instituted.  The  money  he  had  received 
from  his  father  was  all  passed  through  the  banking  account, 
and  he  had  further  received  750/.  from  his  mother.  Witness 
attributed  his  failure  to  the  expenses  of  alterations,  over- 
purchase  of  stock,  loss  through  thefts  by  assistants,  and  to  the 
heavy  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business.  It  was  not  tho 
fact  that  since  the  receiving  order  was  made  he  had  sold  off 
job  lots  of  stock.   The  examination  was  concluded. 

Re  Henry  Smith,  trading  as  Henry  Smith  &  Co.,  Chemists, 
Druggists,  etc.,  at  Batley,  Yorks. — Debtor  applied  to  his 
Honour  Judge  Gent,  sitting  at  the  County  Court  House, 
Dewsbury,  on  October  1,  for  his  discharge  from  bankruptcy. 
The  Official  Receiver,  Dr.  E.  E.  Deane,  said  the  receiving 
order  was  made  on  April  23,  1892.  the  liabilities  were  esti- 
mated at  268/.  19s.,  and  a  dividend  of  2s.  2±d.  had  been  paid 
on  proofs  for  182/.  4s.  lid.  In  January  1876  the  bankrupt 
purchased  the  business  of  a  chemist  in  Commercial  Street, 
Batley,  for  380/.,  and  having  only  7/.  10s.  of  his  own  money, 
he  borrowed  the  balance  from  his  father.  In  1880  ho  pur- 
chased another  similar  business  in  the  same  street  for 
123/.  17s.  Id.,  and  he  removed  to  the  latter  shop.  At  that 
time  his  liabilities  amounted  to  402/.  6s.  7c?.  and  assets 
398/.  lis.  Id.,  and  the  amount  due  to  his  father  had  been 
repaid.  He  gave  up  that  shop  on  April  1,  1889,  but  opened 
another  about  the  same  date  in  Wellington  Street,  Batley,  at 
which  place  he  was  carrying  on  business  at  the  date  of  his 
failure.  Bankrupt  estimated  that  he  was  insolvent  in  1889  to 
the  extent  of  260/.  15s.,  but  at  the  date  of  his  failure  he  had 
reduced  this  insolvency  to  144/.  2s.  He  attributed  his  in- 
solvency on  April  1,  1889,  to  the  failure  of  a  friend  who  owed 
him  200/.,  and  to  the  loss  of  50/.  under  a  guarantee  entered 
into  by'  him  for  the  benefit  of  his  brother.  Bankrupt  was  now 
in  receipt  of  35s.  a  week.  The  discharge  was  granted  but 
suspended  for  two  years.

In  the  largest  almanack  we  notice  that  insurance- 
coupons  are  inserted,  a  feature  which  in  itself  is  sufficient 
to  ensure  that  the  almanack  is  retained  all  the  year. 

Catheterpurin  is  the  name  of  a  new  sterilising  lubricant 
introduced  by  Dr.  Melzer  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Leopold 
Caspar,  of  Berlin  University.  Everybody  who  studies  the 
question  of  sterilising  catheters  arrives  at  the  conclusion 
that  boiling  is  the  only  effectual  method,  but  when  the 
catheter  has  thus  been  prepared  at  considerable  trouble  it 
is  often  difficult  to  maintain  the  sterile  condition.  Dr. 
Caspar,  therefore,  devised  a  lubricant  which  shall  at  the 
same  time  act  as  an  antiseptic  and  be  of  such  a  nature  as 
not  to  irritate  the  urethra.  This  he  found  in  a  base  of 
tragacanth  medicated  with  mercuric  cyanide  (1-500).  The 
new  lubricant  is  packed  in  collapsible'  tubes,  selling  at  2.?. 
each,  and  is  introduced  under  the  name  of  "  catheterpurin."

preparing  for  Christmas. 


ABOUT  this  season  of  the  year,  writes  our  Man  About 
Town,  my  experience  tells  me  that  there  are  various 
pretty  things  displayed  in  City  showrooms  specially  in- 
tended for  Christmas  trade.  So  I  usually  look  in  at  odd 
moments  to  feast  my  eyes,  increase  my  knowledge  of  the 
progress  of  art  in  commerce,  and  incidentally  make  a  few 
notes  for  the  benefit  of  the  trade.  Of  course  perfumery  is 
the  predominant  item,  and  this  year  I  learn  that  although 
the  ingenuity  in  design  appears  to  be  as  endless  as  ever, 
and  the  novelties  in  perfume  caskets,  bottles,  labels,  and 
names  are  as  striking  as  in  years  past,  the  prices  all  round 
are  lower.  The  retail  chemist  can  buy  packed  perfumes 
this  year  in  cases  as  lavish  in  decoration  and  as  complicated 
in  design  as  ever  he  did  at  cheaper  rates.  This,  it  struck 
me,  would  be  a  not  unimportant  item  of  information  to  the 
retail  chemist,  to  begin  with,  and  a  look  through"  two  show- 
rooms I  have  visited  this  week  justifies  the  statement.  The 
goods  displayed  in 

Maw's, 

for  instance,  appear  to  be  more  numerous  and  varied  eve:\ 
than  lormerly — and  that  is  saying  something.  As  the  head 
of  each  department  impressed  upon  me,  the  first  thing 
that  Maw's  aim  at  is  the  quality  of  the  product :  after  that 
the  decoration  of  the  covering.  The  ornate  cabinet  may 
please  the  eye  of  the  purchaser,  but  unless  the  perfume  in 
the  bottle  be  the  real  thing,  the  customer  is  not  quite  satis- 
fied. To  combine  both  and  ensure  a  perfect  satisfaction  is, 
of  course,  the  ultimate  aim,  and  the  issue,  according  to  my 
observation,  indicates  success.  For  the  range  of  new  per- 
fume-cabinets this  year  is  by  no  means  limited.  One  can 
dabble  with  profit  in  elegantly  boxed  single-bottle  perfume-j 
costing  7s..  7s.  3c/.,  or  8s.  per  dozen  as  readily  as  in  tha 
more  luxurious  productions  in  azure  plush  (with  beautiful 
scenes  from  Nature  photographed  on  silk  for  lid-pieces, 
and  two  elegant  cut-glass  bottles  reposing  in  satin  linings) , 
which  may  cost  110*.  per  dozen.  There  is  a  series  (one,  two, 
and  three  bottles)  in  art-paper,  and  a  "Cameo"  series,  an 
"Empire"  design  in  leatherette,  and  a  particularly  good- 
class  single-bottle  line  in  a  casket  of  white  plush  with  a 
delicate  design  in  lilies  which  is  very  chaste.  The  lily 
casket  costs  40?.  per  dozen.  All  these  prices  are.  of  course, 
subject  to  the  usual  discounts.  A  smelling-salt  in  silver 
casing,  and  enclosed  in  a  cardboard  box,  looks  cheap  at 
8s.  per  dozen  :  while  the  lovers  of  the  medallion  type,  the 
embossed  boxes,  and  the  plain  box  with  extra-large  cut- 
glass  bottle  can  all  be  satisfied  in  11  Aldersgate  Street. 
Speaking  of  "  medallions."  one  line  which  caught  my  fancy 
has  the  inside  lid  (finished  in  deep  violet)  decorated  with  a 
classic  gold  design  which  gives  an  artistic  finish  to  the 
opened  case.  There  are  many  others,  all  productions  of  the 
Aldersgate  Street  firm,  bjit  other  makers  of  repute  are  also 
well  represented.  The  chemist  may  now  buy  the  empty 
cabinet,  with  or  without  bottles,  for  putting  up  his  own 
perfumes.  Some  of  these  are  very  handsome  and  by  no 
means  dear.  The  latest  Roger  &  Gallet  products  include 
"  Vera-Violetta,"  two  bottles  in  a  blue-and-gold  leatherette 
case  (costing  12.s.),  and  "  Parma  Violets."  costing  a  shilling 
less.  Another  R.  &  G.  cabinet  in  leatherette  is  studded  on 
the  lid  with  fleurs-de-lys  in  oxidised  bronze  metal.  This 
has  a  lock  and  key,  contains  two  bottles  of  perfume,  and 
costs  13s.  3d.  Yet  another  is  a  "  Peau  d'Espagne"  box 
which  contains  a  tablet  of  soap,  a  bottle  of  perfume,  and  a 
packet  of  toilet-powder;  and  "  Essence  Efflora"  is  in  boxes 
with  a  pictorial  design  on  the  lid.  In  the  glass  department 
I  inspected  many  handsome  trinket-sets  very  suitable  for 
Christmas  presents,  and  was  particularly  taken  with  a 
mammoth  cut-glass  show-bottle  for  a  perfume,  which  holds 
about  half  a  gallon.  Eighteen  of  these  bottles  have  been 
shipped  to  customers  in  the  United  States.  The  latest  puff- 
boxes  are  in  dark  mahogany  colour,  with  rose-sprays  and 
lovers'  knots  on  the  lid,  or  in  white  xylonite  with  embossed 
holly-sprays,  swan-on-a-lake,  or  other  design,  tinted  to 
life.  The  newest  puffs  for  the  ballroom  are  fixed  to  the 
middle  of  an  elegant  silk  handkerchief  with  embroidered 
edges,  or  in  chenille.  These  cost  8s.  6cl.  per  dozen.  Among 
sundries  I  saw  the  new  "Feather-edge"  rubber  sponges, 
in  seven  sizes,  which  are  softer  and  heavier  than  the  usual 
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sponge,  and  cost  from  9s.  6d.  to  60s.  per  dozen.  The  pre- 
vailing fashion  with  perfume-sprays  is  in  porcelain  with 
Japanese  decoration,  or  a  bulbous  variety  enamelled  on 
copper.  The  latter  are  very  pretty  and  cost,  with  gilt 
mounts,  5s.  6d~rto  8  s.  6d.  each. 

In  the  dainty  little  showroom  of 

Breidenbach  &  Co., 
Greek  Street,  Soho  Square,  the  principal  of  the  firm  had  some 
rather  interesting  things  to  tell  me  about  perfumery.  Talk- 
ing of  the  alleged  decadence  in  the  popularity  of  perfumery 
for  Christmas  presents,  he  pointed  out  that  he  had  made  this 
statement  the  subject  of  careful  investigation  by  means  of 
agents  all  over  the  country.  There  had  been  a  falling  off  as 
had  been  stated,  and  the  reason  for  it,  according  to  the 
reports  to  him,  is  that  the  public,  in  their  Christmas-present 
perfumery  at  least,  prefer  the  perfume  of  some  well-known 
and  old-established  maker. 

"  It  is  all  very  well,"  said  this  experienced  manufacturer. 
"  for  the  chemist  or  other  dealer  to  sell  his  own  perfume  or 
that  of  some  new  and  hitherto  unheard-of  maker,  to  his 
own  customers  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  There  the 
personal  element  comes  in.  But  with  Christmas  perfumery 
for  present-giving  it  is  different.  For  then  the  customer 
wants  a  casket  of  perfumery  to  send  to  his  sister,  let  us  say, 
in  Bath.  The  first  thing  the  sister  does  on  opening  the 
box  is  to  look  at  the  label  on  the  bottle,  or  bottles,  to  see 
who  is  the  maker,  and  what  kind  of  perfume  it  is.  If  she 
sees  that  it  has  been  made  by  Rimmel,  Atkinson,  Gosnell, 
Grossmith,  Breidenbach,  or  other  well-known  English  house 
that  is  heard  of  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  then  she  is 
satisfied ;  but  if  she  does  not  know  the  name  the  value  of 
the  perfume  in  her  mind  is  depreciated." 

"But  if  the  perfume  is  as  good  as  that  supplied  by  the 
well-known  makers  ?  " 

"It  does  not  make  the  slightest  difference.  We  have 
tested  that  point  also.  We  have  put,  let  us  say,  Atkinson's 
White  Rose  into  a  nice  bottle,  put  it  up  with  a  fancy  label, 
tied  it  with  ribbon,  have  made  it  look  as  nice  as  possible, 
and  we  then  have  submitted  it  to  people  who  know  and  like 
that  particular  perfume  and  will  have  no  other.  They  look 
at  the  bottle,  the  name  on  the  label,  smell  it,  and  reject  it 
as  nothing  like  Atkinson's.  The  same  thing  may  be  done 
in  another  sphere  with  almost  identical  results.  For  in- 
stance, perhaps  you  know  Buchanan's  '  Black  and  White  '  ?  " 

I  blushingly  admitted  that  I  had  heard  of  the  famous 
whisky. 

"Well,  perhaps  you  have  some  friend  who  swears  by 
'  Black  and  White '  as  a  beverage.  Well,  just  you  empty 
some  genuine  '  Black  and  White  '  into  an  unlabelled  whisky 
bottle,  or  into  a  bottle  with  another  label  known  to  your 
friend,  then  give  him  a  drink  from  the  unlabelled  bottle 
and  ask  him  how  he  likes  your  whisky.  Ten  chances  to  one 
he  will  tell  you  he  prefers  '  Black  and  White.'  " 

This  homely  illustration  was  so  effective  that  I  did  not 
pursue  the  subject,  but  looked  round  at  the  new  Christmas 
goods  produced  by  Breidenbach  &  Co.  for  this  season's  trade. 
There  are  in  all  about  500  new  patterns  in  cases  and  bottles, 
and  the  idea  generally  carried  out  has  been  to  get  up  inex- 
pensive outer  cases  and  to  fit  up  with  bottles  and  perfume 
to  cover  the  total  asked  for.  That  is  to  say,  although  the 
caskets  are  handsome — and  most  of  them  are  exceedingly 
handsome — the  chemist  can  get  as  much  for  the  bottles  of 
perfume  alone  as  he  would  by  selling  them  in  the  case.  If 
a  case  containing  two  bottles  retails  at  10s.  complete,  it 
contains  two  bottles  of  perfume  of  such  a  size  and  quality 
that  they  can  readily  be  sold  for  5s.  each  and  the  case 
retained,  used  for  putting  up  the  chemist's  own  perfume,  or 
used  by  his  wife  or  daughter  for  a  handkerchief  or  glove 
box.  The  latest  Breidenbach  perfumes  are  "  Alpine  Violets," 
"White  Wallflower,"  "  Banksia  Roses,"  "Queen  Lilies," 
and  "Red  Clover."  These  are  mostly  put  up  in  2s.  6d. 
bottles.  One  of  the  features  of  the  Breidenbach  trading  is 
the  handsome  counter  perfume-spray  which  is  given  away 
with  parcels  of  goods,  and  which  not  only  looks  well  and  is 
an  attraction  to  the  chemist's  counter,  but  popularises  a 
particular  perfume. 

Professor  J.  B.  Harrison,  M.A.,  C.M.G.,  etc.,  Govern- 
ment Analyst,  British  Guiana,  has  arrived  in  England  on 
three  months'  leave  of  absence. 
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This  week's  picture  is  from  a  photograph  sent  by  Mr. 
Frank  E.  Burdett,  of  Messrs.  Chaplin  &  Son,  pharmacists, 
60  Westgate,  Wakefield,  and  it  represents  that  firm's  win- 
dow. Unfortunately  in  the  reproduction  the  half-tone 
screen  wipes  out  many  of  the  smaller  details  in  such  photo- 
graphs, but  we  note  that  the  double-curved  shelves  at  the 
back  of  the  window  are  of  plate-glass,  as  also  are  the  shelves 
on  the  right-hand  side.   Mr.  Burdett  says  : 

The  bottom  of  the  window,  which  was  dressed  by  my- 
self, was  filled  with  "  Dentilave,"  ono  of  our  specialities, 
the  showcard  at  the  back  being  the  word  "  Dentilave,"  cut 
out  of  a  piece  of  cardboard.    It  was  slung  up  with  ribbon, 
and  decorated  with  flowers,  etc.    In  the  two  dishes  on  the 
shelf  were  Quillaia-bark  and  rhatany  (both  of  which  are 
ingredients  of  "Dentilave")  suitably  labelled.    On  each 
side-mirror  were  showcards  intimating  that  free  samples 
were  to  be  had  within.    The  middle  shelf  was  filled  with 
liver-saline  and  the  top  one  with  Messrs.  J.  &  E.  Atkin- 
son's specialities.    On  the  side  shelves  were  water-softener, 
Cook's  Riviera  soap,  and  Price's  Visitor's  soap.  Altogether 
the  window  has  been  a  great  success. 
The  dishes  to  which  Mr.  Burdett  refers  are  at  the  right 
and  left  of  the  smiling-girl  card,  which  is  now  being  used  in 
the  United  States  to  advertise  "  Calox."   The  showcard  to 
the  right  is  a  neatly  designed  one  with  the  wording  "  Denti- 
lave, the  ideal  dentifrice."    In  the  engraving  it  partially 
hides  the  free-sample  card.    The  screen-like  arrangement 
on  the  base  at  each  corner  (back)  are  made  up  of  dentifrice 
dummy-cartons.    The  showcard  in  front  of  the  saline- 
shelf  is  about  liver-saline.     The  background  is  obscured 
glass  with  a  chaste  design,  which  is  almost  obliterated  in 
the  reproduction. 

WINDOW-TICKET  COMPETITION. 

HIS  competition  has  brought  us  in 
an  avalanche  of  cards  from  all  parts 
of  the  country,  and  the  work  of  ad- 
judicating is  now  proceeding  with 
a  view  to  reproducing  typical  ex- 
amples embodying  different  classes 
of  design  and  different  methods  of 
production.  It  is  now  about  fifteen 
years  since  we  had  a  competition  of 
this  nature,  and,  allowing  for  the 
fact  that  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist now  occupies  a  wider  field, 
the  present  competition  reveals  a 
great  artistic  advance.  We  had  not 
thought  there  was  so  much  of  this 
talent  among  retail  chemists,  for 
not  only  do  the  majority  of  the 
cards  sent  in  show  originality  of 
idea,  but  in  execution  and  resource 
they  give  points.  We  hope  to  print  the  first  instalment  of 
the  adjudicators'  report  in  our  next  issue,  and  to  proceed 
with  the  reproductions  as  speedily  as  possible,  so  that  the 
awards  may  be  made  before  Christmas. 
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Doctors'  Incomes, 

according  to  the  "  British  Medical  Journal," 
have  fallen  off  by  25  per  cent,  during  the  past  three  years. 
That  is  what  "has  been  estimated."  How,  on  what  infor- 
mation, or  by  whom  this  remarkable  estimate  has  been  made 
is  not  explained.  It  is  a  startling  assertion,  and  the  wonder 
is  that  if  it  is  anywhere  near  accuracy  we  should  have  heard 
so  little  about  it.  Doctors  are  usually  exceedingly  ready 
with  their  complaints.  It  is  true  there  has  been  a  corre- 
spondence revealing  their  stock  grievances  in  a  London  even- 
ing paper,  but  probably  not  a  thousandth  part  of  the  medical 
men  of  Great  Britain  have  taken  any  share  in  that.  It  must 
have  been  the  general  practitioner  who  has  suffered  the 
most,  relatively.  An  average  drop  of  25  per  cent,  in  the 
incomes  of  this  hard-working  class  must  have  caused  a 
considerable  volume  of  real  distress. 
The  Causes  of  the  Depression 

are  believed  by  the  "B.M.J." 
to  have  been  the  mild  winters,  the  lack  of  serious  epidemics, 
and  the  cost  of  the  war.  The  last-named  reason,  it  may  be 
assumed,  cut  off  some  of  the  revenue  from  those  most 
profitable  clients,  the  malades  imaginaires.  The  influenza 
epidemic  of  1904  was  a  poor  thing  compared  with  its  pre- 
decessor of  1900.  It  "  killed  only  5,694,"  says  the  "  B.M.J." 
reproachfully,  while  the  previous  epidemic,  which  evidently 
excites  tender  memories,  was  responsible  for  16,000  deaths. 
It  appears  that  "  all  [doctors]  look  back  on  1904  as  the  lean 
year. "  Possibly  the  influenza  patients,  after  the  deadly 
experience  of  1900,  preferred  to  rely  on  chemists,  patent 
medicines,  or  it  may  have  been  on  Christian  Science,  and 
that  this  attitude  accounted  for  the  reduction  of  over  ten 
thousand  in  the  mortality  bill. 
The  West-end  Pharmacy 

pictured  last  week  on  the  page  facing 
this,  with  nothing  saleable  in  the  window,  no  golden 
announcement  of  somebody's  medicinal  delicacies  on  the 
door-post,  and  as  far  removed  from  the  ordinary  shop  as 
that  is  from  a  street  stall  in  Whitechapel,  is  the  ideal  which 
many  of  us  envy,  but  which  very  few  indeed  among  us, 
however  young  and  sanguine,  ever  dare  to  dream  of  imitat- 
ing. May  Apollo  help  those  who  do  venture;  for  it  is 
only  from  a  very  limited  fraction  of  the  British  public  that 
support  can  be  looked  for,  and  the  Lord  President  will 
certainly  do  nothing.  He  likes  plenty  of  electric  light  and 
gilt  letters  with  his  medicines.  When  Jacob  Bell  conceived 
the  notion  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  sixty-five  years  ago, 
it  was  probably  his  idea  to  select  from  the  mixed  multitude 
who  at  that  time  traded  as  chemists  and  druggists  a  club 
or  guild  of  really  serious  pharmacists  who  should  raise 
British  pharmacy  to  the  level  of  that  of  the  Continent.  His 
own  catholic  mind,  the  desire  to  get  statutory  recognition, 
and  the  curious  passion  for  guineas  which  from  the  first 
characterised  Bloomsbury  diverted  Bell  and  his  colleagues 
from  this  aim  and  led  them  to  seek  to  comprehend  in  their 
Association  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  the  drug-trade.  This 
of  course  was  a  useful  and  an  inevitable  work ;  but 
A  Pharmaceutical  Guild, 

a  sort  of  Royal  Society  of  Pharmacy, 
planned  on  the  most  exclusive  lines,  admitting  to  its  fellow- 
ship only  such  members  as  would  pledge  themselves  to 
practise  pharmacy  only— that  is,  the  preparation  and  com- 
pounding of  medicines;  who  would  religiously  eschew  every 
form  of  quackery  and  illegitimate  trade ;  who  would  resist 
the  temptation  of  side-lines;  who  would  leave  the  Govern- 


ment to  stew  in  its  own  juice  of  examinations  and  poisons 
regulations;  if  such  a  clique  had  been  created  two  genera- 
tions ago,  however  small  it  might  have  been,  what  a  power 
it  would  have  become  !  The  Privy  Council  and  the  General 
Medical  Council  would  have  come  to  it  for  advice  on  pharma- 
ceutical matters  ;  would  have  been  the  courtiers,  not  the 
courted;  and  the  nation,  anxious  for  its  own  safety, 
would  have  forced  privileges  on  such  a  body.  For  there 
are  sound  reasons  why  pharmacists  as  such  should  be 
specially  considered  by  the  State  as  they  are  in  all  Con- 
tinental countries.  But  they  minimise  this  claim  as  they 
become  dealers  in  everything  that  carries  a  profit,  still  more 
when  pharmacy  drifts,  as  it  is  drifting,  into  being  a  mere 
minor  department  of  a  general  store.  The  modern  chemist 
and  druggist  quite  sensibly  follows  the  modern  trend ;  he 
utilises  his  shop  and  his  knowledge  in  the  way  he  judges 
most  profitable ;  but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  we  are  getting 
farther  away  each  generation  from 
The  Pharmacy  of  History. 

In  the  Introduction  to  Dorvault's 
"  Officine  "  there  is  a  grand  roll  of  names  of  pharmacicns 
who  have  rendered  services  to  science,  with  very  brief  in- 
dications of  what  they  did.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
Dorvault,  an  enthusiast  on  this  subject,  accepted  very  slight 
association  with  the  calling  as  sufficient  title  for  inclusion 
in  his  list.  He  cites  Dante,  for  example,  because  he  was 
enrolled  in  the  Florentine  guild  of  pharmacists,  though, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  this  was  purely  nominal.  He  is  generous 
to  England,  for,  in  the  absence  of  other  quotable  names,  he 
gives  us  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  who  was  actually  apprenticed 
to  an  apothecary,  and  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  who  only  lodged 
over  a  chemist's  shop  at  one  part  of  his  career.  But  in 
France  and  Germany  there  were,  in  old  times  at  least,  a  large 
number  of  men  who  actually  kept  open  shops  and  at  the 
same  time  acquired  scientific  fame,  in  some  instances  of  an 
enduring  character.  It  is  specially  worth  noting,  for  in- 
stance, that  the  doctrine  of  the  augmentation  of  weight  of 
metals  resulting  from  their  calcination,  the  special  weapon 
by  which  Lavoisier  destroyed 
The  Phlogiston  Theory, 

was  undoubtedly  formed  out  of  ob- 
servations by  pharmacists.  Pierre  Bayen,  apprenticed  to 
Rouelle,  who  afterwards  became  an  Army  pharmacist  and 
who  was  particularly  notable  for  his  analyses  of  French 
natural  mineral  waters,  published  about  1770  his  observa- 
tion that  metals  when  calcined  do  not  lose  anything,  as  the 
phlogistonists  declared,  but  actually  gain  in  weight.  Sub- 
sequently, though  Bayen  knew  nothing  of  it,  an  old  treatise 
was  discovered  written  by  Jean  Rey,  a  Perigord  physicist, 
in  1620,  entitled  "  Essais  sur  la  recherche  de  la  cause  pour 
laquelle  l'etain  et  le  plomb  augmentent  de  pois  quand  on  les 
calcine."  In  that  essay  Rey  expressly  states  that  his  atten- 
tion had  been  directed  to  the  phenomenon  by  a  'pliarrnacio.n 
of  Bergerac  named  Brun,  and  he  believed  it  had  never  before 
been  observed.  He  demonstrated  that  the  increased  weight 
is  due  to  a  combination  of  the  metals  with  the  air.  Among 
the  Paris  pharmacicns  who  kept  open  shop 

In  the  Eighteenth  Century 

were  Guillaume  Francis  Rouelle, 
already  mentioned,  an  extraordinary  man  who  came 
from  Caen.  He  became  the  most  famous  chemistry  teacher 
of  his  time,  and  the  professorship  of  chemistry  at  the  Jardin 
des  Plantes  was  given  to  him  in  1742.  He  did  many  things, 
but  perhaps  the  most  useful  was  that  he  taught  the  science 
to  Lavoisier.  It  is  recorded  of  him  that  when  he  was 
demonstrator  at  the  Jardin  the  Professor  (De  Bourdelon) 
frequently  finished  his  lectures  by  announcing  that  "  M.  le 
Demonstrateur  will  now  illustrate  what  I  have  been  teach- 
ing," and  that  Rouelle  would  then  commence  "Gentlemen, 
what  M.  le  Professeur  has  just  told  you  is  absurd  and  false, 
as  I  will  proceed  to  prove."

Manufacturers  and  Retail  Prices. 

One  of  the  boldest  endeavours  in  price-protection  has 
recently  been  completed  by  the  Publishers'  Association  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland — the  object,  though  unexpressed, 
being  to  prevent  the  sale  of  comparatively  new  books  by 
"The  Times"  at  second-hand  prices.  The  leading  pub- 
lishers have  fallen  in  with  the  scheme,  and  in  response  "  The 
Times"  has  issued,  under  the  title  "Publishers  and- the 
Public,"  a  reprint  of  correspondence  which  appeared  in  its 
columns  in  1852  on  booksellers'  profits.  At  that  time  the 
so-much-off-the-shilling  custom  began,  and  "the  publishers 
attempted,  by  restrictions  on  the  trade,  to  maintain  the 
high  prices  then  charged  for  books,  and  to  create  for  their 
own  profit  a  firm  and  permanent  monopoly,  to  be  maintained 
at  the  expense  of  the  public."  So  says  the  preface  to  the 
reprint,  with  which  we  are  not  further  concerned,  as  our 
present  purpose  is  to  call  attention  to  the  first  of  a  series  of 
articles  appearing  in  the  commercial  supplement  of  our  con- 
temporary on  "manufacturers  and  retail  prices."  This 
begins  with  a  cold-blooded  statement  of  the  fact  that  large 
shopkeepers  and  multiple  shop-owning  companies  trading  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  are  in  such  a  position  as  to  capital 
and  buying  that  they  are  frequently  able  to  sell  goods  to  the 
public  at  a  price  sometimes  less  than  that  at  which  the  small 
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shopkeeper  can  buy,  yet  at  a  profit  as  great  or  greater  than 
that  which  the  small  man  obtains  by  selling  at  a  higher 
price.  While  we  do  not  accept  this  generalisation  as  correct, 
it  suffices  to  show  the  "Times"  contributor's  starting-point 
— viz.,  that 

All  over  the  country  this  class  of  competition  for  retail 
trade  has  increased,  is  increasing,  and  shows  no  tendency 
'  to  diminish ;  and  the  situation  of  shopkeepers  in  a  small  or 
moderate  way  of  business  becomes  every  year  more  pre- 
carious. In  many  trades  they  seem  likely  to  be  ultimately 
driven  out  of  business  altogether — at  least,  in  considerably 
sized  towns. 

It  is  then  shown  that  the  result  of  this  competition  to  the 
consumer  is  that  it  enables  him  to  buy  more  cheaply,  and  the 
writer  very  forcibly  expresses  the  too-obvious  fact  that  the 
retailer  must  protect  himself,  if  he  is  to  exist,  as  the  public 
are  not  likely  to  help  him  to  get  more  money  out  of  them. 
The  retailer  has  therefore  sought  salvation  in  "protected 
prices,"  which  must  mean  one  of  two  things ;  either 

(1)  The  existing  prices  must  be  increased  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  consumer,  or  else 

(2)  The  wholesale  price  must  be  diminished  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  manufacturer. 

Somebody  must  make  sacrifices  for  the  benefit  of  the 
middleman,  and  the  middleman  does  not  particularly  care 
who.  As  he  cannot,  in  the  circumstances  existing,  put 
pressure  upon  the  consumer,  he  can  only  do  his  best  to  put 
it  upon  the  manufacturer.  A  mere  reduction  in  wholesale 
prices  cannot,  alone,  mend  matters ;  competition  will  only 
further  reduce  retail  prices  correspondingly.  Therefore, 
whether  the  consumer  is  to  be  compelled  to  pay  more  or 
the  manufacturer  to  take  less,  the  manufacturer  must  under- 
take to  provide  the  machinery  of  coercion  if  "  protected 
prices"  are  to  be  enforced.  He  may  prefer  to  sacrifice 
some  of  his  own  profit  rather  than  face  loss  of  demand 
through  increase  of  price,  but  the  choice  is  his;  in  either 
event  (it  is  conveyed  to  him)  he  must  fix  a  retail  price  and 
insist  upon  its  maintenance. 

The  temper  of  the  writer  of  "  The  Times"  article  is  fairly 
shown  in  this  quotation  ;  he  is  against  the  small  retailer  and 
proposes  to  show  what  are  the  measures  of  coercion  sought 
to  be  applied  by  retailers  to  manufacturers  in  order  to  get 
the  latter  to  subscribe  to  price-protection  proposals.  How 
far  the  series  of  articles  is  to  bear  upon  our  contemporary's 
own  little  difficulty  we  do  not  venture  to  say,  but  that  the 
writer  knows  the  retailer's  problem  well,  and  has  experience 
in  attacking  it  from  the  manufacturers'  side,  is  quite  clear. 
The  retail  drug-trade,  as  the  first  in  which  price-protection 
has  been  thoroughly  organised  and  established,  will  pro- 
bably come  in  for  illustrative  treatment.  In  this  connection 
the  issue  of  the  "  tabloid  "  matter  is  particularly  interesting. 
The  circumstances  of  the  negotiations  with  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  are  too  recent  to  need  recalling, 
and  whether  or  not  the  London  Chemists'  Association  acted 
for  chemists  as  a  body  is  immaterial.  The  firm  issued  a  new 
price-list  this  week  with  a  covering  letter  stating  that  they 
will  allow  an  additional  5  per  cent,  discount  subject  to 
conditions  as  to  display,  supply,  and  not  selling  below 
current  list-prices.  Certain  of  the  firm's  goods  are  exempted 
from  the  increased  discount.  The  5  per  cent,  advance  on 
the  protected  prices  has  in  this  case  been  secured  by  a 
fairly  general  increase  in  the  firm's  prices.  Some  articles, 
we  observe,  remain  as  they  were — for  example,  hypodermic 
and  medicine  cases;  Fairchild's  preparations  show  5  and 
7^  per  cent,  increase,  "Kepler"  extract  and  solution  10  per 
cent.,  diphtheritic  serums  from  7  J;  to  20  per  cent,  advance, 
and  tabloids  as  much  as  12£  per  cent.,  but  in  many  cases 
there  is  no  change.  It  would  need  a  fuller  comparison  than 
we  have  given  the  new  list  with  the  last  issued  one  to  strike 
an  average  (said  by  one  authority  to  be  7^  per  cent,  rise), 
but  10  per  cent,  advance  on  "  Kepler"  and  12^  per  cent,  on 
such  popular  lines  as  cascara-sagrada  and  potassium-chlorate 
tabloids  are  a  big  set-off  to  scores  of  slow-selling  articles 


upon  which  there  is  no  advance.  It  is  apparent,  therefore, 
that  the  "mutual  advantage"  promised  at  the  conference 
is  to  be  realised  in  such  a  manner  that  the  retailer  has  to  get 
out  of  the  public  in  some  cases  10  per  cent,  more  for  the 
goods ;  half  of  that  he  may  keep  to  himself,  and  he  will  pay 
the  other  half  to  the  manufacturers.  The  arrangement  is 
remarkably  equitable,  but  we  fancy  many  retailers  will  want 
to  know  why  they  do  not  get  all  the  increase  that  they 
obtain  from  the  public. 


Methylated  Spirits. 

It  will  be  observed  from  our  Trade  Report  that  the  prices 
of  methylated  spirits  have  been  fixed  by  methylators,  a 
difference  of  4rf.  per  bulk  gal.  being  made  between  indus- 
trial spirits  and  the  mineralised  for  retail.  The  industrial 
spirits  are  to  that  extent  cheaper,  but  there  is  some 
grumbling  on  the  part  of  users  that  this  is  not  enough,  and 
it  is  said  that  if  the  full  rebate  paid  to  methylators  had  been 
carried  along  with  the  industrial  spirits  there  would  have 
been  more  than  a  fraction  of  a  penny  per  lb.  reduction  on 
ethers.  Be  this  as  it  may,  we  can  only  repeat  what  has 
previously  been  said  that  under  the  new  regulations  methyl- 
ators receive  a  rebate  of  3rf.  per  proof  gal.  on  rectified 
spirits  used  in  making  industrial  methylated  spirits.  This, 
on  64  o.p.  spirit,  approximates  to  5f?.  per  bulk  gal.  Besides 
this  the  industrial  spirits  contain  only  5  per  cent,  of  wood 
naphtha,  so  that  the  denaturing  costs  between  a  halfpenny 
and  a  penny  less  per  gal.  on  this  account,  and  these 
differences  are  not  adequately  represented  by  4rf.  To  this 
the  methylators  reply  that  the  price  of  rectified  spirits  has 
advanced  lately  and  they  have  to  pay  a  halfpenny  per 
proof  gal.  more  for  it;  but  this,  it  may  be  noted,  applies 
to  both  kinds  of  spirits  and  not  to  the  difference  complained 
of.  It  appears  to  be  desirable  for  all  parties  that  the  in- 
tention of  the  Revenue  Act  should  be  realised,  and  this  is 
that  the  users  of  industrial  spirits  should  have  the  full 
benefit  of  the  rebate  paid  on  spirits  used  industrially.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  Revenue  authorities  have  not 
in  their  new  regulations  and  General  Order  used  their  full 
power  in  respect  to  payment  of  the  rebate  on  industrial 
methylated  spirits,  inasmuch  as  they  pay  it  to  methylators 
only,  while  the  Revenue  Act  permits  payment  "  to  the 
authorised  methylator  or  to  the  person  by  whom  the  spirits 
are  received."  But  the  section  goes  on  to  say  "  as  the  case 
may  be,"  and  the  context  refers  to  (1)  spirits  .  .  .  for 
making  industrial  methylated  spirits,"  and  (2)  "spirits  .  .  . 
received  for  use  in  any  art  or  manufacture."  The  pro- 
vision for  payment  to  the  receiver  was  inserted  in  the  Act 
during  the  final  stages  of  its  progress  through  Parliament, 
and  the  intention  was  to  provide  for  payment  of  rebate  to 
receivers  of  pure  spirits  to  be  used  industrially.  We  cannot, 
therefore,  hold  out  any  hope  that  receivers  of  industrial 
methylated  spirits  will  get  payment  of  rebate  direct  from 
the  Revenue  instead  of  through  methylators,  unless  the 
authorities  find  the  law  to  be  more  elastic  than  it  appears. 

In  connection  with  registration  of  retail  sales  of  mineral- 
ised methylated  spirits,  which  the  central  authorities  have 
stated  is  not  to  be  enforced  generally,  we  have  already  heard 
of  cases  in  which  licensed  retailers  have  been  called  upon  by 
local  Inland  Revenue  officers  and  informed  that  in  future 
every  sale  must  be  recorded  in  the  official  form.  If,  there- 
fore, any  of  our  readers  receive  similar  instructions  from 
local  officers,  they  should  place  before  them  our  editorial 
note  of  September  22,  and  ask  the  officers,  if  they  are  acting 
merely  on  General  Order  No.  19/1906.  to  refer  to  head- 
quarters. 
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Camphor  in  Ceylon. 

The  interest  which  has  recently  been  shown  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  camphor  by  a  few  Ceylon  planters  has  led  Mr.  E.  J. 
Young,  managing  director  of  the  Eangala  Co. ,  to  read  a  paper 
on  that  subject  before  the  local  Planters'  Association. 
Although  he  does  not  add  much  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  there  are  one  or  two  points  in  his  discourse  worthy 
of  comment.  So  far  as  Ceylon  is  concerned  there  is  only 
one  planter  (Mr.  Hoyden  Hughes)  who  has  been  able  to 
extract  camphor  in  paying  quantities.  Last  year  he  had  ten 
acres  under  camphor  at  a  yielding  stage,  and  the  produce 
from  this  area  when  shipped  amounted  to  1  cwt.  only,  which 
was  sold  privately  in  Mincing  Lane  for  275s.  per  cwt.  That 
is  a  price  which  should  leave  a  handsome  profit,  and  is  cer- 
tainly an  inducement  for  extended  cultivation.  Mr.  Young 
considers  it  necessary  to  have  at  least  fifty  acres  under  cam- 
phor in  order  to  make  it  a  profitable  business,  and  even 
100  acres  would  be  still  better.  Many  planters  are  afraid, 
however,  of  danger  in  over-production,  and  in  this  respect 
their  bitter  experience  in  cinchona  and  cardamoms  is  not 
likely  to  be  effaced.  We  believe  the  danger  is  now 
more  apparent  than  real.  With  the  rise  in  the  celluloid- 
industry  the  demand  for  camphor  has  gone  up  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  cannot  be  filled  ;  while  synthetic  camphor  is 
■still  a  problematic  industry,  and  a  dangerous  one  at  that. 
'Under  the  present  conditions  of  supply  as  regards  crude 
-camphor,  planters  need  not  hesitate,  therefore,  in  taking 
up  the  cultivation  seriously.  Their  aim  should  be  to  see 
that  a  product  is  turned  out  equal  to  the  Formosan  in 
-quality  and  that  camphor  extracted  from  the  leaves  and 
twigs  of  the  plant  is  shipped  separately  from  that  extracted 
from  the  stem.  Care  should  also  be  taken  in  regard  to 
packing,  as  dampness  affects  the  colour  and  lowers  the 
market-value  of  the  article.  In  1895  crude  camphor  was 
■selling  in  London  at  70s.  per  cwt.,  but  that  was  when  the 
-celluloid-industry  was  in  embryo.  When  the  Japanese 
■Government  monopoly  was  initiated  the  price  was  fixed  at 
178s.  per  cwt.,  so  that,  should  there  be  a  recurrence  of  the 
most  favourable  conditions  at  some  future  date,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  why  values  should  drop  below  that  figure.  It  is  only 
natural  that  the  present  price  of  350s.  cannot  be  maintained, 
as  when  conditions  are  again  normal  in  Formosa,  and 
regular  shipments  are  resumed,  there  must  be  a  consider- 
able reduction.  Meanwhile,  so  long  as  Formosa  practically 
remains  the  only  source  of  supply,  Ceylon  planters  may  go 
ahead,  for  it  will  take  more  than  a  generation  to  place  on 
the  market  sufficient  quantities  of  camphor  to  upset  the 
.Japanese  monopoly.  Mr.  Young  in  his  paper  points  out 
'that  the  camphor-resources  of  Formosa  are  not  "  boundless 
and  inexhaustible  " — they  have  diminished  at  least  15  per 
cent,  in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  and  in  the  settled  dis- 
tricts the  tree  is  practically  extinct.  On  these  points  some 
■authoritative  information  was  given  in  our  issue  of  June  16 
{p.  929).  That  the  Japanese  are  doing  their  best  to  protect 
and  promote  the  camphor-industry  goes  without  saying,  but 
that  this  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  broker,  refiner, 
and  consumer  is  another  "  story  " 

In  regard  to  what  we  said  last  week  about  the  manu- 
facture of  celluloid  in  Japan,  we  now  learn  from  a  report 
of  the  French  Consul  at  Tokio  that  the  present  holders  of 
the  camphor-monopoly  are  negotiating  to  supply  camphor  to 
two  syndicates  who  contemplate  the  manufacture  of  cellu- 
loid in  that  country.  The  first  syndicate  is  British,  with  a 
capital  of  five  million  yen,  and  they  propose  to  establish  a 
factory  either  at  Osaka  or  Kobe ;  the  other  is  a  Franco- 
Austrian  syndicate,  proposing  to  establish  works  at  Miss- 
hima,  near  Shidyuoka. 


The  present  position  of  camphor  on  the  London  market  is 
exceedingly  strong,  as  the  available  stocks  are  very  small. 
It  will  be  noticed  from  the  drug-statistics  which  we  give 
in  the  Trade  Report  that  there  are  only  567  packages  of 
crude  and  refined  in  stock,  compared  with  852  packages  at 
the  corresponding  period  of  1905.  Moreover,  we  understand 
that  some  200  packages  of  this  quantity  are  already  sold,  but 
not  delivered,  thus  reducing  the  balance  to  about  367  pack- 
ages. Very  little  was  shipped  from  Japan  during  August 
and  September,  and  a  10-per-cent.  rise  on  the  already  in- 
flated prices  is  confidently  predicted,  as  the  United  States 
have  been  large  buyers  on  this  market. 


Incorporating  Analysts. 

The  question  of  incorporating  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts  under  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has 
been  several  times  before  the  members.  In  1903,  on  the 
initiative  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  a  Committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  question  and  take  such  pre- 
liminary steps  as  they  might  consider  necessary  to  carry  the 
proposed  incorporation  into  effect.  The  Committee  duly 
reported  to  the  Council  of  the  Society,  and  draft  memoran- 
dum and  articles  of  association  were  agreed  to.  These  are 
now  to  be  placed  before  the  members  of  the  Society  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  on  October  17  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly.  London,  W.  The  articles  are  so  drawn  as  to 
make  the  Society  comply  with  the  Board  of  Trade  require- 
ments of  associations  desiring  to  dispense  with  the  word 
"  limited."  The  liability  of  the  members  is  limited  to  a 
year's  subscription,  and  in  case  the  Society  is  wound  up 
any  remaining  assets  can  only  be  disposed  of  by  trans- 
ference to  some  other  institution  having  similar  objects.

One 
correspondent  facetiously  suggests  that,  the  document  may 
be  historical  and  that  when  King  Charles  (Rex)  was  at 
Stratford-on-Avon  (Shakespeare)  the  signs  and  passwords 
by  which  Royalists  might  obtain  access  to  him  were  the 
above. 

Postage-stamp  Sticking-plaster. 

The  medical  journals  are  hard  put  to  it  occasionally  to 
find  something  popular  to  write  about — a  paragraph  that 
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will  be  quoted  in  the  lay  Press.  Some  of  our  better-known 
medical  contemporaries  have  become  adepts  at  this  kind  of 
thing,  and  if  it  is  not  the  "Air  of  the  Tuppenny  Tube" 
or  "The  Prevalence  of  Disease-germs  in  Tramcars,"  it  is 
generally  an  anilogous  theme  of  an  alarmist  character. 
Recently  one  of  the  smartest  of  these  had  a  short  leader  on 
"  Postage-stamp  Paper  for  Cuts,"  which  is  less  sensational 
and  more  worthy  of  serious  attention  than  these  things 
asually  are.  Of  course  the  opening  sentence  teems  with 
the  usual  exaggeration.  "The  history  of  popular 
remedies,"  it  begins,  "  has  yet  to  be  written,  but  should  it 
ever  emerge  into  the  light  of  day  it  will  bristle  with  a  grim 
host  of  tragedies."  We  take  leave  to  doubt  if  the  "  host  of 
tragedies "  from  the  use  of  household  remedies  would 
read  any  "grimmer"  than  those  resulting  from  the 
application  of  so-called  scientific  medication,  but  it  is 
undeniable  that  Listerism  has  done  much  for  the  treatment 
of  wounds.  It  is  now  as  easy,  and  infinitely  preferable, 
for  the  housewife  to  keep  at  hand  a  supply  of  weak 
carbolic  lotion,  boric  ointment,  boric  lotion,  Condy's  fluid, 
boric  lint,  and  cotton-wool,  for  the  treatment  of  simple  cuts 
and  abrasions  of  the  skin,  as  to  resort  to  a  cobweb  or  a  piece 
of  postage-stamp  paper.  Even  if  ordinary  sticking-plaster 
or  a  piece  of  rag  be  applied  to  an  unsterilised  wound  disas- 
trous results  may  ensue.  Abscesses,  blood-poisoning, 
lockjaw,  and  other  things  have  resulted  from  a  neglected 
cut  or  abrasion.  A  few  weeks  ago  an  elderly  lady  at 
Oxford,  who  had  knocked  a  piece  of  skin  off  one  of  her 
hands,  dressed  the  wound  with  a  piece  of  the  gummed 
edging  of  postage-stamps.  The  arm  was  poisoned,  and 
she  died  in  a  few  days.  Postage-stamp  paper  is  still  a 
popular  sticking-plaster  for  the  unthinking,  and  pharmacists 
would  be  furthering  their  own  interests,  as  well  as  the 
public  welfare,  if  they  impressed  the  necessity  for  a  small 
antiseptic  outfit  upon  the  householders  of  their  clientele.

Chenopodium  for  Worms. 
The  oil  of  American  wormseed  (Chenopodium  anthel- 
minticum,  L.)  is  appreciated  in  the  United  States  as  a 
remedy  for  lumbricoid  worms,  and  is  official  in  average 
doses  of  0.2  c.c.  (3  minims).  Dr.  H.  Briining,  of  Rostock, 
has  been  trying  it  with  good  results  in  ascarides,  giving 
0.25  to  0.5  gram  in  sugar  and  water,  and  following  this  in 
an  hour  or  two  with  a  dose  of  castor  oil.  The  treatment 
may  be  repeated  after  a  day's  interval.  There  is  nothing 
new  in  it. 

ACETOZONE-HY DR. OTHER APETJTIC  TREATMENT. 

Mr.  Charles  Wray,  F.R.C.S.,  has  used  the  acetozone- 
hydrotherapeutic  treatment  in  forty-five  cases  of  iritis, 
interstitial  keratitis,  &c,  and  in  one  case  of  syphilitic  optic 
neuritis  and  two  cases  of  sympathetic  ophthalmia  with 
excellent  results.  He  gives  particulars  in  the  "Lancet" 
(1906,  679).  The  treatment  is  the  same  as  in  typhoid 
fever — i.e.,  the  patient  drinks  a  tumbler  of  water  and  takes 
a  3-grain  capsule  of  acetozone  immediately,  after  which 
he  walks  briskly  for  ten  minutes  and  then  takes  a  second 
glass  of  water  and  again  walks  for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes. 
Four  doses  are  taken  daily — before  breakfast,  in  the  middle 
of  the  morning,  in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon,  and  in 
the  evening. 

Adexoids. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Eden,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Odontological 
Society  of  Queensland,  said  : 

When  you  next  see  a  case  of  adenoids,  ask  whether  the 
child  had  a  "comforter,"  or  was  a  thumb-sucker.  The 
reply  will  more  likely  be  "  Yes  "  than  "  No,"  and  I  venture 
to  suggest  that  dry-sucking  and  its  consequent  evil  has  more 
to  do  with  the  evil  than  anything  else  you  could  suggest.  .  .  . 
The  parts  interested  in  supplying  the  child's  stomach,  and 
discharging  the  necessary  digestive  fluid,  failing  to  receive 
that  food  expected,  act  involuntarily.  .  .  .  The  digestive  fluid 
flows  more  freely  for  a  time,  but,  failing  to  find  any  liquid 
flowing  down  undiluted,  unduly  influences  the  parts  which, 
being  exerted  beyond  their  natural  power,  become  weakened 
and  hypertrophied.  The  soft,  yielding  parts,  active  in  every 
sense  and  responsive  to  every  action,  are  inflamed  by  the 
dry  exercise,  the  papillae  are  drawn  out  and  enlarged,  the 
parts  develop  a  morbid  condition,  ultimately  ending  in 
adenoids. 

There  is  a  good  deal  to  be  said  in  favour  »i  Mr.  Eden's 
suggestion,  but  the  "  comforter  "  is  not  always  the  cause  of 
adenoids. 

Kraus's  Catheter-lubricant. 
In  a  recent  issue  of  "Guy's  Hospital  Gazette"  Dr. 
T.  Brice  Poole  advocates  the  use  of  a  lubricant  devised  a  few 
years  ago  by  Dr.  Oscar  Kraus,  of  Carlsbad  ("  Annales  des 
Maladies  des  Organes  Genito-Urinaires,"  January  1899). 
It  consists  of 

Gum  tragacanth    2.5  grama 

Glycerin       ...    10  grama 

Aqueous  solution  of  carbolic  acid 

(3  per  cent.)    90  grama 

The  ingredients  are  triturated  in  the  cold  to  form  a  thick 
syrup  which  is  soluble  in  water.  This  lubricant  is  aseptio 
and  antiseptic,  and  is  acceptable  and  soothing  to  the 
patient's  mucous  membrane.  Dr.  Poole  finds  it  to  be  safe 
and  efficient ;  it  also  facilitates  the  cleansing  and  promotes 
the  preservation  of  gum-elastic  and  rubber  catheters.  A 
catheter  can  be  quickly  cleansed  after  use  by  immersion  in 
tepid  water,  and  can  be  subsequently  sterilised  in  an  anti- 
septic solution.  It  is  a  suitable  lubricant  in  cases  whera 
catheterisation  has  to  be  entrusted  to  the  patient  himself  or 
to  an  untrained  attendant.  Greasy  lubricants  have  many 
disadvantages  compared  with  Kraus's  lubricant.  For 
example,  they  tend  to  prevent  an  antiseptic  solution  from 
penetrating  to  the  surface  of  the  instrument,  and  cause  the 
surface  of  gum-elastic  instruments  to  become  rough  by 
dissolving  away  the  varnish  with  which  these  instruments 
are  impregnated.  Moreover,  fats  have  a  deleterious  action 
upon  rubber.  Dr.  Poole  suggests  the  use  of  Kraus's  lubric- 
ant for  lubricating  the  finger  in  making  rectal  or  vaginal 
examinations  and  for  lubricating  pessaries  previously  to 
their  introduction.  Owing  to  its  non-greasy  nature  it  is,  of 
course,  unsuitable  for  lubricating  the  joints  of  metallig 
instruments. — The  Lancet. 
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AN  exhibition  is  open  this  week  at  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society's  Hall,  Westminster,  appealing 
solely  to  medical  men  and  dentists.  It  has  been  organised 
by  our  contemporary  the  "  British  and  Colonial  Druggist  " 
and  remains  open  till  Friday,  October  5.

Anglo-American  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd.,  have 
Huxley's  syrup  of  acid  glycero-phosphates  with  formates 
and  benzo-kinone  with  heroin  (a  guaiacol  derivative  for 
cough).  Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  exhibit  among 
their  pharmaceuticals  glycerol  glycerophosphatum  c. 
haemoglobin,  and  glycerol  glycerophosph  c.  format,  co.  as 
contributions  to  the  popular  therapy.  We  noted  also 
nipsodont  and  nipsodont  powder,  new  liquid  and  powder 
dentifrices.  Hypnidia,  an  elixir  containing  chloral  hydrate, 
is,  if  we  mistake  not,  a  recent  introduction.  C.  F. 
Boehringer  &  Soehne  have  the  following  novelties  :  liquor 
ferratini  arseniate  or  arsenoferratose  (an  organic  iron 
mixture),  santyl  (a  non-repeating  santal  oil),  and  ceridin 
(the  active  principle  of  yeast).  Burgoyne,  Burbidges 
&  Co.,  on  behalf  of  the  Chemische  Fabrik  von  Heyden, 
show  two  new  pharmaceuticals,  blenal  (a  gonorrhcea- 
remedy)  and  omorol  (an  antiseptic  silver  preparation). 
Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  show  adnephrin  (from  suprarenal 
glands),  alphogen  (succinic  peroxide),  alexine  (a  granular 
phosphate  preparation),  apetol  (for  increasing  the  appetite), 
gonosan  (a  combination  of  kawa-kawa  and  santal  oil), 
Arabella  water  (natural  aperient .  water),  and  Proctor's 
portable  vapour-diffuser  (an  arrangement  for  converting 
an  ordinary  kettle  into  a  bronchitis-kettle).  A.  H.  Cox  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  have  triturates  of  stypti-renal  and  Barton's 
dentifricum,  white  liniment,  and  Brighton  cream. 
Rudolph  Demuth  has  succeeded  in  preparing  biscuits  with 
his  cod-liver  oil  powder,  and  more  will  soon  be  heard  of 
this  medicament.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  show  syrup, 
glycerophosphat.  c.  format,  co.,  in  which  various  formates 
and  glycerophosphates  are  combined  ;  sapo  antisepticus,  a 
cheap  and  effectual  liquid  soap  ;  glass  capsules  of  vaso- 
constrictine  and  eucaine,  and  gelatin  capsules  of  ophthalmic 
ointments.  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster  have  on  show 
holadin  capsules,  a  special  preparation  of  the  pancreas 
gland,  and  are  explaining  to  medical  men  the  uses  of  the 
injectio  trypsin!  and  injectio  amylopsini  in  inoperable 
tumour.  Fassett  &  Johnson's  novelty  is  ovoferrin,  a  tonic 
and  reconstructive  in  nervous  exhaustion.  Jos.  Flach 
shows  Billon's  stovai'ne  in  tablet  form,  in  solution,  and 
combined  with  adrenalin.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis. 
Ltd.,  have  a  novelty  in  the  shape  of  "  ampullae  Hausmann," 
which  are  little  glass  capsules  of  a  particular  shape,  con- 
taining in  solution  such  medicaments  as  sodium  cacodylate, 
eucaine  lactate,  ergotin,  digitalin,  cocaine,  and  pilocarpine. 
C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son's  newer  lines  are  somnigen  (a  dialysed 
solution  of  the  hydrobromates  of  opium  alkaloids), 
laxans  (phenolphthalein  tablets),  elixir  aceto-salicylic  acid 
(containing  3  grains  in  each  drachm),  and  iodermiol  (non- 
staining  iodine  preparation).  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  two 
novelties,  one  being  sugar-free  ginger-ale  (specially  devised 
for  diabetics)  and  the  other  Igmandi,  a  radio-active  aperient 
water.  The  radio-activity  of  the  latter  is  not  imaginary, 
as  we  were  shown  ample  proof  that  the  water  is  as  claimed. 
Ingram  &  Royle,  Ltd.,  can  now  supply  Vichy  salts  for 
making  medicated  baths.  Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds 
Co.  have  added  cyllinettes  (compressed  sanitary  towels)  to 
their  long  list  of  cyllin-containing  medicaments.  Johnson 
&  Johnson's  novelties  are  camphene  (an  antiseptic), 
Bernay's  aseptic  sponge  (a  compressed  cotton-wool  disc  that 
swells  up  enormously  when  put  into  water),  and  Z — 0 
plaster  (containing  zinc  oxide  in  a  rubber  basis).  W. 
Martindale  shows  the  following  new  things  :  the  "  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia,"  cupri  alginas,  iohydrin,  mercurial  injec- 
tions, oleum  morrhuae  aromaticum,  sodii  perboras,  cyanide 
paste,  pepsin  jelly,  quininse  lygosinas,  and  tylmarin.

Warner  &  Co.,  show  effervescing  formin  laxative  com- 
pound, elixir  glycerophosph  co.,  and  syrup,  tolu  et  heroin 
co.  The  last-named  is  a  pleasant-tasting  cough-syrup 
suitable  for  adopting  as  a  proprietary.  The  Saccharin 
Corporation,  Ltd.,  exhibit  novocain,  an  anaesthetic,  the 
hydrochloride  of  ^aminobenzoyl-diethyl-aminoethanol. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  show  physio-toxically 
standardised  liquid  preparations  of  squill,  digitalis,  ergot, 
and  strophanthus,  "  Celerio  "  hot-water  bottles,  and  the 
"Cromwell"  body-belt.  A.  &  M.  Zimmermann's  newest 
drug  is  Schering's  "  Tonol  "  glycerophosphates.  These  are 
a  series  of  tablets,  the  name  indicating  the  number  of 
glycerophosphate  salts  in  each  preparation — duotonol, 
triotonol,  quartonol,  and  sextonol. 

New  Foods. 

Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  added  a  nutritive  elixir  of 
peptone  to  their  list  of  digestive  ferments.  It  is  a  pleasant- 
tasting  article.  Aylesbury  Dairy  Co.,  Ltd.,  show 
humanoid  (a  concentrated  artificial  human  milk)  and 
pollyta  (a  solid  milk  food).  Bovril,  Ltd.,  have  a  new 
and  very  striking  showcard  referring  to  virol  which 
chemists  should  inquire  about.  It  shows  photographically 
how  an  infant,  at  first  nothing  but  skin  and  bone,  became  a 
bonny  child  by  the  aid  of  virol.  It  is  a  true  tale.  The 
Miol  Manufacturing  Co.  show  Miol,  an  emulsion  of  olive 
oil  and  extract  of  malt.  Scott,  Morgan  &  Co.  have  added 
to  the  virogen  series  virogen  diabetic  bread  and  biscuits, 
which  are  more  tasty  than  plain  diabetic  food.  Henri 
Nestle  has  introduced  in  London  the  supply  of  fresh  milk 
in  sealed  bottles. 

New  Instruments  and  Apparatus.

Co.,  Ltd.,  S.  Clark  &  Co.  (syphon  stoves),  Stern  &  Co. 
(Pumiline),  C.  Oppel  &  Co.  (Friedrichshall),  Charles  H. 
Phillips  Chemical  Co.  (milk  of  magnesia),  Weston  & 
Westall,  Ltd.  (Droitwich  brine  crystals),  Protene  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  Equipoise  Co.  (couches  and  chairs  for  invalids). 
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OPENING  OF  THE  SESSION. 

THE  attendance  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  on 
Monday  afternoon,  October  1,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
opening  of  the  sixty-fifth  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
was  fairly  good,  but  the  front  benches  were  wofully 
empty,  and  only  one  half  of  the  annexe  devoted  to  students 
was  occupied.  A  few  minutes  after  three  the  President 
(Alderman  R.  A.  Robinson)  came  in,  accompanied  by  Sir 
George  Watt,  who  was  to  deliver  the  address,  the  pro- 
fessors, councillors,  and  examiners.  Sir  George  Watt, 
Professor  Crossley,  and  Professor  Greenish  sat  to  the  right 
of  the  President,  Mr.  Bremridge,  Professor  Green,  and 
Mr.  Towyn-Jones  to  the  left.  Among  those  in  front  we 
observed  Messrs.  S.  R.  Atkins,  I.  Bourdas,  Michael 
Carteighe,  W.  Hills,  J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President),  R.  F. 
Young,  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  Alfred  Wright  (Yeovil,  his  old 
pupil  Mr.  Self,  the  Pereira  medallist,  beside  him),  Joseph 
Ince,  A.  E.  Tanner,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  E.  H.  Farr,  H.  Finne- 
more,  Frank  Goldby,  W.  F.  Gulliver,  F.  U.  Stamp,  E. 
White,  and  J.  Langford  Moore.  Professor  Rudolf 
Robert,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.,  was  also  one  of  the  audience,  and 
after  the  proceedings  terminated  came  down  to  shake 
hands  with  the  President  and  chat  with  his  old  fellow- 
student,  Professor  Greenish.  It  is  appropriate  to  intro- 
duce here  a  portrait  of  the  orator  of  the  day. 
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Sir  George  Watt,  CLE.,  M.B.,  CM.,  Glas.,  LL.D., 
Aber.,  F.L.S.,  etc.,  was  born  at  Old  Meldrum,  Aber- 
deenshire, and  was  educated  at  the  Grammar  School, 
King's  College,  and  Marischal  College,  Aberdeen,  part  of 
his  medical  curriculum  being  taken  in  Glasgow  University, 
where  he  graduated  with  honours  as  M.B.,  CM.,  in  1872. 
In  1871  he  had  been  appointed  Lecturer  in  Botany  at 
Aberdeen  University,  and  two  years  later  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Botany  at  the  Calcutta  University.  Thus 
commenced  an  official  career  which  is  not  yet  finished,  for 
Sir  George  is  at  present  engaged  at  Kew  upon  special  work 
for  the  Indian  Government.  He  joined  the  Supreme 
Government  Secretariat  as  Scientific  Assistant-Secretary 
in  1884,  and  in  the  following  year  came  to  London  as  Com- 


missioner for  India  at  the  Colonial  and  Indian  Exhibition, 
where  his  fine  organising  power  and  wide  knowledge  of  the 
natural  resources  of  India  marked  him  for  future  prefer- 
ment. He  was  appointed  reporter  on  economic  products 
in  1887,  and  his  career  as  an  investigator  and  exponent  of 
the  flora  and  industries  of  India  (he  has  been  head  of  the 
Industrial  Museum,  Calcutta,  since  1894)  may  be  said  to 
have  culminated  in  1903,  when,  at  the  Great  Coronation 
Durbar  at  Delhi,  he  brought  together  an  unprecedented 
exhibition  of  the  native  arts  of  India,  and  he  received  a 
knighthood.  Sir  George  is  a  prolific  writer  on  botanical  and 
economic  subjects,  and  the  relation  of  his  works  to  phar- 
macy is  fairly  indicated  by  the  facts  that  he  was  elected 
Hon.  M.P.S.  in  1899,  and  was  Hanbury  gold  medallist 
in  1901. 

These  notes  may  assist  in  showing  what  manner  of  man 
it  was  who  addressed  the  School  on  Monday.  Before  the 
address  came  on  about  half  an  hour  was  spent  in 

The  Award  of  Prizes. 

The  President  explained  that  the  old  annual  event  of 
opening  the  School  is  now  divided  into  two.  They  now 
give  the  prizes  to  School  students  in  July,  and  this  robs 
the  opening  of  the  session  of  some  of  its  interesting 
features,  but  he  asked  Professor  Crossley,  the  Dean  of  the 
School,  to  repeat  what  he  said  on  that  occasion. 

This  Professor  Crossley  did,  adding  that  four  of  the 
past  "Square"  men  have  passed  the  Intermediate  B.Sc. 
since  then. 

The  President  then  announced  that  he  had  received  a 
number  of  apologies  for  absence,  among  them  being  Sir 
Henry  Littlejohn,  Professor  Cash,  Dr.  Henry  Power  (an 
old  friend  of  Pereira's),  Dr.  John  Attfield,  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer,  Mr.  Boa,  and  Mr.  Dott. 

Professor  Reynolds  Green  then  reported  on  the  herb- 
arium competition.  Three  herbaria  were  sent  in,  and  a 
remarkable  circumstance  was  that  for  the  first  time  in  his 
day  the  prize  had  been  carried  off  by  a  lady — (cheers) — 
and  he  was  very  pleased  indeed  to  say  that  that  lady  was 
going  to  do  them  the  honour  of  putting  herself  under  their 
tutorial  charge  during  the  year.  The  competition  had  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  the  silver  medal  had  been  awarded 
to  Miss  Gertrude  Holland  Wren. 

The  President  then  called  upon  Miss  Wren  to  step  for- 
ward and  receive  the  prize.  She  did  amid  loud  cheers — a 
trim  and  sedate  little  woman  in  brown.  The  President 
said,  as  he  gave  her  the  medal,  that  he  trusted  she  would 
find  her  success  an  incentive  to  the  study  of  the  fascinating 
subject  of  botany.  Mr.  Archibald  A.  Curtis  and  Miss 
Agnes  Sinclair  Amos  were  awarded  certificates  of  honour, 
and  Mr.  Curtis  was  present  to  receive  his. 

The  President  then,  on  behalf  of  the  examiners  (Dr. 
Coull,  Mr.  Boa,  and  Professor  Traill),  referred  to  the 

Pereira  Medal  competi- 
tion,   stating    that  ten 

candidates  competed,  the 

candidate    receiving  the 

highest  number  of  marks 
|   being  Mr.  Percy  A.  W. 

Self,  who  got  779  marks 

out  of  a   possible  1,000. 

The  examiners  reported 

that  the  three  candidates 

at  the  top  of  the  list  had 

done   exceedinglv   well — 

i.e.,   Mr.    Self,   Mr.  C. 

Gilling,  and  Mr.  R.  W. 
Gelling.  The  silver  medal, 

together  with  Hyde- 
Hills'  books  to  the  value 

of  5/.,  was  then  handed  to 

Mr.  Self,  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  silver 

medal  to  Mr.  C.  Gilling. 

He     said     both  were 

students  at  the  Schoo'. 

Mr.  Farr  then  reported  on  the  Bell  Scholarship  com- 
petition.   He  said  there  were  only  twelve  entries.  The 


Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Self, 
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numbers  had  dwindled  down  somewhat  of  late  years,  and 
now  they  were  extremely  low.  Of  those  who  competed,  two 
had  obtained  a  sufficient  number  of  marks  to  entitle  them 
to  the  award,  the  successful  candidates  being  Mr.  George 
F.  Morrell  and  Mr.  George  Humphrey  Pearson.  Both 
gentlemen  had  done  very  good  work.  Mr.  Farr  hoped  that 
the  alteration  which  would  take  place  next  year  in  examina- 
tion subjects  would  result  in  a  larger  number  of  entries. 
If  those  persons  throughout  the  country  who  were  entitled 
to  compete  realised  the  value  of  the  scholarship,  he  was 
sure  there  would  be  a  much  larger  number  competing. 

Mr.  Edmund  White,  at  the  request  of  the  President, 
explained  the  new  regulations.  He  said  it  appeared  on 
investigation  that  the  examination  encouraged  students  to 
go  in  for  special  coaching  work,  so  it  was  felt  that  the 
examination  might  be  profitably  modified.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  go  thoroughly  into  the  question,  and  new 
regulations  had  been  drafted.  [In  these  there  is  neither 
English  nor  arithmetic,  these  subjects  being  judged  from 
the  papers  and  work  done.]  It  would  be  seen,  added  Mr. 
White,  that  the  tendency  had  been  to  enable  the  student 
who  passed  the  Preliminary  examination  to  continue  the 
study  of  the  subjects  at  business  with  little  or  no  outside 
assistance. 

The  President  then  remarked  upon  the  absence  of  a 
candidate  for  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association 
Scholarship,  and  announced  with  respect  to  the  Salters' 
Research  Fellowship  in  Chemistry  that  Miss  Nora  Renouf 
was  again  nominated.  The  Burroughs  Scholarship,  value 
501.,  has  been  awarded  to  Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Self,  and  the 
Redwood  Scholarship  to  Mr.  Charles  Gilling. 

The  President,  in  calling  upon  Sir  George  Watt  to 
deliver  his  address,  said  Sir  George  was  well  known  among 
them — in  fact,  he  was  an  honorary  member  of  their  Society. 
They  would  not,  he  felt  sure,  easily  forget  his  excellent 
address  on  "  Shellac  "  in  that  room  some  time  ago.  Both 
Sir  George  and  the  speaker  had  been  in  Aberdeen  doing 
strenuous  work  in  the  preceding  week,  and  he  was  pleased 
to  know  that  Sir  George  had  arrived  safely  back  in  London. 
("Hear,  hear,"  and  laughter.) 

Inaugural  Sessional  Address. 

_  Sir  George  Watt,  who  was  enthusiastically  received  upon 
rising  to  deliver  his  address,  said  that  when  he  had  the 
honour  of  receiving  from  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  invitation  to  address  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
he  had  very  grave  doubts  as  to  whether  he  would  be  able 
to  say  anything  which  was  either  interesting  or  instructive. 
So  he  emphasised  his  misgivings  by  asking  to  be  favoured 
with  copies  of  one  or  two  addresses  which  had  been  delivered 
previously  to  the  students  and  their  friends.  When  he 
asked  the  Council  upon  which  subject  they  desired  him  to 
speak  he  received  a  reply  with  the  suggestion  that  he  should 
be  himself  and  as  original  as  he  pleased.  (Laughter.)  Well, 
after  going  through  six  addresses  he  found  that  they  were 
full  of  rich  personal  experiences  and  sound  advice.  They 
discussed  the  methods  of  teaching  chemistry,  the  advance 
of  modern  chemical  research,  a  retrospect  of  sixty  years 
of  European  pharmacy,  pharmacy  as  an  applied  science  and 
profession,  and  one  or  two  equally  educational  subjects. 
He  would  commend  those  six  addresses  collectively  to  the 
students,  for  they  embraced  a  code  of  rules  which  would 
be  invaluable  for  their  future  guidance.  Unfortunately  the 
perusal  of  these  addresses — instructive  as  they  were — did 
not  help  him  to  discover  how  he  was  to  be  original  in  his 
address  that  day;  in  fact,  he  was  driven  to  the  conclusion 
that  to  be  himself  he  would  have  to  speak  of  India,  drawing 
on  the  knowledge  he  had  acquired  during  thirty-four  years' 
residence  in  that  country.  It  was  possible  that  some  of  his 
hearers  might  go  to  India — many  were  likely  to  leave  Eng- 
land— but  whatever  position  they  obtained,  they  might  have 
the  experience  he  had  when  he  went  out,  which  was  to  be 
called  upon  to  do  work  for  which  he  had  made  no  special 
claims  to  being  an  expert  and  certainly  had  no  professional 
preparation.  It  was  on  that  account  that  he  personally  did 
not  believe  in  specialisation  at  the  very  early  stages  of  the 
student's  career.  A  comprehensive  education  was  essential 
if  they  were  going  to  India,  for  they  would  find  that,  whether 
in  public  or  private  service,  the  European  of  all  grades  of 
society  occupies  the  position  of  administrator.  He  is  there 
to  direct  others  rather  than  do  the  work  himself.   A  fairly 


comprehensive  knowledge  of  business  methods  and  the 
ability  to  direct  others  and  secure  their  confidence  were 
indispensable. 

Qualifications  for  Success  in  India. 

In  spite  of  many  disadvantages  and  the  risk  of  life  in 
India,  that  country  has  many  charms.    In  the  very  limited 
time  at  his  disposal  that  afternoon  it  was  very  difficult  to 
give  any  conception  of  India,  but  in  the  few  minutes  he  had 
he  proposed  to  tell  his  hearers  something  of  the  pharmacists 
of  India.     In  that  country  there  are  two  kinds — the 
European  and  the  Native.     He  would  dispose  of  the 
European  pharmacist  in  India  first,  partly  because  he  knew 
less  about  him,  and  also  partly  because  there  is  not  much 
novelty  about  his  business.    In  all  the  important  towns  of 
India,  in  all  the  large  chemists'  shops,  whether  owned  by 
Europeans  or  Natives,  the  work  is  carried  on  upon  European 
lines,  compounding  and  dispensing  the  ordinary  drugs  with 
which  we  are  all  familiar.    There  are,  however,  one  or  two 
peculiarities  about  the  European  pharmacies  in  India 
which  he  mentioned.    One  of  these  is  that  all  important 
pharmacy  establishments  in  India  are  dispensaries  as  well. 
There  is  a  doctor  attached  to  each  of  them,  and  he  sits  in  an 
adjoining  room  examining  patients  and  prescribing  for 
them,  and  his  fee  is  met  by  the  price  of  the  medicine  sup- 
plied.   That  is  the  condition  in  every  one  of  the  great 
English  pharmaceutical  establishments  throughout  India. 
There  is  another  peculiarity,  and  that  is  that  all  pharmacists 
in  India  are  aerated-water  manufacturers.    Aerated  waters 
are  consumed  in  very  large  quantities  throughout  India, 
and  so  the  chemists  have  become  manufacturers  of  them. 
They  are  sold  at  6d.  per  dozen  bottles,  but  lemonade  is 
about  8c?.    per  dozen,   and   the  business,    he  believed, 
is  very  profitable  even  then.    At  all  events,  the  regimental 
messes  make  their  own  soda-water  and  lemonade,  and  he 
knew  that  they  make  50  per  cent,  even  when  they  sell  it 
to  the  officers  at  6d.  per  dozen  bottles.    He  thought  that 
in  this  country  it  is  more  frequently  the  rule  that  aerated 
waters  are  sold  at  6d.  per  bottle  rather  than  at  6d.  per 
dozen,  and  he  believed  that  is  the  reason  why  aerated  waters 
have  such  a  small  sale  in  this  country  as  compared  with 
India.   The  aerated  waters  in  this  country  are  too  dear — too 
expensive — for  general  use ;  consequently  their  limited  sale 
to-day.    They  hold  in  India  that  it  is  far  safer  to  drink 
soda-water  than  ordinary  water,  even  if  the  ordinary  water 
has  been  filtered  and  boiled.    It  is  believed  to  be  safer  to 
drink  aerated  water  because  the  compression  under  carbonic- 
acid  gas  kills  any  germs  that  may  be  in  the  water.    At  all 
events,  that  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  Anglo-Indians, 
for  very  few  drink  plain  water.    They  always  drink  soda- 
water,    though    sometimes   they   put   something   in  it. 
(Laughter.)    Another  point  he  mentioned  was  that  in  the 
pharmaceutical  establishments  in  India  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing chemists  is  also  carried  on,  so  that  anyone  going 
out  there  should  apply  themselves  to  the  conditions  they  have 
to  meet,  for  their  work  would  consist  more  of  the  kind  he 
had  spoken  of ;  they  would  be  manufacturing-chemists. 
Therefore  it  was  well  for  students  to  be  prepared  to  under- 
standHhat  work.    Sir  George  next  turned  to 

The  Native  Chemist 
—the  indigenous  man  who  is  more  of  a  herbalist  than  a 
chemist,  while  he  also  combines  the  trade  of  a  grocer.  This 
gentleman  has  always  been  a  most  attractive  person  to  him 
(Sir  George).  He  lives  now,  as  his  forefathers  had  lived 
in  mediaeval  times,  undisturbed  by  the  advance  of  science 
and  continuing  the  ancient  names  and  symbols  of  ancient 
pharmacy.  He  is  of  course  familiar  with  the  principles 
of  ancient  pharmacy,  but  he  knows  nothing  of  the  British 
or  even  the  Indian  Pharmacopoeia.  He  sits  in  his  place,  a 
booth  about  six  or  eight  feet  square,  and  there  dispenses  from 
a  multitude  of  boxes  and  strangely  shaped  and  finished 
bottles  the  medicines  or  charms  which  he  is  called  upon  to 
supply.  He  is  consequently  regarded  by  the  natives  both 
as  a  physician  and  an  apothecary,  and  he  knows  more  about 
the  suffering  of  the  village  than  any  other  member  of  the 
community,  and  is  willing  to  supply  either  culinary  necessi- 
ties or  rank  poisons.  He  labours  under  no  disabilities  from 
the  Legislature  and  he  is  not  called  into  question  for  any- 
thing he  sells.  In  the  place  that  constitutes  his  shop  he  has 
hung  around  him  parcels  of  drugs,  some  of  them  not  only 
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fresh  but  even  growing.  He  employs  professional  collectors 
in  the  jungles  or  makes  personal  visits  to  the  markets  in 
order  to  purchase  his  stock  from  collectors. 

Our  sources  of  information  regarding  Indian  drugs  are 
indeed  very  limited.  Most  of  those  who  have  read  phar- 
macy beyond  that  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  will  recollect 
that  the  first  great  work  regarding  Indian  pharmacy  and 
drugs  was  that  written  by  Ainslie  in  1813,  and  is  entitled 
"  The  Materia  Medica  of  Hindustan."  That  was  followed 
by  many  others,  all,  or  nearly  all,  written  by  Europeans  ; 
but  prior  to  1813  practically  nothing  was  known  for  certain 
of  the  Indian  drugs.  Few  Natives  of  India  have  contri- 
buted to  our  knowledge  of  Indian  drugs  during  the  century 
that  has  approximately  elapsed  since  Ainslie  wrote,  and 
of  these  the  ablest  and  only  reliable  writers  were  Kanny 
Lall  Dey,  who  published  a  book  entitled  "Indigenous 
Drugs  of  India " ;  Udoy  Chand  Dutt,  who  compiled  from 
Sanscrit  works  notes  on  the  materia  medica  of  the  Hindoos ; 
and  Moodeen  Sheriff.  He  (Sir  George)  felt  that  sufficient 
attention  had  not  been  paid  to  the  grounds  upon  which 
native  uses  of  drugs  are  based.  Many  men  have  devoted 
attention  to  historical  problems  so  far  as  pharmacy  in  India 
is  concerned,  but  as  to  the  properties  drugs  are  said  to 
possess  we  want  to  know  how  much  is  purely  imaginative 
and  what  is  the  origin  of  many  that  have  long  been  kept 
secret.  To  him  it  has  always  seemed  a  matter  of  great  im- 
portance that,  in  spite  of  the  advance  of  Western  civilisation 
in  India,  the  intimate  knowledge  of  that  country's  in- 
digenous drugs  has  been  practically  obscured  if  not  alto- 
gether obliterated.  Sir  George  thought  that  greater  research 
should  be  made  into  those  native  drugs,  even  if  it  were  not 
likely  that  any  important  discoveries  could  be  made  which 
would  be  calculated  to  be  of  value  to  the  world.  There 
should  be  a  more  thorough  exploitation  of  the  indigenous 
drug  shops — that  is  an  aspect  of  the  question  which  he  had 
emphasised  on  more  than  one  occasion.  It  is  to  be  remem- 
bered that  in  India  there  are  300,000,000  inhabitants,  the 
vast  majority  of  whom  have  to  rely  upon  native  treatment ; 
and  considering  the  rate  at  which  Indian  universities  are 
turning  out  qualified  medical  men  it  seems  likely  that  it  will 
be  two  hundred  years  before  Western  medical  skill  can  reach 
the  remoter  tracts  of  the  Indian  Empire.  It  accordingly  de- 
volves upon  us  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  investigation 
of  those  indigenous  drugs  chemically,  physiologically,  and 
therapeutically,  in  order  to  know  how  far  they  are  suited  for 
the  more  dangerous  diseases  from  which  the  majority  of 
that  vast  population  suffer.  It  is  no  use  recommending 
foreign  substitutes,  even  though  the  merits  are  well  known, 
while  we  are  not  conversant  with  the  merits  and  value  of  the 
drugs  at  present  available  all  over  India.  Our  duty  is  first 
to  investigate  those,  and  to  ascertain  their  various  properties  ; 
and  when  we  are  possessed  of  that  knowledge  we  can  disse- 
minate exact  particulars  regarding  the  best  of  them,  the 
most  useful  preparations,  and  the  diseases  for  which  they 
are  best  suited.  Thus  it  is  desirable  that  in  our  researches 
we  should  obtain  knowledge  of  the  1,500  different  drugs 
now  used  by  the  people  of  India.  The  Natives  of  India 
possess  a  remarkable  knowledge  of  the  natural  products  of 
their  own  country,  and  their  opinions  of  those  matters 
should  receive  careful  consideration.  Sir  George  said  he 
could  not  bring  to  the  knowledge  of  his  audience  more  than 
one  illustration  of  that  knowledge,  and  he  therefore  wished 
to  show  in  that  illustration  how 

Milk,  Butter,  and  other  Dairy  Produce 
are  more  closely  associated  with  the  pharmacy  of  India  than 
is  the  case  in  Europe,  especially  as  it  would  be  seen  that  the 
Native  knowledge,  acquired  through  generations  of  ex- 
perience, contained  much  that  we  Europeans  knew  not  or 
had  only  recently  learned.  Continuing,  Sir  George  said 
the  visitor  to  India  who  is  observant  cannot  help  being 
impressed  with  the  marked  absence  of  grazing  fields.  If 
he  went  a  few  thousand  miles  by  train  up  the°  country  he 
could  not  but  be  impressed  with  this  absence  of  not  only 
cattle-grazing  fields,  but  the  absence  of  turnips  or  any  article 
of  food  calculated  to  be  of  service  as  cattle-food.  In  fact, 
no  food  for  cattle  is  grown  at  all  in  India.  Leaves  of  trees 
in  the  hills,  and  in  the  plains  rice  and  other  straws  cut  up 
into  small  pieces  and  flavoured  with  oil-cake,  are  the  cattle- 
foods.  In  the  more  rural  tracts  of  the  country,  however, 
extensive  commons  of  uncultivated  la:;d  are 'the  village 


grazing-grounds.  In  India  it  is  the  greatest  possible 
sacrilege  to  kill  cattle,  and  the  consequence  is  that  they  are 
allowed  to  multiply  far  beyond  the  resources  of  the  Natives, 
and  thus  become  a  positive  source  of  danger  rather  than  one 
of  wealth.  In  a  small  village,  say,  of  600  inhabitants  it 
would  be  no  uncommon  thing  to  find  about  2,000  cattle 
grazing  on  the  common.  Everything  is  eaten  up,  far  and 
near,  and  so  the  character  of  the  prevailing  vegetation  has 
been  changed  to  a  remarkable  extent.  The  valuable  herbage 
disappears,  and  noxious  weeds  and  thorny  shrubs  take  its 
place,  while  the  fertility  of  the  soil  is  lowered  considerably. 
That  in  itself  is  one  of  the  causes  of  famine  in  India,  and 
it  should  be  recognised  by  the  people  of  this  country  as  one 
of  vital  importance.  The  cattle  themselves  are  the  real 
cause  of  the  famine  to  a  large  extent,  for  the  whole  vegeta- 
tion is  arbitrary  and  artificial.  Professional  herdsmen  are 
also  met  with  here  and  there  all  over  the  country,  who  never 
cultivate  any  land,  but  look  after  the  cattle  and  sell  their 
special  dairy  produce. 

Sir  George  went  on  to  say  that  the  knowledge  of  the 
natives  of  India  as  to  the 

Treatment  of  Dairy  Produce 
is  of  a  very  high  order,  this  being  in  consequence  of  the 
unfavourable  conditions  of  the  country  in  which  they  live. 
In  India  it  is  impossible  to  preserve  milk  for  more  than  a 
few  hours,  and  that  has  led  to  a  system  of  boiling  the  milk 
as  soon  as  it  is  drawn  from  the  cow;  in  fact,  that  method  of 
sterilising  milk  has  been  in  vogue  from  time  immemorial. 
The  sterilising  of  the  milk  is  accomplished  in  two  ways  (and 
this  has  been  known  for  thousands  of  years),  either  by 
boiling  continuously  for  two  or  three  hours  or  by  repeatedly 
heating  for  short  periods.  By  the  latter  process  the  germs  are 
allowed  to  germinate  to  some  extent,  but  this  may  be  only 
a  means  of  getting  rid  of  spores  otherwise  difficult  to  kill 
even  by  boiling.  Some  of  the  methods  employed  reduce  the 
milk  to  a  condensed  state.  Sir  George  described  these 
methods,  which  are  remarkably  well  adapted  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  one  of  the  most  easily  decomposable  articles,  his 
object  being  to  show  that,  long  before  anything  was  known 
about  micro-organisms  or  the  preservation  of  milk  by  con- 
centration, Indian  dairymen  had  solved  the  problem  that 
had  scarcely  been  attacked  elsewhere.  Besides,  said  Sir 
George,  this  shows  to  what  an  extent  the  natives  of  India 
understand  their  own  country.  Cream,  butter,  cheese,  etc., 
are  all  produced  from  milk  after  it  has  been  boiled.  Sir 
George  explained  the  special  properties  of  Indian  curds,  and 
said  that  in  the  preparation  of  these  animal  rennet  is  not 
used,  but  vegetable  fennents.  Curds  (dliai)  are  also  produced 
from  the  cold  milk,  and  in  due  course  a  portion  of  the  dhai 
corresponding  with  cream  is  converted  into  butter,  and  later 
on  clarified  into  ghee,  the  native  butter.  Sir  George  also  ex- 
plained the  process  for  making  dhai,  the  curd  of  cold  milk, 
and  stated  that  a  very  large  business  is  done  in  the  dairy 
products,  the  value  of  ghee  alone  being  over  13,000,000?.  a 
year.  It  is  very  strange,  he  continued,  that,  instead  of  ex- 
porting, India  is  importing  condensed  milk.  Butter  as  we 
know  it  in  this  country  was  not  used  at  all  in  India — in  fact, 
bread-and-butter  as  used  in  Europe  is  th'ere  unknown. 
Butter  is  used  for  cooking  purposes  mainly.  After  giving 
other  interesting  details  of  dairying  in  India,  Sir  George 
said  that  a  not  insignificant  proportion  of  the  gigantic 
trade  in  dhai  and  ghee  passes  through  the  hands  of 
the  Ind  ian  pharmacist.  Ghee  is  worked  up  into  various 
preparations.  It  can  be  preserved  for  many  years  without 
the  aid  of  salt  or  any  other  preservative,  and  it  is  significant 
that  for  medicinal  purposes  it  is  far  superior  to  any  other 
unguent  article.  Another  point  is  that  the  longer  this 
ghee  is  kept  the  more  efficacious  it  is  in  this  connection. 
It  is  probable  that  the  chief  ingredient  of  the  great 
ointments  for  which  the  East  was  famous  for  many 
centuries  was  ghee  preserved  for  three  or  four  hundred 
years.  These  ointments  were  impregnated  with  such  per- 
fumes as  disguised  and  eradicated  the  oppressive  smell 
associated  with  the  article.  He  reminded  those  students 
who  might  go  to  India  that  sympathy  with  the  people  of 
the  country  is  the  keynote  of  success.  What  the  students 
know  personally,  or  could  be  taught  at  this  school,  was  not 
all  they  could  learn.  Should  they  go  to  foreign  coun- 
tries, then  he  would  ask  them  to  take  his  advice  and  go  to 
the  indigenous  drug-seller  and  have  friendly  intercourse 
with  him.    TLey  were  bound  to  learn  much  of  great  interast 
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and  personal  advantage  from  those  whose  forefathers  were 
in  a  high  state  of  civilisation  when  ours  were  naked  savages. 
(Applause.) 

Vote  of  Thanks. 

Mr.  Michael  Cabteighe  rose  when  the  applause  following 
the  address  had  subsided,  and  proposed  that  the  best  thanks 
of  the  Society  be  given  to  Sir  George  Watt  for  his  interest- 
ing and  instructive  address.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks 
upon  it,  Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  is  a  common  saying  that  there 
is  nothing  new  in  the  world,  but  when  they  heard  of  the 
progress  of  other  countries  in  arts  and  science,  and  the 
knowledge  many  of  the  natives  have  of  pharmacy,  it  makes 
one  feel  extremely  small.  When  we  are  told  that  the  natives 
of  India  have  for  centuries,  as  a  result  of  careful  study, 
practised  the  principles  we  are  now  trying  in  Europe  to 
inculcate,  it  certainly  shows  we  have  yet  something  to  learn 
from  foreign  countries.  Sir  George  Watt  had  been  a  con- 
tributor to  the  Society  for  many  years.  They  had  him  as 
one  of  their  honorary  members,  and  they  had  had  more 
than  one  paper  from  him.  He  thought  the  Society  had 
been  particularly  fortunate  in  having  him  there  that  day  to 
give  them  practical  advice  as  a  result  of  his  experience  of 
Indian  life  in  regard  to  what  was  after  all  a  branch  which 
came  very  near  to  pharmacy.  He  (Mr.  Carteighe)  had 
always  held  that  a  pharmacist  should  know  something 
about  dietetics,  and  he  felt  certain  that  if  more  attention 
were  paid  by  the  pharmacist  to  the  origin  of  foods,  it  would 
go  not  a  little  way  in  making  people  regard  him  as  some- 
thing more  than  a  mere  specialist.  But  he  would  go  further, 
and  say  that  a  pharmacist  who  spent  his  life  in  tasting 
things  had  naturally  to  have  a  gx>od  palate;  in  order,  for 
instance,  to  know  the  difference  between  one  infusion  and 
another — although  infusions,  he  was  sorry  to  say,  are  going. 
The  training  obtained  in  that  way  made  them  competent. 
In  any  case  he  knew  of  one  profession  they  could  follow 
with  great  advantage  and  obtain  good  incomes,  and  that 
was  of  man-cooks— (laughter)— a  profession  which  is  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe  regarded  with  the  greatest  possible 
respect,  and  which  brings  in  as  large  an  income  as  many 
of  them  made  by  legitimate  pharmacy.  It  was  strange,  yet 
they  all  knew  quite  well  that  the  most  competent  people 
connected  with  the  manufacture  of  American  cocktails  are 
pharmacists.  (Laughter.)  It  was  frequently  the  case 
that  the  students  preparing  for  a  medical  career  at  the 
American  universities  spend  their  vacations  at  fashionable 
watering-places,  and  thus  had  something  to  do  more  or  less 
with  the  preparation  of  liquids  which  are  pleasing,  and 
consist  not  only  of  soda-water  but  of  other  things. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Peter  MacEwax,  in  seconding,  said  it  was  a 
source  of  gratification  to  them  to  find  that  their 
President  and  Sir  George  Watt  had  both  survived 
that  strenuous  week  they  had  just  come  through. 
(Laughter.)  There  was  one  conspicuous  point  about  that 
day  s  proceedings,  which  was  that  so  soon  after  the  great 
celebration  in  connection  with  one  of  the  oldest  universities 
in  this  country  the  students  of  this  School  of  Pharmacy 
should  be  addressed  by  so  distinguished  a  graduate  of  the 
Aberdeen  University  as  Sir  George  Watt.  (Applause.) 
He  thought  the  address  reflected  a  characteristic  common  to 
many  men  from  that  University  in  so  far  as  they  had  had 
from  Sir  George  advice  of  a  most  thoroughly  practical 
nature.  He  alluded  to  Sir  George's  remarks  about  phar- 
macy m  India,  apart  from  which  there  was  a  great  deal  in 
the  address,  he  added,  which  would  repay  careful  perusal 
The  student  is  perhaps  a  little  regardless  of  the  know- 
ledge of  experience  compared  with  what  he  hears  from  the 
modern  professor.  A  valuable  point  in  illustration  of  this 
was  what  Sir  George  had  said  about  the  preservation  of 
milk  in  India.  He  rather  sympathised  with  Mr.  Cartei^he's 
remarks  on  dietetics  and  cooking,  for  he  had  often  thouo-ht 
that  no  man  should  receive  his  certificate  as  pharmacist 
unless  he  could  cook  a  meal  for  himself.  (Applause  and 
laughter.) 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  with  acclamation,  and,  in 
responding,  Sir  George  Watt  said  he  was  very  pleased  to 
know  that  his  remarks  were  looked  upon  as  being  of  such 
interest  to  the  student.  He  did  not  mind  telling  them 
that  that  day  he  came  before  them  in  fear  and  trembling 
because  he  thought  that  the  subject  he  had  chosen  to  , 


address  them  upon  might  appear  to  be  totally  unconnected 
with  pharmacy.  But  his  desire  was  to  assist  them  in  their 
search  for  knowledge  by  showing  them  the  condition  of 
things  in  India.  Had  he  chosen  to  have  addressed  them 
upon  the  drugs  of  India  he  would  have  needed  to  dive  into 
many  foreign  names,  and  of  course  that  did  not  tend  to  the 
interest  of  the  lecture. 

The  company  then  adjourned  to  the  Examination-hall, 
where  afternoon  tea  was  served. 


COUNCIL-MEETING. 
Twenty  councillors  assembled  at  Bloomsbury  on  Wednes- 
day morning  after  the  vacation.  They  looked  particularly 
healthy  and  energetic,  and  applied  themselves  hope- 
fully to  tackle  knotty  points  in  pharmaceutical  adminis- 
tration. The  duties  were  not,  however,  burdensome,  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  being  occupied  with  the  Benevolent 
Fund  Committee's  report.  The  Treasurer  announced  that 
he  had  that  morning  received  a  cheque  for  1,500/.  from  the 
executors  of  the  late  E.  N.  Butt  towards  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  The  Committee  made  grants  amounting  to  208/., 
and  recommended  that  three  annuitants  be  placed  on  the 
fund  in  December,  the  subscribers  having  six  names  placed 
before  them.  The  President  reported  on  his  visit  to  Aber- 
deen. He  seems  to  have  appreciated  the  reception  given 
him  by  the  University  authorities  and  the  local  pharmacists. 
Mr.  Carteighe  supplied  some  impressions  of  a  former  visit 
to  Aberdeen.  The  Organisation  Committee  are  not  to  take 
any  steps  just  now  to  appoint  superintendent-divisional 
secretaries,  as  there  are  difficulties  in  the  way  at  present 
insurmountable.  Mr.  Hagon  would  like  the  appointments 
to  be  made  as  regards  Wales  at  least.  The  Committee  ap- 
pointed last  December  to  consider  the  advisability  and 
practicability  of  extending  the  Major  syllabus  to  include 
bacteriology,  clinical  chemistry,  and  chemical  toxicology 
presented  a  report  to  the  effect  that  the  proposals  are  not 
practicable,  and  that  consideration  be  deferred  until  the 
new  Major  syllabus  is  formulated.  The  form  of  the  declara- 
tion as  to  dispensing-practice  which  is  required  from  Minor 
candidates  has  been  added  to  by  giving  on  the  fly-leaf  an 
extract  from  the  Pharmacy  Act  referring  to  the  penalty 
incurred  for  making  a  false  declaration. 


At  the  Council-meeting  held  on  October  3  at  16  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  there  were  present  :  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson  (President),  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President), 
Mr.  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen, 
S.  R.  Atkins,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M.  Carteighe,  W.  G.  Cross, 
W.  L.  Currie,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F. 
Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  G.  T.  W.  News- 
holme,  C.  J.  Park,  A.  Southall,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read, 
the  President  announced  that  Mr.  David  Storrar  was  un- 
able to  be  present  as  he  has  a  bad  cold. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  D.  J.  Patterson, 
Mansfield,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Robinson,  Stanley,  co.  Durham, 
who  were  divisional  secretaries  at  the  time  of  their  death. 

The  President  also  announced  that  he  had  exercised  his 
discretion  and  given  permission  to  the  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists  to  use  the  lecture-theatre  on  October  4. 
The  Council  confirmed  the  permission. 

The  Visit  to  Aberdeen. 
The  President  reported  on  his  visit  to  the  quater-cen- 
tenary celebrations  of  the  foundation  of  Aberdeen  Univer- 
sity. The  function  was  most  successful  in  every  way,  and 
it  was  pleasing  that  the  Society  had  been  recognised  as  a 
learned  society  and  asked  to  take  part  in  such  a  ceremony. 
The  pharmacists  of  Aberdeen  and  the  neighbourhood  also 
entertained  the  President  to  a  banquet  and  this  was  an 
opportunity,  said  the  President,  for  a  display  ©f  loyalty 
which  was  very  gratifying.  One  of  those  present  at  the 
dinner  remembered  a"  visit  from  Jacob  Bell,  and  all  referred 
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to  the  "  plain  speaking  "  which  Mr.  Carteighe  gave  on  the 
occasion  of  his  visit  some  years  ago.  It  was  instructive 
to  him  (the  President)  to  learn  the  views  of  chemists  on 
pharmaceutical  matters.  He  found  in  Aberdeen,  and  in 
Scotland  generally,  a  more  hopeful  spirit  among  pharma- 
cists, which  was  perhaps  due  to  the  absence  of  some  of  the 
troubles  that  chemists  have  in  England. 

Mr.  Carteighe  referred  to  his  visit  to  Aberdeen  some 
years  ago,  and  said  the  charm  of  the  Aberdonians  is  that 
they  are  imbued  with  the  idea  that  knowledge  is  the  chief 
factor  in  life,  although  that  knowledge  may  not  be  imme- 
diately turned  to  account.  He  (Mr.  Carteighe)  had  met 
Scotsmen  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  but  the  largest  propor- 
tion have  been  men  who  have  graduated  and  been  brought 
up  in  the  ancient  University  of  Aberdeen.  The  anxiety  of 
the  chemists  of  Aberdeen  for  the  education  of  their  appren- 
tices was  such  that  they  formed  an  association  before  the 
foundation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Aberdeen  men 
are  straight,  sometimes  a  little  blunts — he  liked  them  for 
that — and  they  value  knowledge  and  appreciate  its  import- 
ance to  pharmacy.  The  ancient  contact  with  the  Continent 
of  Europe  which  Aberdeen  enjoyed  through  its  port  in  the 
Middle  Ages  had  great  influence  on  the  people.  Aber- 
donians found  by  contact  with  the  foreigner  the  necessity 
of  fortifying  themselves  by  a  good  training  for  whatever 
walk  of  life  they  took.  Everybody  can  at  a  comparatively 
little  cost  receive  a  university  education  at  Aberdeen.  Both 
parents  and  students  are  proud  of  it,  and  will  deny  them- 
selves the  comforts  of  life  to  obtain  means  to  acquire 
knowledge. 

Elections  and  Restorations.

Mr.  Harrington  drew  attention  to  a  donation  of  ten  guineas 
by  Mr.  George  Frost,  Derby,  and,  the  payment  of  the 
amounts  mentioned  above  having  been  sanctioned, 

The  Treasurer  said  that  since  he  had  entered  the  house 
he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  executors  of  the  late 
E.  N.  Butt  (Messrs.  Carteighe,  Bremridge,  and  Bowen) 
stating  that,  having  realised  a  substantial  part  of  the  estate, 
they  were  making  the  preferential  payments  and  enclosed  a 
cheque  for  1,500/.— 1000/.  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  500/. 
for  the  Orphan  Fund— the  money  being  sent  free  of  legacv- 
duty.  The  Treasurer  said  it  was  very  satisfactory  to  the 
Council,  who  took  such  care  to  guard  the  interests  of  the 
widows  and  orphans,  and  also  reminded  them  of  one  who 
in  his  lifetime  was  a  generous  donor  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society. 


Benevolence. 

A  long  discussion  took  place  in  committee  on  the  report 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  the  Chairman  of  the  committee,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  the  meeting  held  on  the 
previous  day  was  long  and  onerous  and  the  duties  were  of 
a  very  responsible  nature.  The  report  was  a  record  of  two 
months'  work.  Sixteen  cases  were  considered,  and  in  fifteen 
cases  the  committee  granted  what  they  consider  adequate 
assistance.  The  one  case  sent  back  raises  an  interesting 
point  which  may  have  to  come  before  the  Council.  The 
grants  made  amount  to  208/.,  this  including  20/.  granted  to 
the  Secretary's  casual  fund.  It  is  impossible  to  convey  to 
the  Council  an  adequate  idea  of  the  amount  of  distress 
relieved.  The  short  notes  on  the  agenda  represent  an  im- 
mense amount  of  correspondence,  personal  interviews,  and 
visits  often  to  long  distances.  The  amount  of  correspondence 
is  growing,  and  the  questions  that  are  raised  give  the  com- 
mittee great  anxiety  in  their  desire  to  act  justly  and  rightly 
to  the  applicants  and  the  contributors  to  the  fund.  The 
committee  recommend  that  three  additional  annuitants  be 
added  to  the  fund,  and  that  the  election  take  place  on 
Tuesday,  December  11.  Having  carefully  considered  the 
financial  position  of  the  fund,  the  committee  did  not  feel  that 
they  could  recommend  that  more  than  three  annuitants  be 
elected.  It  was  proposed  that  six  names  should  be  placed 
before  the  subscribers,  and  the  committee  have  done  their 
best  to  pick  out  suitable  candidates.  Mr.  Atkins  went  on 
to  give  reasons  for  not  recommending  that  more  annuitants 
be  elected,  and  said  he  feared  the  claims  on  the  fund  would 
in  the  future  be  as  great  as,  if  not  greater  than,  they  are 
now. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation. 

The  President  submitted  the  report  of  the  Organisation 
Committee,  in  which  it  was  suggested  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  elect  district  or  superintendent  secretaries  from 
among  the  divisional  secretaries,  a  start  to  be  made  with 
Lancashire.  The  President  added  that  he  did  not  see 
his  way  to  take  active  steps  in  the  direction  indicated,  as 
difficulties  have  arisen  which  should  be  overcome  before  the 
appointments  are  made. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  the  President's  remarks  met  with  his 
approval.  His  object  in  bringing  the  matter  forward  had 
been  to  put  the  finishing  touches  to  the  original  scheme. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  he  had  intended  raising  the  question  of 
linking  up  Wales,  a  subject  which  had  been  occupying  the 
attention  of  chemists  in  Cardiff.  Would  the  President  con- 
sent to  call  a  meeting  in  regard  to  Wales  ? 

The  President  :  The  difficulty  is  to  determine  the  ground 
to  be  covered  and  the  distance  that  a  district  secretary 
would  undertake  to  travel.  How  many  would  be  required 
for  Wales  ? 

Mr.  Hagon  :  One  for  South  Wales  and  Monmouth  and 
one  for  North  Wales. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  The  subject  will  continue  to  occupy  the 
attention  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  South  all  said  local  associations  represented  more 
than  one  town  and  were  able  to  obtain  representatives  from 
neighbouring  towns. 

Mr.  Hagon  :  Many  of  the  towns  in  Wales  are  very  small 
and  have  but  few  chemists.  A  central  meeting  would  gather 
these  men  together. 

The  President  said  the  committee  would  further  con- 
sider the  question. 

The  Major  Syllabus. 
Last  December  (C.  &  D.,  vol.  Ixvii.,  p.  911)  Mr.  Carteighe 
brought  forward  a  motion  in  regard  to  including  certain 
branches  of  applied  chemistry  and  bacteriology  in  the  Major 
examination-syllabus.  A  sub-committee  of  the  Examination 
and  Education  Committee  (Professors  Crossley,  H.  G. 
Greenish,  and  H.  Jackson  and  Mr.  E.  White)  were  given 
the  subject  to  consider,  and  they  reported  to  the  committee 
as  follows  : 

Applied  Chemistry. — The  committee  consider  that  for 
efficiently  carrying  out  this  idea,  a  nine-months'  course  of 
instruction  for  the  Major  examination  is  necessary. 

Under  existing  conditions,  namely,  a  six-months'  course, 
and  by  modification  of  the  Minor  and  Major  syllabus,  it 
will    be   possible   to    introduce    certain    applications  of 
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chemistry  useful  to  pharmacists  and  treated  in  an  elementary 
manner,  such  as  urine  and  water  analysis,  examinations  of 
oils,  fats,  and  soaps,  and  the  determination  of  food-values. 

Bacteriology. — The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this 
subject  cannot  be  adequately  dealt  with  to  the  extent  of 
teaching  or  examining  in  it  under  present  conditions,  as 
this  would  involve  a  knowledge  of  pathology  and  physi- 
ology. It  would,  however,  be  possible  to  deal  with  the 
preparative  work  of  bacteriology,  which  is  of  importance 
to  the  pharmacist,  by  a  modification  of  the  botanical 
syllabus. 

After  considering  this  report  the  Examination  and  Educa- 
tion Committee  came  to  the  following  conclusions  : 

It  was  resolved  to  report  to  the  Council  that,  after 
careful  consideration,  the  committee  is  of  opinion  that  it  is 
not  expedient,  at  the  present  time,  to  extend  the  Major 
syllabus  in  the  direction  indicated  by  the  remit  to  the  com- 
mittee for  consideration. 

The  committee  is  further  of  opinion  that  it  would  not  be 
desirable  to  establish  post-graduate  courses  in  the  applica- 
tions of  chemistry  or  in  bacteriology,  and  it  is  to  a  certain 
extent  influenced  by  the  consideration  that  the  post-graduate 
course  already  provided  for  Major  students  in  the  Labora- 
tory of  Applied  Pharmaceutics  has  not  been  made  much 
use  of  by  the  students  for  whom  it  was  established.  Having 
regard  also  to  the  fact  that  the  Boards  of  Examiners  are 
now  engaged  in  the  formulation  of  a  new  Major  syllabus, 
it  is  felt  that  it  would  be  more  appropriate  to  defer  any 
further  consideration  of  the  subject  until  after  the  re- 
adjusted syllabus  had  been  brought  before  the  committee. 
The  Vice-Phesident,  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  this 
part  of  the  report,  said  the  financial  considerations  involved 
were  important.    The  Council  have  not  too  much  money  at 
the  present  time,  and  are,  moreover,  not  satisfied  that  much 
demand  exists  for  a  post-graduate  course ;  the  results  ob- 
tained in  applied  pharmaceutics  had  not  been  of  such  a 
character  as  to  warrant  making  further  experiments.  When 
the  Society's  exchequer  is  once  more  replete,  when  it  can 
be  shown  that  the  demand  for  increased  technical  educa- 
tion is  touching  chemists,  when  some  gratitude  is  shown  for 
•what  has  already  been  attempted,  and  when  some  reason- 
able Pharmacy  Act  treats  chemists  as  reasonable  beings, 
the  Council  may  again  consider  the  matter. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  practical  subjects  outside  bac- 
teriology were  found  to  be  practicable,  and  may  be  intro- 
duced into  the  revised  Major  syllabus.  When  that  is  done, 
however,  the  knowledge  cannot  be  much  more  than  elemen- 
tary. The  movement  arose  from  a  number  of  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country  who  desired  to  extend  their  side- 
lines, or,  as  he  preferred  to  call  it,  their  side-knowledge. 
The  committee  found  it  impossible  to  do  anything  more 
than  wait  till  the  altered  Major  syllabus  is  before  them.  He 
would  like  to  impress  on  chemists  the  fact  that  it  is  im- 
possible by  curriculum  to  make  men  expert  in  analytical 
processes  in  the  time  that  could  be  devoted  to  the  subjects. 
The  present  Major  examination  is  considered  by  many  to  be 
already  much  more  difficult  than  it  need  be,  and  it  is  much 
less  easy  to  turn  knowledge  to  technical  application  in  a  short 
time.  Accuracy  in  analysis  means  that  the  experiment  has 
to  be  repeated  time  after  time.  If  a  man  wants  to  strike 
out  in  side-knowledge,  he  must  apply  himself  to  the  subject 
by  self -study.  If  there  were  no  opportunities  for  acquiring 
the  knowledge  desired,  the  Council  would  feel  more  called 
upon  to  make  efforts  to  supply  the  deficiency,  but  excellent 
courses  are  already  available.  The  question  is  not  solely  a 
chemical  one,  but  biological  and  botanical,  and  it  may  be 
necessary  to  modify  the  Minor  course  so  as  to  prepare  the 
student  for  approaching  bacteriology  later  on  in  his  work. 
In  the  present  state  of  trade,  pharmacy  and  specialisation 
chemists  must  not  be  expected  to  spend  two  or  three  years  in 
■college  work  :  there  is  enough  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  twelve 
or  six-months'  course,  and  it  would  require  at  least  two 
more  years  if  the  subjects  enumerated  are  to  be  properly 
taught.  Pharmacists  who  possess  the  necessary  skill  must 
"blow  their  own  trumpets"  and  make  their  attainments 
known  in  the  neighbourhood  where  they  reside. 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  was  anxious  to  add  that  the  teaching 
of  applied  pharmaceutics  referred  to  by  the  Vice-President 
-was  more  of  an  obligation  than  bacteriology  and  clinical 
chemistry. 

Mr.  Wootton  called  attention  to  the  wording  of  the  com- 
mittee's report  where  a  post-graduate  course  is  referred  to, 
and 


The  President  said  some  confusion  had  arisen. 
Mr.  Carteighe  said  that  the  desirability  of  a  post- 
graduate course  in  the  subjects  named  was  also  debated. 

The  Dispensing  Declaration. 

The  Examination  and  Education  Committee  also  considered 
a  remit  from  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  form  of  declara- 
tion made  by  candidates  on  entering  for  the  Minor  examina- 
tion. Allegations  had  been  made  that  these  declarations 
are  not  always  correctly  filled  in  by  the  persons  signing, 
and  that  the  whole  object  of  the  regulations  and  the  by-laws 
in  insisting  upon  this  formality  was  in  danger  of  being 
frustrated.  Certain  suggestions  for  altering  the  wording 
of  the  form  had  been  made,  and  it  is  now  recommended  that 
an  extract  from  the  Pharmacy  Act  respecting  false  declara- 
tions should  be  attached  to  the  form. 

A  draft  of  the  amended  declaration  was  circulated.  In 
addition  to  the  usual  particulars  of  engagement  in  "the 
translation  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions,"  the  following- 
notice  is  printed  on  the  fly-leaf  : 

Notice.  The  attention  of  candidates  is  specially  directed 
to  the  following  extract  from  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868 : 
"  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  procure  or  attempt  to  pro- 
cure himself  to  be  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  or 
this  Act,  by  making,  or  producing,  or  causing  to  be  made 
or  produced  any  false  or  fraudulent  representation  or 
declaration,  either  verbally  or  in  writing,  and  any  person 
aiding  or  assisting  him  therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanour  in  England,  and  in  Scotland  of  a  crime  or 
offence  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  and  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  sentenced  to  any  term  not  exceeding 
twelve  months." 

The  Registrar  has  power  to  decline  any  application  for 
entry  to  the  Qualifying  examination  if  he  is  not  satisfied  as 
to  the  bona  fides  of  the  declaration  made  by  the  candidate. 

Dr.  Symes  thought  that  a  note  should  be  added  that  the 
candidates  could  appeal  to  the  Council  in  case  of  any  dis- 
pute. 

The  President  said  the  date  for  entering  for  the  examina- 
tion would  have  expired  before  the  Council  met. 

Dr.  Symes  pointed  out  that  the  candidate  could  come  up 
at  future  examinations.  Appeals  to  higher  authorities  are 
now  generally  allowed  in  matters  which  might  involve 
injustice. 

Mr.  Cross  said  that  if  the  form  is  in  accordance  with  the 
by-laws  no  appeal  would  be  possible,  and  such  a  notice 
would  create  a  false  position. 

Mr.  Carteighe  appealed  to  the  Council  to  pass  the  re- 
port and  not  discuss  it.  It  was  desirable  that  such  a  notice 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  candidates  and 
their  sponsors,  and  it  would  not  serve  as  a  drawback  to  the 
candidates. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Other  Business. 

The  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay  the  Bell  scholars  15?. 
each,  the  first  moiety  of  their  scholarships. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  constitution  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Institute  of  Chemistry  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  list 
of  official  chemical  appointments  compiled  by  the  Registrar. 

A  member  asked  for  a  new  membership-certificate,  his 
old  one  having  been  partly  destroyed.  The  remains  of  the 
certificate  were  sent  to  show  that  the  application  was  bona- 
fide.    It  was  agreed  to  supply  a  new  certificate. 

A  member  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  urged  the 
Society  to  approach  the  Home  Office  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  disease-communicating  microbe  preparations  for  the 
destruction  of  vermin.  This  was  considered  by  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  at  a  later  stage. 

An  application  was  received  for  the  acceptance  of  Oxford 
certificates  in  Responsions  for  the  purposes  of  registration. 
This  was  considered  in  committee. 

The  Colonial  Office  sent  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  regulat- 
ing the  practice  of  medicine  and  dentistry  in  Nigeria.  The 
Ordinance  does  not  refer  to  pharmacy. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

THE  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  67  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  Monday  evening,  October  1, 
at  7.30,  the  President  (Mr.  James  Aloysius  Walsh, 
L.R.C.P.&S.Edin.)  in  the  chair.   The  first  business  was  the 

Election  of  Members  of  Council. 
The  following  outgoing  members  were  re-elected  without 
opposition  :  Messrs.  J.  A.  Walsh,  William  Doig,  James 
Michie,  M.  R.  Whitla,  William  James  Hardy,  T.  N. 
Moffitt,  and  Thomas  Batt.  The  President  having  inti- 
mated that  these,  with  the  members  remaining  in  office, 
would  constitute  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year,  pro- 
ceeded to  deliver  the  following 

Presidential  Address. 

Gentlemen, — As  this  is  the  first  general  meeting  of  the 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  at  which  it 
is  my  privilege  to  preside,  I  take 
this  opportunity  of  again  express- 
ing my  indebtedness  to  the  mem- 
bers of  your  Council  for  having 
unanimously  elected  me  to  the 
chair  last  October.  It  is  now  in- 
cumbent upon  me  to  render  you 
an  account  of  my  stewardship 
during  the  past  twelve  months, 
and  as  this  is  for  me  a  pleasant 
task,  owing  to  the  present 
flourishing  state  of  the  Society, 
as  I  hope  to  prove  to  you,  I  must 
first  of  all  disclaim  any  merit  on 
my  own  part  for  a  state  of  things 
which  I  trusf  you  will  all  find 
satisfactory,  and  ask  you  to  give 
the  honour  where  it  is  due — 
namely,  to  the  other  members  of 
the  Council,  who  have  worked, 
one  and  all,  harmoniously  and 
zealously  in  the  interests  of 
those  who  are  entitled  to  their 
zealously  in  the  interests  of  those  who  are  entitled  to  their 
protection,  and  especially  to  one  member  whose  interest  in 
the  W'elfare  of  our  Society  never  wanes,  and  who  is  always 
anxious  to  give  his  time  and  experience  to  it,  when  such  are 
required.  I  need  scarcely  say  I  refer  to  my  predecessor  in  the 
chair,  Mr.  Wells.  When  I  accepted  the  responsibility  of  the 
Presidency  last  year  he  promised  he  would  stand  by  me  and 
give  me  the  benefit  of  his  experience  and  prudence  in  the 
management  of  the  position,  and  this  has  been  no  empty  pro- 
mise ;  for,  as  you  are  aware,  work  came  in  abundance  during 
the  spring  and  early  summer,  without  any  previous  warning, 
and  Mr.  Wells  never  considered  his  own  convenience,  nor  his 
private  interests,  when  he  knew  that  the  Society  wanted  him 
to  champion  its  cause.  My  work  has  also  been  reduced  to 
almost  a  minimum  by  our  experienced,  careful,  methodical, 
and  unsparing  Registrar,  Mr.  Ferrall,  who  never  hesitates  to 
undertake  and  even  suggest  any  line  of  action  that  might  be 
to  our  advantage,  no  matter  at  what  cost  of  time  and  trouble 
to  himself. 

The  Registers. 
The  number  of  registered  persons  now  totals  1,595,  which  is 
an  increase  of  51  over  last  year.  This  number  is  made  up  as 
follows:  Pharmaceutical  chemists,  749,  as  against  723  in  1905; 
chemists  and  druggists,  212,  as  against  214  in  1905;  registered 
druggists,  542,  as  against  528  in  1905 ;  and  pharmaceutical 
assistants,  92,  as  against  79  in  1905.  These  figures  give  us  an 
increase  of  26  pharmaceutical  chemists,  14  registered  druggists, 
and  13  pharmaceutical  assistants  ;  while  only  in  the  case  of  the 
chemists  and  druggists  have  we  a  decrease  of  two,  who  have 
been  removed  by  death  from  our  register.  You  arc  of  course 
aware  that  this  class  of  registered  persons  is  a  diminishing 
one,  which  as  time  goes  on  will  cease  to  exist,  the  places  of  the 
chemists  and  druggists  being  filled  by  the  registered  druggists. 
Taking  these  two  classes  together,  we  get  a  total  of  754  drug- 
gists ;  and,  as  already  mentioned,  we  have  749  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  I  would  direct  your  attention  to  these  figures  in 
considering  how  the  Society  stands  as  regards  its  subscribers. 
Our  members  now  number  256,  as  against  212  in  1905,  an 
increase  of  44.  Of  these  two  are  life  members.  The  associate 
druggists  number  29.  one  a  life  subscriber,  as  against  30  last 
year— a  decrease  of  one.  Our  total  subscribers  therefore 
number  now  285;  in  1905,  242— net  increase  43.  Now  if  we 
compare  the  proportion  of  registered  pharmaceutical  chemists 
who  subscribe  with  the  proportion  of  druggists  who  do  so,  we 
find  that  out  of  749  pharmaceutical  chemists  256  are  sub- 
scribers, while  out  of  754  druggists  only  29  support  the  Society. 


Obituary. 

The  death-roll  includes  the  name  of  Dr.  T.  J.  Furlong,  a 
member  of  the  Society,  who  was  proprietor  of  one  of  the  lead- 
ing pharmacies  in  Dublin,  and  was  ever  respected  as  an 
upright,  hardworking,  and  worthy  man,  who  maintained  the 
best  traditions  of  the  old  school  of  pharmacists.  It  also  in- 
cludes the  name  of  Mr.  Samuel  Turkington,  associate  drug- 
gist, a  former  member  of  Council,  who  was  much  esteemed  by 
his  colleagues,  and  the  news  of  whose  death  was  received  by 
the  Council  with  much  regret.  The  two  chemists  and  drug- 
gists whose  deaths  I  have  already  alluded  to  were  Mr.  Samuel 
Clotworthy,  of  Belfast,  and  Mr.  John  Murphy,  of  Graigue. 

The  Examinations. 

The  standard  of  our  examinations  has  been  well  maintained 
during  the  year,  and  the  various  examiners  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  each 
and  all  carried  out  their  trust.  The  statistics  arc  as  follows  : 
Preliminary  Examination. — Candidates  examined  91,  re- 
jected 50,  passed  41  (three  of  those  with  honours).  Last  year 
86  were  examined,  44  rejected,  42  passed.    In  addition  6  were 
registered  as  students  last  year,  having  passed  an  equivalent 
examination,  and  12  this  year.    This  makes  a  total  for  last 
year  of  48  students  registered,  and  this  year  53. 

At  the  recommendation  of  Sir  John  William  Moore,  the 
Government  Inspector  of  our  examinations,  we  granted  this 
year  for  the  first  time  a  "  pass  with  honours  "  to  those  candi- 
dates who  obtained  70  per  cent,  on  the  total  marks,  and  not 
less  than  50  per  cent,  in  each  subject.  This  distinction  has 
been  earned  by  three  candidates,  and  I  hope  that  this  practice 
of  granting  a  pass  with  honours  will  have  the  effect  of  stimu- 
lating students  to  aim  at  something  more  than  pass-marks  in 
their  examinations.  So  far,  this  applies  only  to  the  Pre- 
liminary examination,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  its  extension 
to  all  the  examinations  of  the  Society  should  not  be  considered. 
It  would  be  a  valuable  asset  to  any  licentiate  to  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  say  he  obtained  his  diploma  "  with  honours."  As  you 
are  aware,  gold  and  silver  medals  are  offered  by  the  Society  to 
the  students  obtaining  respectively  highest  and  second  highest 
marks  in  each  year,  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examina- 
tion, provided  that  to  qualify  for  the  gold  medal  the  marks 
must  reach  240  out  of  300,  and  65  per  cent,  must  be  obtained  in 
each  division;  and  for  the  silver  medal  230  marks  and  60  per 
cent,  in  each  division.  I  regret  to  say  that  during  the  past 
year  no  candidate  has  obtained  these  marks,  consequently  no 
medal  is  awarded.  The  highest  marks  attained  were  5  below 
the  standard  for  the  silver  medal. 

In  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  Examination  100  candi- 
dates were  examined  this  year,  an  increase  of  three  over 
last  year  when  97  were  examined ;  30  passed  this  year,  32 
last  year,  so  that  the  percentage  of  passes  was  less. 

I  find  an  idea  has  got  abroad  that  students  need  not  expect  to 
pass  the  first  time  they  present  themselves  for  examination. 
This  idea  is  quite  groundless,  and  in  order  to  disprove  it,  I 
have  analysed  the  number  of  candidates  who  have  passed  on 
first  presenting  themselves,  and  compared  them  with  those 
who  have  passed  on  re-examination.  The  "result  is  as  follows  : 
During  the  year  37  new  men  presented  themselves,  of  whom 
13,  or  35  per  cent.,  passed.  Of  63  re-examination  men,  17,  or 
27  per  cent.,  passed.  This  at  once  shows  that  a  greater  per- 
centage of  men  presenting  themselves  for  the  first  time  get 
through.  Moreover,  the  percentage  would  have  been  greater 
but  for  the  fact  that  at  the  October  examination  I  understand 
several  new  men  presented  themselves  against  the  advice  of 
their  grinder,  with  the  result  that,  at  that  examination,  of 
10  new  men  examined  only  2  passed,  making  the  percentage 
for  that  examination  20.  In  January  and  July  33.3  per  cent, 
of  new  men  passed,  and  in  April  55.5  per  cent. 

We  now  have  two  examiners  in  pharmacy,  and  each  candi- 
date is  examined  conjointly  by  them.  As  pharmacy  is  the 
more  important  subject  it  was  felt  that  greater  justice  could 
be  done  to  a  candidate's  attainments  by  two  examiners  than 
by  one ;  while  the  possibility  of  a  candidate  losing  marks 
through  not  understanding  the  questions  put  to  him  orally  is 
completely  done  away  with. 

For  the  Pharmaceutical  Assistants'  Qualification  18 
were  examined — exactly  the  same  number  as  last  year;  13, 
however,  passed  this  year,  compared  with  11  in  1905. 

In  the  Registered  Druggists'  Examination  there  has  been 
a  falling-off,  only  34  candidates  presenting,  as  against  46 
last  year  ;  16  passed  this  year,  23  last  year. 

One  cannot  help  wondering,  is  this  falling-off  due  to  the 
prospect  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  becoming  law  in 
Ireland,  and  rendering  it  quite  superfluous  for  anyone  to 
qualify  as  a  registered  druggist? 

The  Schools. 

The  number  of  students  attending  our  chemistry  school  was 
20,  compared  with  26  last  year.    This  lessening  of  numbers 
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can  be  explained  by  the  fact — which  is  an  unusual  one — that 
all  the  students  attending  last  year  finished  their  hundred 
hours ;  so  that  all  the  students  this  year  were  new  men.  In 
other  years  several  came  over  from  the  previous  one  to  finish, 
and  in  that  way  inflated  the  numbers.  Our  chemistry  school 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  one  professor,  instead  of  two  as  hereto- 
fore. I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  new  arrangement  has 
worked  well,  and  that  the  teaching  in  the  school  is  excellent, 
and  gives  satisfaction  alike  to  the  students  and  to  the  examiner 
in  chemistry.  The  changes  made  were  due  to  the  death  of 
Professor  C.  R.  C.  Tichborne,  who  from  the  institution  of  the 
chemistry  school  took  charge  of  it  in  conjunction  with  Mr. 
Kelly.  The  latter  now  has  sole  charge,  and  takes  the  students 
through  a  curriculum  which  was  drawn  up  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee this  time  twelve-months,  with  a  view  of  meeting  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination,  and 
of  imparting  a  sound  practical  knowledge  of  the  subject  for 
after-life. 

The  materia  medica  and  botany  classes  are  still  in  the  hands 
of  Dr.  Ashe  and  Mr.  Laird,  whose  success  in  teaching  their 
respective  subjects  is  much  appreciated  by  the  examiner  in 
this  division.  Forty-eight  students  attended  this  school  during 
the  past  year,  which  compares  most  favourably  with  the  year 
before,  when  the  attendance  was  40.  Sessional  prizes  are  given 
in  these  classes,  a  first  prize  having  been  awarded  in  materia 
medica  to  Mr.  A.  H.  Leahy,  now  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
A  first  prize  in  botany  was  awarded  to  Mr.  A.  Steen,  and  a 
second  prize  in  botany  to  Mr.  J.  Adams. 

Prosecutions. 

Three  registered  druggists  have  been  fined  for  compounding 
during  the  year,  also  the  managing  director  of  a  limited  com- 
pany. There  were  several  convictions  of  unqualified  persona 
for  the  sale  of  poisons.  One  unqualified  man  opened  a  medical 
hall,  and  it  is  believed  he  compounded  prescriptions.  We 
prosecuted  him  successfully.  He  appealed  to  the  Lord-Lieu- 
tenant to  have  the  fines  reduced — which  they  were  ;  although, 
in  the  remarks  your  Council  was  invited  to  make  regarding 
his  memorial,  pretty  strong  reasons  were  given  why  the  full 
penalty  should  have  been  exacted.  I  had  an  interview  with 
Sir  James  Doherty,  the  Assistant  Under-Secretary,  on  this 
subject,  but  he  pointed  out  that  this  was  a  special  prerogative 
of  the  Lord-Lieutenant,  and  could  not  be  questioned.  The 
Council  has  been  greatly  discouraged  by  such  action,  not  that 
gain  is  ever  made  out  of  prosecutions,  but  the  monetary  loss 
to  the  Society  is  increased,  which  is  all  the  more  serious  when 
it  is  considered  that  the  funds  subscribed  by  the  members  are 
being  utilised  to  carry  out  a  public  trust. 

Parliamentary. 

Our  Law  Committee  has  had  not  alone  its  ordinary  amount 
of  illicit  compounding,  and  selling  of  poisons  to  deal  with  this 
year,  but  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  thrown  upon  it  by  the 
passage  through  the  House  of  Lords,  and  introduction  subse- 
quently into  the  House  of  Commons,  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill.  So  much  has  been  written  and  said  upon  this 
subject  during  the  past  six  months  that  I  hesitate  to  refer  to 
the  matter  again,  as  you  already  have  had  it  ad  nauseam.  I 
must,  however,  ask  you  to  recollect  that  there  is  much  still  to 
be  done,  and  much  that  can  be  done,  if  each  member,  licentiate, 
and  registered  person  will  only  take  his  share  in  resisting 
such  an  ill-considered  and  harmful  Bill.  I  have  circularised 
all,  and  asked  them  to  put  the  case  before  their  several 
members  of  Parliament. 

As  you  are  aware,  Mr.  Wells  and  myself  went  over  to 
London  as  soon  as  we  heard  that  such  a  Bill  had  been  intro- 
duced into  the  House  of  Lords,  and  that  it  was  to  apply  to 
Ireland.  The  Marquis  of  Hamilton  lim-oduced  us  to  Lord 
Donoughmore,  and  thanks  to  the  masterly  way  in  which  he 
put  our  case,  at  the  second  reading  it  was  decided  that  it 
should  not  apply  to  Ireland.  The  Earl  of  Crewe,  Lord  Presi- 
dent of  the  Privy  Council,  gave  us  an  interview,  and  we  con- 
vinced him  that  we  had  plenty  of  qualified  persons  in  Ireland 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  agriculturists.  At  the  third  read- 
ing, however,  owing  to  other  influence  being  brought  to  bear, 
Ireland  was  again  included. 

The  position  now  is  that  the  Bill  has  passed  the  first  reading 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  that  it  awaits  second  reading, 
which  may  or  may  not  come  off  during  the  coming  autumn 
Session.  Mr.  Wells  and  I  interviewed  the  majority  of  the 
Irish  members  of  Parliament,  both  Nationalist  and  Unionist, 
and  we  found  almost  all  of  those  who  spoke  to  us  to  agree 
with  our  views  upon  the  subject.  We  must  not,  however,  be 
led  into  a  state  of  false  security,  for  the  English  poisonous 
sheep-dip  manufacturers  seem  determined  to  leave  no  stone 
unturned  to  get  this  Bill  passed,  which  will  be  of  material 
advantage  to  them  by  allowing  unqualified  traders  to  deal 
in  deadly  poisons,  to  the  detriment  of  our  just  rights  and 
jeopardising  of  the  public  safety. 

In  the  course  of  our  campaign  against  this  Bill  we  are  fre- 
quently referred  to  as  "monopolists";  and  it  is  likely  that 
you  gentlemen  in  your  interviews  will  hear  the  same  epithet 


applied.  Well,  we  are  monopolists,  and  we  have  every  right 
to  be  monopolists,  and  every  reason  to  guard  our  monopoly. 
Why  should  not  our  privileges  be  as  much  protected  as  those 
which  are  claimed  by  the  members  of  any  other  profession,  or 
of  any  trade  union  ?  It  was  decided  years  ago  that  it  would 
be  for  the  welfare  of  the  public  at  large  that  the  sale  of  poisons 
should  be  restricted  to  those  who  proved  their  capacity  for 
such  by  their  training  and  subsequent  examination.  There- 
fore when  a  number  of  men  have  complied  with  these  require- 
ments, spending  their  time  and  money  in  doing  so,  they  surely 
are  entitled  to  protection  against  those  who  would  try  to 
usurp  their  rights,  and  without  passing  any  examination,  or 
giving  any  indication  of  their  competence,  assume  to  them- 
selves the  privileges  which  properly  belong  only  to  the 
qualified  men.  This  is  the  principle  for  which  we  are  fighting 
in  our  opposition  to  this  Bill,  and  for  upholding  which  we  are 
sneeringly  referred  to  as  "  monopolists." 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  is  quite  cognisant  of  the  injustice 
which  this  Bill,  as  at  present  framed,  would  impose  upon  us ; 
and  he  has  promised,  as  far  as  lies  in  his  power,  to  secure  that 
it  shall  not  apply  to  Ireland. 

Mr.  Wells  and  I  made  several  visits  to  London,  according 
as  we  saw  the  necessity  for  doing  so,  and  Messrs.  Jamieson  and 
Gibson,  of  Belfast,  also  interviewed  a  number  of  members  in 
the  Lobby  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Our  gratitude  is  due 
to  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney,  of  London,  who  is  Chairman  of  the 
Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  for 
permitting  Mr.  Wells  and  myself  to  attend  one  of  its  meetings 
and  refute  the  assertions  that  were  made  there  with  the 
object  of  getting  the  members  to  pass  a  resolution  in  favour  of 
applying  the  Bill  to  Ireland.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  Mr.  Wells 
put  the  matter  so  lucidly  that  not  only  was  the  resolution  not 
passed,  but  one  directly  favourable  to  us  was  substituted.  Had 
the  London  Chamber  passed  the  original  resolution,  their 
action  would  doubtless  have  been  brought  under  the  notice  of 
the  other  Chambers  of  Commerce  throughout  Great  Britain, 
and  similar  resolutions  passed — then  the  united  voice  of  these 
assemblies  would  be  used  against  us. 

Should  the  Bill  pass  the  second  reading  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  our  energies  will  have  to  be  utilised  more  than 
ever  to  secure  efficient  amendments  in  the  Committee  stage. 

Apprenticeship. 

We  have  made  what  I  consider  a  much  needed  change  as 
regards  the  time  of  passing  the  Preliminary  examination. 
Hitherto  it  was  only  necessary  that  it  should  be  passed  one 
year  before  the  final.  The  result  of  this  was  that  many 
students  passed  through  their  apprenticeship  before  going  up 
for  the  Preliminary,  and  their  minds  were  upon  subjects  of 
general  education  instead  of  being  bent  upon  their  profes- 
sional studies.  The  proper  time  for  preparing  for  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  is  during  a  boy's  schooldays.  When  he 
is  able  to  pass  it  he.  is  fitted  to  benefit  by  his  apprenticeship. 
If  he  fails  in  his  effort,  he  ought  to  continue  at  school ;  or  if 
he  finds  the  examination  totally  beyond  him,  he  should  give 
up  his  idea  of  going  for  pharmacy,  and  turn  his  attention  to 
some  trade  or  calling  which  will  not  require  such  a  standard 
of  general  education.  In  sketching  this  as  the  ideal  course  to 
be  pursued  I  must  point  out  that  our  regulations  do  not  go  so 
far.  If  a  youth  from  any  cause  has  not  passed  his  Preliminary 
exam.,  the  regulations  of  our  Council  do  not  prevent  him  serv- 
ing his  apprenticeship,  but  his  "  four  years  "  will  not  begin  to 
count  till  ho  has  passed  his  Preliminary.  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  while  he  is  not  debarred  from  getting  a  salary  as  an 
assistant  even  before  passing  his  Preliminary,  his  mind  must 
be  unburdened  with  general  educational  work  for  a  full  period 
of  four  years,  enabling  him  to  devote  this  time — which  is 
surely  not  too  long — to  thoroughly  master  the  principles  and 
practice  of  those  subjects  which  will  bo  to  him  the  mainstays 
of  his  subsequent  life's  work.  Some  doubt  arose  in  the  mind 
of  some  of  the  druggists  as  to  the  effect  of  these  regulations  on 
a  druggist's  apprentice  who  wished  to  go  on  for  the  pharma- 
ceutical licence,  and  your  Council  has  had  some  correspon- 
dence with  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Ulster  Druggists'  Society. 
By  a  resolution  passed  at  our  last  monthly  meeting  the  matter 
has  been  satisfactorily  disposed  of.  The  regulation  referring 
to  such  students  now  reads  in  such  a  way  that  there  can  be  no 
doubt  about  our  intentions  being  interpreted— namely,  that 
the  Preliminary  examination  must  be  passed  prior  to  the  two- 
years'  service  at  pharmacy,  but  not  necessarily  before  the 
four-years'  aprenticeship  to  a  druggist. 

Recognition  by  Medical  Bodies. 

One  of  our  licentiates  wrote  to  the  Council  urging  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  have  our  examination  in  chemistry,  botany, 
and  materia  medica  recognised  by  the  medical  qualifying 
bodies.  We  communicated  with  the  University  of  Dublin,  the 
Royal  University,  and  the  Conjoint  Board  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  "and  Surgeons.  While  the  two  former  declined  to 
aocept  our  examination,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  announce 
that  the  Conjoint  Board  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons will  accept  our  examination  in  theoretical  and  practical 
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chemistry,  in  botany,  and  in  materia  medica  as  far  as  our 
examination  goes.  That  is,  our  licentiates  will  not  be  re- 
examined in  materia  medica  -per  se,  but  must  submit  to  an 
examination  in  medical  and  surgical  therapeutics,  which  are 
not  of  course  included  in  our  examination. 

Resolutions  of  Last  Annual  Meeting. 
Two  resolutions  were  proposed  by  Dr.  Me  Walter  and  passed 
at  our  last  annual  meeting.  These  were  under  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Law  Committee  when  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  appeared  on  the  horizon.  Your  committee  then  recom- 
mended that  further  consideration  of  them  should  cease  till  we 
saw  what  course  the  Bill  would  take,  as  one  of  the  resolutions, 
proposing  to  make  our  Schedule  similar  to  the  English  one, 
was  one  of  the  propositions  of  the  Bill,  and  the  other,  relating 
to  the  storage  of  poisons,  could  easily  be  inserted  during  the 
Committee  stage  of  the  Bill.  If  the  Bill  is  thrown  out  or  is 
made  not  to  apply  to  Ireland,  the  resolutions  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  again.  I  make  these  remarks  lest  it  might 
be  thought  that,  the  resolutions  of  the  annual  meeting  were 
ignored.  I  find  that  there  are  none  to  be  considered  this  time. 
I  now  conclude  by  thanking  you  for  the  attention  with  which 
you  have  listened  to  my  address,  and  ask  you  to  overlook  the 
many  shortcomings  I  feel  conscious  of. 

The  President  having  been  cordially  thanked  for  his 
address, 

A  Financial  Statement 
was  submitted  by  Mr.  George  D.  Beggs,  Hon.  Treasurer, 
who  said  the  law  expenses  had  been  very  considerable. 
The  universal  cry  among  the  licentiates  was  that  the 
Society  was  doing  nothing  for  them  :  but  he  did  not  think 
it  could  be  truly  said  that  when  they  had  spent  80/.  on  law 
expenses,  over  and  above  the  share  that  they  received  of 
the  fines,  they  had  not  looked  after  the  interests  of  the 
licentiates.  The  Society  had  been  worked  as  economically 
as  possible  consistently  with  efficiency.  The  schools  were 
doing  well,  the  attendance  being  forty-eight  this  year  as 
against  forty  last  year. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  Batt,  seconded  by 

Mr.  Watson,  the  statement  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Beggs  said  he  thought  it  would  be  very  desirable 
that  in  future  the  printed  statement  of  accounts  should  be 
furnished  to  each  member  about  a  week,  or  at  all  events 
three  or  four  days,  before  the  annual  meeting.  This  would 
give  them  time  to  look  into  the  figures. 

The  President  said  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Beggs  that  that 
would  be  desirable  ;  but  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose that  the  accounts  should  be  made  up  to  an  earlier  date 
than  September  30. 

Mr.  Wells  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  regulation  that  the 
financial  year  should  begin  on  October  1  and  end  on  Sep- 
tember 30  in  the  following  year.  That  would  have  to  be 
altered  in  order  to  carry  out  the  suggestion  made  by 
Mr.  Beggs. 

The  President  :  This  completes  our  programme  ;  but  if 
any  member  desires  information  we  shall  be  ready  to  give  it. 

Compliments. 

Mr.  W.  N.  Allen  said  the  thanks  of  the  members  ought  to 
be  given  to  the  President  and  Mr.  Wells  for  the  trouble 
they  had  taken  in  London  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  They 
had  given  a  great  deal  of  valuable  time  to  the  matter  to 
which  he  referred,  and  no  one  else  could  have  done  what 
they  had  done  for  them.  He  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
them. 

Mr.  Smith  had  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  motion. 
He  said  the  members  ought  to  be  deeply  grateful  to  the 
President  and  Mr.  Wells  for  all  the  trouble  that  they  had 
taken. 

The  motion  was  carried  by  acclamation. 

The  President  said  he  was  very  much  obliged  to  them 
for  their  kind  resolution.  He  assured  them  that  any  time 
and  trouble  that  he  had  expended  in  the  service  of  the 
Society  constituted  to  him  a  labour  of  love.  He  only  hoped 
that  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Wells  and  himself  would  be  'of  some 
service  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  to  the  druggists 
generally.  But  for  Mr.  Wells  he  should  have  been  In  an 
awkward  position  owing  to  the  amount  of  parliamentary 
work  that  had  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Wtells,  in  returning  thanks,  said  that  no  doubt  the 
President  and  himself  had  had  a  great  deal  of  hard  work. 
The  House  of  Commons  is  not  a  place  to  spend  a  holiday  in. 
He  knew  of  no  harder  work  than  lobbying  ;  they  had  been 
often  engaged  in  it  from  three  in  the  afternoon  until  eleven 


at  night.  But  it  was  done  not  alone  in  the  interests  of 
their  licentiates  but  to  protect  the  public.  Like  some  other 
bodies  the  Society  is  a  trade  union  ;  but  if  they  were  +hey 
carry  out  an  Act  of  Parliament  which  had  been  placed  at 
their  disposal  and  they  were  protecting  both  their 
licentiates  and  the  public.  He  (Mr.  Wells)  was  obliged  to 
the  President  for  the  flattering  way  in  which  he  had 
referred  to  his  assistance.  He  (the  speaker)  had  the  advan- 
tage of  an  experience  of  parliamentary  campaigns  ;  but  the 
President  had  been  an  apt  scholar,  and  he  believed  that 
when  another  Bill  had  to  be  dealt  with  the  President  would 
not  want  his  assistance.  As  long  as  it  should  be  his  (Mr. 
WTells's)  privilege  to  be  on  the  Council  it  would  be  a 
pleasure  to  him  to  do  his  duty  in  any  way  he  could,  especially 
when  he  had  a  President  like  Dr.  Walsh  to  work  with. 
The  courtesy  and  kindness  that  they  had  met  with  from 
many  members  of  Parliament  should  not  be  overlooked. 
As  the  President  had  said,  they  were  not  out  of  the  wood 
yet ;  but  they  had  received  a  great  deal  of  support.  There 
seemed  to  be  an  opinion  that  the  Irish  party  were  opposed 
to  them  ;  but  their  experience  from  having  met  them  was 
that  they  were  in  very  great  sympathy  with  them,  and  they 
never  met  with  greater  kindness  than  was  shown  to  them 
by  some  of  those  gentlemen  ;  and  only  one  of  them  refused 
to  help  them.  It  wras  a  cruel  thing  that  solely  in  the 
interests  of  English  manufacturers  of  poisonous  dips  a 
Government  Department  in  Ireland  could  be  got  to  help 
those,  men.  There  was  but  one  man  at  the  back  of  the 
whole  thing.  They  had  evidence  to  prove  that ;  yet  a 
Government  Department  in  that  country  went  out  of  its 
way  to  get  an  Act  tacked  on  to  Ireland  which  if  passed 
would  lead  to  endless  confusion.  He  knew  that  the  Eng- 
lish Society  had  the  sympathy  of  a  large  number  of  members 
of  Parliament ;  and  they  hoped  with  their  assistance  to 
get  the  Bill  thrown  out  and  to  prevent  Acts  of  Parliament 
which  were  found  to  be  necessary  years  ago  from  being 
wiped  out  by  a  stroke  of  the  pen. 
The  meeting  then  terminated. 


Mmter  Session. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Musical  Evening,  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  on 
October  2,  proved  an  enjoyable  prelude  to  the  winter  meet- 
ings of  the  members  of  this  Association.  The  chair  was 
occupied  by  the  President  (Mr.  Gregory),  and  there  was  a 
large  attendance.  The  principal  vocalists  were  Mr.  Charles 
Mackay,  Mr.  Dutton,  Mr.  Taylor,  and  Mr.  Hanson. 
Mr.  Kershaw  gave  banjo  solos  with  much  acceptance.  Mr. 
M.  Firth  (the  secretary)  was  the  accompanist.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  to  the  artists  who  had  made  the  enter- 
tainment such  a  success. 

It  was  announced  that  the  arrangements  for  the  winter 
session  would,  in  addition  to  a  whist  drive,  include  a  lecture 
by  Mr.  B.  North  on  "  Liquid  Air,"  and  also  one  by  Mr.  W. 
Wyatt  on  "  Indigenous  Poisonous  Plants."  "  Where  Three

Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

The  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at  the  A. B.C.  Rooms, 
58  King's  Road,  on  Thursday,  September  27.  There  were 
present  :  Messrs.  W.  H.  Gibson  (President),  J.  R. 
Gwatkin,  J.  Padwick,  R,  A.  Cripps,  C.  S.  Ashton,  H.  M. 
Black,  W.  R.  Cook,  A.  J.  Franklin,  A.  Hall,  J.  K.  Padwick, 
J.  Plowright,  G.  B.  Savage,  and  C.  G.  Yates.  After  the 
preliminary  business  the  President  was  unanimously 
re-elected  for  the  fourteenth  time  in  succession.  The  Vice- 
Presidents,  Messrs.  W.  W.  Savage,  J.  Padwick,  J.  William- 
son, and  R.  A.  Cripps,  F.I.C.,  were  again  elected,  Coun- 
cillor C.  G.  Yates  being  added  to  the  number.  The  Hon. 
Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  R.  Gwatkin)  was  also  re-elected.  It  is 
not  definitely  known  how  long  Mr.  Gwatkin  has  held  this 
post,  but  his  first  appointment  goes  back  to  the  'eighties. — 
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The  post  of  Hon.  Secretary  became  vacant  owing  to  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Blarney,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Robinson 
was  chosen  to  succeed  him  with  Messrs.  A.  J.  Franklin  and 
G.  B.  Savage  as  Assistant-Secretaries. — A  vote  of  thanks 
was  unanimously  accorded  to  Mr.  Blarney  for  the  services 
he  had  rendered  to  the  Association  during  the  past  three 
years. — The  committee  was  elected  as  follows  :  Messrs. 
Ashton,  Beck,  Black,  Blarney,  Cook,  Hall,  J.  K.  Padwick, 
J.  Plowright,  A.  Plowright,  and  C.  T.  Ward.  Mr.  Ashton 
again  undertakes  the  post  of  Librarian. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  decease  of  an  old  chemist 
and  locum-tenens,  Mr.  Bolton,  who  died  in  harness  very 
suddenly  at  Arundel.  An  expression  of  sympathy  was 
forwarded  to  the  widow,  together  with  a  sum  of  money  sub- 
scribed by  his  former  colleagues  for  whom  he  had  done 
duty  at  various  times.  An  announcement  of  the  lecture  by 
Councillor  Gervis,  M.A.,  M.B.  (Mayor-elect  for  Brighton), 
having  been  given,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  closed 
the  proceedings. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Associat'on. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  Monday  evening,  October  1,  Mr. 
Day  in  the  chair. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — It  was  agreed  to  advise  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  to  appoint  Messrs.  R.  Gledhill 
(Dewsbury),  Barker  (Spen  Valley),  and  Pickard  (Morley) 
as  divisional  secretaries. 

"Tabloid"  Prices. — Mr.  Walter  Stead  (Heckmond- 
wike)  wrote  in  regard  to  the  recent  conference  on  this 
matter.  He  believed  the  Dewsbury  Association  sent  a 
resolution  in  terms  analogous  to  the  one  which  appeared  to 
have  so  terribly  ruffled  the  plumage  of  Mr.  Wellcome,  but 
he  failed  to  see  even  now  where  the  "  coercion  "  or  "  threat  " 
came  in. — Mr.  Pickard  said  it  seemed  to  him  a  very 
deplorable  and  humiliating  state  of  affairs.  Dewsbury 
were  not  influenced  by  any  other  association  to  pass  the 
resolution  they  had  placed  on  their  books,  and  they  did  not 
intend  to  apologise  for  it.  They  acted  not  only  in  their 
own  interests  but  in  the  interests  of  the  firms,  and  if  the 
latter  could  not  appreciate  such  an  action  it  was  not  for 
them  to  go  to  any  further  trouble. — Mr.  Walker  declared 
that  the  Dewsbury  resolution  contained  nothing  suggestive 
of  coercion  or  threat  referred  to  by  Mr.  Wellcome. — 
Mr.  Taylor  (of  Morley)  described  the  report  of  the  con- 
ference issued  by  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  as  a 
piece  of  "egotistical  effrontery."  For  that  firm  to  talk 
about  protection  of  prices  to  sensible  men  for  the  benefit 
of  chemists  was  nonsense.  ...  If  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  could  do  without  the  chemists,  the  chemists  could  do 
without  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  He  would 
neither  kneel  to  them  nor  to  anybody  else. — After  further 
discussion  it  was  decided  to  take  no  further  action  in  the 
matter,  but  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  were  standing  in  their  own  light. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association, 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  Wrag's  Cafe, 
Vicar  Lane,  Leeds,  on  Wednesday,  October  3.  The 
President  (Mr.  W.  D.  Pollitt)  was  in  the  chair  and  delivered 
a  short 

Presidential  Address. 
He  congratulated  the  Association  on  the  fact  that  its 
membership  was  larger  than  it  had  ever  previously  been 
in  the  history  of  the  organisation,  and  the  interest  of  the 
members  in  their  Association,  he  thought,  was  keener  than 
it  had  formerly  been.  He  announced  the  main  features  of 
the  winter  programme,  and  impressed  upon  the  members  the 
importance  of  supporting  the  Council  in  their  efforts  to  make 
the  session  interesting  by  providing  good  attendances  at 
the  lectures.  He  thought,  too,  that  there  would  be  several 
special  meetings  to  consider  pharmaceutical  legislation, 
and  he  desired  that  members  would  give  due  attention  to 
these  gatherings.  Alluding  to  the  Government  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  he  said  they  might  rest  assured  that  the 
Council  and  the  Divisional  Secretaries  would  follow  up 
the  good  work  which  they  had  done  at  the  general  election, 
and  urge  upon  members  of  Parliament  what  they  considered 
to  be  the  just  claims  of  registered  chemists.  One  result  of 
the  passing  of  the  Bill  would  be  to  give  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  power  to  enforce  a  curriculum,  and  it  would,  there- 
fore, behove  the  Association  to  consider  what  form  they 


thought  the  curriculum  should  take.  He  hoped  that  no 
curriculum  would  be  allowed  to  take  the  place  of  apprentice- 
ship, for  he  thought  that  there  is  still  both  need  and  means 
of  instructing  apprentices  to  be  creditable  pharmacists. 
He  should  like  to  see  some  form  of  apprenticeship  insisted 
on  before  the  passing  of  the  Minor,  and  thought  that  a 
declaration  that  a  candidate  had  been  engaged  for  three 
years  in  the  pharmacy  of  a  registered  person  would  meet 
the  case.  He  deplored  the  fact  that  there  is  still  a  difficulty 
in  getting  apprentices  who  had  passed  an  examination 
qualifying  them  for  registration  as  students,  and  attributed 
this  to  the  early  age  of  leaving  school  and  the  deficiencies 
of  the  Secondary  Schools.  In  conclusion,  he  expressed  the 
opinion  that  company  pharmacy  had  now  reached  its  zenith, 
and  that  it  would  be  seen  that  there  was  still  need  of,  and  a 
place  for,  the  individual  pharmacist  for  the  real  convenience 
of  the  public.  (Applause.) 

A  smoking-concert  followed,  at  which  the  music  was  pro- 
vided by  Mr.  Sol.  Taylor,  Mr.  Clereford,  Mr.  Moulton, 
Mr.  J.  Morton,  Mr.  Stead,  Mr.  Chapman,  Mr.  Dick  Wilson, 
and  Mr.  Eddison,  as  singers,  with  Mr.  Vincent  as 
accompanist.

Hall,  Surrey  Street,  Sheffield,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
October  3,  Mr.  A.  Russell  Fox  (President)  in  the  chair.

J.  B.  Pater,  F.  W.  Whitworth,  G.  Squire,  J.  T.  Appleton, 
P.  Carr,  R.  Dixon,  A.  H.  Culverhouse,  H.  G.  Williams 
(Hon  Secretary),  R.  D.  Douglas,  J.  T.  Alcock,  Gibson,  A. 
Preston,  and  W.  B.  Stalher. 

Elections. — Messrs.  J.  T.  Appleton  and  J.  Evans  were 
appointed  scrutineers  of  the  voting  for  the  election  of 
Council.  Mr.  Gibson,  Nottingham  Street;  Mr.  Lofthouse, 
London  Road ;  Mr.  Bernard  Ellis,  Ecclesall  Road ;  and  Mr. 
Roebuck,  of  Abbeydale  Road,  were  elected  members  of  the 
Society. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  was  read  and 
approved.  It  showed  that  one  extraordinary  and  seven 
general  meetings  were  held  last  session,  the  reference  to 
the  paper  on  "  The  Grave  Dangers  of  Diachylon,"  when  a 
resolution  urged  that  this  should  be  placed  on  the  Poisons 
Schedule,  being  of  particular  interest  in  view  of  the  three 
cases  before  the  local  police  courts  that  day. — Although 
the  meetings  had  been  fairly  well  attended,  the  Council 
strongly  appealed  to  members  to  be  more  constant  in  their 
attendance  and  induce  others  to  join  and  take  part  in  the 
work  of  the  Society.  The  number  of  members  was  returned 
at  fifty-one  and  the  associates  fourteen,  being  a  slight 
decrease  on  last  session.  The  report  on  the  ball  stated 
that  there  had  been  a  record  attendance,  yielding  a  profit 
of  19?.  3s.  Id. 

The  Hon.  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  in  hand  of 
26?.  3s.  8d. ;  members'  subscriptions  had  amounted  to 
14?.  12s.  6d.  ;  dinner  tickets  11.  17s.  6d. ;  and  balance  on 
the  ball  19?.  3s.  Id.  Some  discussion  took  place  on  the 
question  of  the  disposal  of  the  profits  on  the  ball,  and 
Mr.  Antcliffe  moved  that  in  future  the  entertainments, 
including  the  ball,  be  taken  as  part  of  the  programme  of 
the  Society,  and  Mr.  Pater  seconding,  this  was  agreed  to. 

The  Scrutineers  then  reported  the  result  of  the  election 
of  the  Council,  showing  that  thirty-one  voting-papers  were 
received,  the  voting  being  as  follows  :  Percy  Carr,  29  ;  J.  G. 
Jackson,  28 ;  A.  R.  Fox,  27 ;  J.  B.  Pater,  17 ;  F.  W.  Whit- 
worth, 17  ;  J.  T.  Appleton,  16  j  R,  Dixon,  16  ;  J.  F.  Eardley, 
13 ;  and  J.  Evans,  3.  Mr.  Dixon  having  expressed  a  wish 
to  withdraw,  the  first  six  named  were  declared  elected. 
Mr.  Appleton  is  the  only  new  member,  he  taking  Mr. 
Eardley 's  place.

Antcliffe.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  Mr. 
C.  Marples,  of  Attercliffe,  asking  if  he  desired  to  retain 
the  appointment  for  that  division.  Mr.  Pater  stated  that 
he  wished  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
chemists  in  his  division  for  their  assistance.

A FIRM  TONE  characterises  business  in  drugs  and 
chemicals,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  trend  of 
values  is  upwards,  especially  among  chemicals.  In  this 
group  there  have  been  advances  in  sulphate  of  copper,  sugar 
of  lead,  and  oxalic  acid.  Arsenic  is  tending  firmer,  as 
stocks  everywhere  are  very  low.  Antimony  will  probably 
be  dearer.  Among  drugs  and  fine  chemicals  the  chief 
alteration  is  an  advance  of  Is.  6d.  in  santonin,  which  was 
anticipated.  German  quinine  has  been  reduced  ±d.  by  the 
makers— a  mysterious  move.  Quicksilver  is  easier  in 
second-hands,  and  refined  glycerin  is  firmer.  Bromides  are 
weak.  Makers  of  methylated  ethers  are  now  able  to  offer 
at  slightly  reduced  figures,  owing  to  the  new  spirit  regula- 
tions.

Lead  as  an  Impurity  in  Chemicals. 

Sir, — The  results  published  by  Mr.  T.  T.  Cocking  in 
your  issue  of  to-day  afford  further  evidence  of  the  wide- 
spread nature  of  lead  as  an  impurity  in  manufactured 
chemicals.  From  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view,  the 
presence  of  lead  in  metallic  zinc  is,  as  Mr.  Cocking  states, 
not  a  matter  of  the  first  importance.  The  constant  presence 
of  lead  in  zinc  has,  however,  an  interesting  bearing  on 
arsenic-testing  when  considered  in  the  light  of  Messrs. 
■Chapman  and  Law's  work  on  the  influence  of  the  presence 
of  traces  of  other  metals  on  the  reducing  energy  of  hydrogen 
-when  liberated  from  a  dilute  acid  by  the  action  of  zinc. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  perfectly  lead-free  substances 
for  these  tests,  and  especially  tartaric  acid,  which  was 
referred  to  by  Mr.  Warington  in  a  letter  to  this  journal 
■on  March  18,  1905,  would  appear  to  be  an  obstacle  to  many 
■workers.  It  may  therefore  be  worth  while  to  point  out  that 
pure  tartaric  acid  itself  is  not  necessary,  all  that  is  required 
'being  a  pure  solution  of  ammonium  tartrate  of  known 
■strength,  and  this  is  easier  to  prepare  free  from  lead  than 
is  the  acid  itself;  several  other  cases  are  simplified  in  a 
similar  manner  (i.e.,  the  preparation  of  a  lead-free  alkaline 
-solution).  In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  as  I  hoped  had 
already  been  made  clear,  a  pure  substance  is  not  required, 
■the  alternative  method  of  using  a  small  quantity  of  the 
identical  substance  for  the  dummy  solution  being  available. 

The  preparation  of  lead-free  hydrochloric  acid,  which  has 
'been  mentioned  to  me  as  a  difficulty,  is  very  easily  carried 
out  by  allowing  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  to  drop  into 
■concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  and  collecting  the  evolved 
,gas  in  distilled  water.  In  many  cases,  however,  such  as  the 
colorimetric  determination  of  lead  in  magnesia  and  magne- 
sium oxycarbonate,  acetic  acid,  which  can  be  purchased 
free  from  lead,  may  be  substituted,  with  equally  good 
■■results.  Yours  truly,

"Tabloid"  Prices. 
Sir, — Surely  every  man  of  spirit  must  have  blushed  with

have  believed  that  any  body  of  men  would  so  humble  them- 
selves as  to  cringe  and  grovel  before  a  manufacturer  who 
treated  them  in  so  contemptuous  a  manner.  Why  should 
the  L.C.A.  and  others  wring  their  hands  and  plead  for 
.mercy  from  a  single  firm  who  choose  to  take  up  an  uncom- 
promising attitude  ?  Are  we  compelled  to  push  the  goods 
of  any  one  manufacturer  ?  I  seem  to  remember  more  than 
a  few  who  have  shown  due  regard  for  the  retailers'  interests, 
and  who  therefore  deserve  their  support.

Sir, — Now  that  the  London  Chemists'  Association  have 
been  interviewing  Mr.  Wellcome  as  to  regulation  of  his  firm's 
prices  so  as  to  ensure  a  better  profit  to  retailers  of  their 
products,  I  would  suggest  this  as  a  favourable  opportunity  ' 
for  chemists'  associations  throughout  the  country  of  laying  | 


the  following  three  salient  points  before  Mr.  Wellcome, 
viz.  : 

1.  All  orders  for  5/.  and  upwards  of  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  pro- 
ducts to  be  forwarded  carriage  paid  to  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  thereby  enabling  provincial  chemists  to 
obtain  goods  at  exactly  the  same  cost-price  as  their  LonJon 
brethren,  and  thus  placing  them  in  the  position  of  being 
able  to  compete  with  London  stores,  etc.  This  is  now  the 
acknowledged  rule  with  most  well-known  proprietary 
articles,  such  as  Allen  &  Halibuts'  specialities,  Scott's 
emulsion,  Beecham's,  Carter's,  Holloway's,  and  Woodcock's 
pills,  Koko,  Harlene,  Odol,  etc. 

2.  B.  W.  &  Co.  should  supply  tabloids  in  any  quantity 
from  one  dozen  upwards.  Country  chemists  frequently  get 
prescriptions  for  a  small  number  of  out-of-the-way  tabloids 
which  they  do  not  stock,  and  to  fill  which  they  have  to 
procure  a  bottle  of  25,  50,  or  possibly  100 ;  the  result  being 
that  the  remainder  become  dead  stock,  and  consequently 
the  prescription  is  dispensed  at  a  loss. 

3.  B.  W.  &  Co.  should  cease  supplying  hospitals  and 
public  institutions  throughout  the  country  w7ith  malt  extract 
at  6(7.  per  lb.  or  thereby.  They  hold  out  that  they  do  so  at  a 
loss,  and  that  it  is  done  for  a  charitable  purpose.  It  would 
be  better  for  them  if  so  disposed  to  give  donations  in  cash, 
as  most  retail  chemists  do,  and  let  the  orders  pass  through 
the  usual  channels. 

If  individual  chemists  will  take  the  trouble  of  sending  me  a 
postcard  before  the  end  of  this  month,  stating  that  they 
favour  my  suggestions,  I  will  undertake  to  bring  this  matter 
under  Mr.  Wellcome's  notice.       Yours  faithfully, 
Oban,  October  1.

■  Sir, — Humanity  (pharmaceutical)  has  been  staggered 
during  the  last  day  or  two  by  the  handsome  blue-book  issued 
by  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  After  reading  it 
carefully  over  one  finds  that  about  two-sixths  of  the  time 
seems  to  have  been  taken  up  by  the  deputation  telling  Mr. 
Wellcome  that  of  course  they  understood  that  his  products 
were  at  the  very  top  of  their  class ;  how  kind  Mr.  Wellcome 
was  to  receive  them  ;  and  (in  the  now  historic  note  sent  to  Mr. 
Wellcome  by  the  London  Chemists'  Association)  they  really 
didn't  mean  what  they  said — we  really  didn't,  Mr.  Well- 
come. Another  two-sixths  of  the  time  was  taken  up  by 
Mr.  Wellcome  saying  that  he  knew  his  products  were  at 
the  very  top  of  their  class,  and  were  the  deputation  sure  they 
didn't  mean  what  they  said,  they  were  all  decent  fellows, 
and  he  would  see  what  he  could  do.  Another  sixth  of  the 
time  was  spent  by  Mr.  Pearson  advancing  artistic  theories 
on  the  "  ethics  of  business,"  or  how  "  51.  may  become  101." 
The  remaining  sixth  of  the  time  was  spent  in  dodging  round 
the  points  in  question. 

The  book  from  cover  to  cover  is  full  of  fallacies  of  which 
there  are  three  "  leaders." 

First,  the  way  Mr.  Wellcome  seems  to  think  that  his 
firm  have  a  monopoly  of  the  finest  drugs  on  the  market. 
Surely  this  i'-s  a  fallacy.  Drugs  are  so  cheap  that  it  would 
not  pay  a  tablet  or  tabloid  maker  to  use  anything  but  the 
very  finest  ingredients  for  his  products.  For  instance,  there 
is  not  a  coin  made  small  enough  to  represent  the  intrinsic 
value  of  twenty-five  phenacetin-and-caffeine  tablets,  so  that 
there  would  be  no  sense  in  a  maker  risking  his  reputation 
by  using  an  adulterated  or  cheap  drug.  Of  course  there  is 
the  cost  of  machinery  and  labour,  but  any  chemist  with  a 
37.  tablet-machine  and  a  pound  of  phenacetin  and  caffeine 
could  turn  out  enough  tablets  to  fill  a  few  hundred  bottles 
containing  twenty-five  and  for  which  we  are  charged  (when 
they  are  called  "tabloids")  6s.  a  dozen  less  15  per  cent. 
The  cost  of  compressed  drugs  is  not  in  the  quality  of  the 
drugs  used,  but  in  the  machinery  and  labour.  Messrs.  Bur- 
roughs Wellcome  &  Co.  may  use  the  best  that  money  can 
buy,  but  there  are  others  who  also  use  the  best. 

As  to  the  second  glaring  fallacy  :  we  are  told  that  if  a 
chemist  puts  aside  51.  for  buying  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  goods,  then 
puts  the  1/.  5s.  which  he  makes  into  the  flor.  anthem,  drawer, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  he  will  have  ten  golden  sovereigns  ! 
Will  he  ?  I  notice  that  nobody  mentioned  the  carriage  of 
the  stuff  or  the  price  charged  for  the  packing. 

The  third  and  last  fallacy  I  would  like  to  point  out  is 
that  somebody  mentioned  that  there  were  lots  and  lots  and 
lots  of  places  where  "Kepler"  is  sold  for  2?.  6d.  Where, 
oh,  where  is  that  happy  land  ?  There  might  be  a  few  shops 
in  the  West -end  of  London  and  one  or  two  in  the  other  big 
provincial  towns  where  2s.  6(7.  is  the  price.    In  the  other 
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few  thousand  shops  the  price  is  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  la.  8d. 

My  object  in  writing  is  to  say  that  it  would  be  better  if 
B.  W.  &  Co.  were  left  to  please  themselves.  Then  we  would 
not  be  in  honour  bound  to  supply  tabloids  when  a  person 
asks  simply  for  "cascaras";  then  would  the  person  not 
suffer ;  then  would  we  be  making  a  living  profit ;  and  then 
would  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  be  standing  in  the  ranks 
like  any  other  tablet  maker.  1  am,  etc., 

The  Strong  Thing  is  the  Just  Thing.  (164/53.) 

Sir, — It  was  quite  refreshing  to  read  last  week  the  letter 
of  Mr.  Pears  re  the  Conference,  and  I  think  the  majority 
of  chemists  will  agree  that  the  whole  thing  should  have  been 
thrown  up  when  Mr.  Wellcome  persisted  in  reiterating  the 
contention  that  the  resolution  of  the  London  Association 
was  intended  as  an  insult  to  the  firm.  What  have  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  or  any  other  manufacturer,  done 
for  chemists  that  the  latter  should  go  down  on  their  hands 
and  knees  and  beg  for  favours  ?  It  is  surely  time  that  all 
manufacturers  realised  that  price-protection  is  as  much  to 
their  benefit  as  to  that  of  the  retailer.  What  are  the  facts  ? 
Here  is  a  firm  who  take  for  themselves  tremendous  profits 
on  their  products  expecting  their  customers  to  retail  them 
for  15  per  cent.,  and  when  approached  on  the  matter  pre- 
tend to  be  very  upset  and  talk  about  the  good  they  have 
done  the  chemist  and  rub  in  some  "  sapo  mollis  "  about  how 
much  they  have  his  interests  and  welfare  at  heart.  In  my 
opinion  they  have  done  considerable  harm  to  the  dispensing 
chemist  by  depriving  the  dispensing-counter  of  a  large  share 
of  its  proper  work.  By  continually  sending  pamphlets  and 
samples  to  medical  men  they  have  induced  them  to  prescribe 
their  tabloids,  and  the  success  they  have  met  with  has  been 
in  a  great  measure  due  to  what  Mr.  Burton  so  aptly  de- 
scribed as  the  incompetence  of  the  average  doctor  to  write 
a  decent  prescription.  Something  must  be  done  to  counteract 
these  adverse  influences  by  formulating  a  scheme  for  our 
own  protection,  and  this  is  my  humble  suggestion  : 

1.  Prepare  a  circular  to  send  to  every  medical  man  en- 
titled "  Self-medication,  or,  the  Abuse  of  the  Ready-made 
Tablet,"  pointing  out  the  disadvantages  alike  to  the  patient 
and  to  the  medical  man. 

What  chemist  has  not  heard  the  remark  frequently  made, 
"  Oh,  I  went  to  Dr.  So-and-So,  and  he  only  ordered  the 
same  tablets  which  I  could  have  gone  and  beught  myself  "  ? 
The  way  the  public  pass  them  on  to  their  friends  is  not  con- 
ducive to  the  welfare  of  themselves  or  the  doctor  who  first 
prescribes  them. 

2.  Point  out  the  advantages  of  the  cachet  system,  the 
uncompressed  drug,  and  state  that  every  doctor  can  thus 
order  his  own  formula  and  vary  it  according  to  his  wishes, 
and  get  the  combination  promptly  and  freshly  made  at  a 
good  chemist's. 

3.  Send  a  few  samples  of  filled  cachets  and  a  selected  list 
of  formulae. 

The  Bournemouth  Association  have  already  published  a  book 
of  formulae  which  appears  to  have  served  its  purpose,  so 
why  not  extend  the  idea?  If  it  pays  the  manufacturer  to 
advertise  to  the  doctors  his  specialities  it  will  pay  the 
chemists  in  dispensing  localities  to  combine  and  do  likewise  ; 
and  I  venture  to  predict  the  personal  services  of  the  pharma- 
cist will  secure  the  most  confidence  from  the  medical  profes- 
sion.

He  says  :  "  It  would  be  real  interesting  to  hear 
from  some  of  the  company  men,  and  from  some  of  the  men 
who  conduct  their  business  in  modern  ways,  what  their  early 
experiences  were  of  the  duster  supply." 

Hot  a  "Condy"  Bepresentative. 

Some  time  ago  we  mentioned  that  a  man  was  calling  on 
chemists  in  London  and  the  suburbs  falsely  stating  that  he 
was  a  representative  of  Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell,  Ltd. 
We  learn  that  he  is  at  his  tricks  again.  His  modus 
operandi  is  usually  to  ask  the  chemist  on  whom  he  is  calling 
to  change  a  cheque,  which  he  does  not  show,  but  which  he 
falsely  alleges  is  drawn  by  Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell. 
\vhen  this  is  refused  he  endeavours  to  borrow  a  few  shil- 
lings, promising  to  return  the  money  "very  shortly."  Id 
cases  brought  to  the  firm's  notice  he  left  in  one  an  "  In 
memoriam  "  ring,  which  was  quite  valueless,  and  in  another 
he  made  a  small  purchase.  Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell's- 
only  representative  for  London  and  the  suburbs  is  Mr.  J. 
Kenningham,  who  has  been  with  them  for  sixteen  years. 

A  Veteran  Chemist's  Holiday. 
Mr.  E.  Goodwin  Mumbray,  Ph.C,  one  of  the  oldest 
chemists  on  the  register,  who  is  living  at  Deal,  sends  us  the 
subjoined  note  of  a  day-out  he  had  last  week,  which  we 
reproduce  not  only  as  evidence  of  the  writer's  keen  interest 
in  Nature,  but  as  an  example  of  observation  and  reflection 
for  the  younger  generation  of  chemists  : 

Betshanger  is  a  village  about  six  miles  distant  from  Deal. 
It  is  one  of  those  quiet  nooks  formerly  common  in  Kent,  but 
now,  alas  !  fast  disappearing  under  the  influence  of  modern 
improvements,  or,  rather,  innovations.  The  road  is  devious 
and  narrow,  remote  from  turnpikes  or  rails.  The  village  is 
reached  by  means  of  brake,  or  char-a-banc  as  the  vehicle  is 
styled.  The  drive  is  magnificent,  every  turn  of  the  road 
presenting  a  new  view — cornfields,  pastures,  running  brooks, 
sleepy  hollows  overshadowed  with  copses,  with  here  and  there 
a  stately  tree,  bounded  by  undulating  hills.  The  roadside 
was  fringed  with  various  flowers — alchemilla  (yarrow),  cen- 
taurea  (knapweed),  convolvulus — both  the  large  white  (sepium) 
and  the  smaller  pink  species — festooning  low  fences  grace- 
fully. The  gradients  were  in  some  places  rather  steep,  re- 
quiring the  frequent  pressure  of  the  brake,  and  strenuous 
effort  of  the  two  horses  causing  their  veins  to  become  pro- 
minent ;  when,  however,  they  had  done  a  bit  of  stiff  and1 
gained  a  level,  the  friendly  animals  laid  their  heads  close 
together  as  if  in  congratulation,  then  trotting  on  joyfully. 

On  nearing  the  village  the  road  is  crossed  twice  by  a 
stream  ;  the  banks  displaying  a  profusion  of  flowers — yellow 
flags,  hemp  agrimony,  cannabinum,  purple  loosestrife, 
Lythrum  Salicaria,  willow  herb  (Epilobimn),  with  a  variety 
of  flowering  grasses  and  sedges  forming  a  lovely  picture, 
where  one  would  like  to  linger  on  a  long  summer  day.  The 
primitive  bridges  have  each  a  notice  warning  people  against 
crossing  them  with  heavily  laden  machines.  Over  the  tall 
hedges  ramped  Clematis  Vitalba  (traveller's  joy  or  lady's 
bower),  bryonia,  Lonicera  Caprifolium  (honeysuckle),  with 
wild  rose  and  hawthorn,  but  the  steep  banks  on  either  hand1 
were  a  picture  never  to  be  surpassed  ;  for  more  than  a  mile 
they  were  closely  matted  with  Hypericum  calycinum  (the 
great  St.  John's  wort)  with  its  large  golden  blossoms  and1 
polished  green  leaves — a  "field  of  the  cloth  of  gold."  Then 
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trees  of  larch  and  pine  and  evergreen  oak — the  last-named 
sweeping  halfway  across  the  vehicle  to  the  peril  of  hats.  At 
last  we  reached  the  village  church.  A  lych  gate  of  mel- 
lowed appearance  ushers  us  into  the  churchyard,  small  and 
well  kept.  Several  runic  crosses  mark  the  place  of  interment, 
but  thev  are  much  corroded  by  time  and  weather.  The 
church  is  small  and  of  Norman  build  ;  its  accommodation  is 
by  chairs  (about  10,0).  The  object  of  my  visit  to  Betshanger 
was  to  find  the  grave  of  my  dear  old  friend  and  preceptor, 
William  Henry  Weekes,  but  I  looked  in  vain.  Entering  the 
church  I  noticed  several  lozenge-shaped  tablets,  but  the  dim 
religious  light  prevented  all  attempts  to  decipher  their  in- 
scriptions. I  had  been  misinformed  respecting  the  resting- 
place  of  Weekes.  It  is  now  said  to  be  Eastry,  so  must  try 
again. 


Dispensing  Notes, 


Ferri  et  Quin.  Cit.,  Pot.  Iod.,  etc.,  Mixture. 
A  Brighton  Subscriber  (156/70)  asked  how  the  following 
should  be  "mixed  and  sent  out" — a  phrase  covered  by  the 


single  word  "  dispensed  "  : 

Tincturas  gelsemii   3 i j - 

Tincturee  nucis  vomicae    jij. 

Ferri  et  quininse  eitratis   5j. 

Sodii  bicarbonatis   3 i ij . 

Potassii  iodidi    5j._ 

Infusi  caryophylli  ...    3 j fi- 

Aquam  menthse  piperita?  ad     ...  Jiij- 
Misce. 


In  our  correspondent's  copy  "  ad  jiij."  was  written.  We  pre- 
sume this  should  be  jvj.,  as  a  twelfth-part  dose  was  prescribed. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  London,  Birmingham  General  Dispensary, 
in  reply,  says: 

First  dissolve  the  potassium  iodide  and  sodium  bicar- 
bonate in  the  infusion  and  2  oz.  of  the  peppermint-water, 
and  the  citrate  of  iron  and  quinine  in  the  rest  of  the  water. 
Place  the  tinctures  in  the  bottle,  add  pulv.  gum.  acaciae  3ij., 
shake;  add  the  citrate  solution,  again  shake;  then  add 
gradually  the  iodide-bicarbonate  solution. 
Mr.  E.  Corke  (Ticehurst)  says : 

Either  the  "  ad  "  is  superfluous  or  retaining  the  "  ad  " 
the  sifrn  following  should  be  ^vj.  instead  of  jiij.  The  direc- 
tions indicate  that  such  is  the  intention  of  the  prescriber, 
and  if  it  had  been  presented  here  it  would  have  bsen  so  dis- 
pensed. For  another  thing,  5iij.  sod.  bic.  would  not  dissolve 
in  aq.  jiij- — another  possible  indication  of  intention. 

The  assumption  in  the  foregoing  that  "  ad  3vj-"  was  intended 
is  questioned  by  Another  Brighton  Subscriber  (163/46),  who 
facetiously  says : 

"  Brighton  Subscriber "  is  evidently  not  used  to  this 
medico's    style    of    prescribing.     The    correct    way  '  to 
dispense    the    prescription    is    to   mix    the  ingredients 
in   the   order   mentioned,    and    when   solution    is  com- 
plete to  concentrate  in  vacuo  to  3  oz. ;    also  it  would 
be  advisable  for  the  dispenser  to  write  a  polite  little 
note  telling  the  patient  to  carefully  measure  each  dose  of 
the  medicine  in  two  teaspoons  at  once;  there  will  be  no 
necessity  for  putting  a  "shake  the  bottle"  label  on:  the 
mixture  will  be  strong  enough  to  shake  itself. 
Black  Wash  (165/13)  says:  "I  have  tried  the  prescription, 
and  find  that  I  get  something  after  the  style  of  an  ammoniated- 
quinine  mixture  suspended  with  mucilage  of  tragacanth. 
Modus  operandi:  Dissolve  the  ferri  et  quininse  cit.  in  2  dr. 
an.  m.  pip.  in  a  mortar,  add  4  dr.  mucilage  tragacanth  ;  dis- 
solve the  sodii  bicarb,  in  22  dr.  aq.  m.  p.  plus  aqua  q.s. ;  add 
another  2  dr.  of  mucilage;  add  this  mixture  to  the  former 
solution,  stirring  till  effervescence  ceases.    Make  a  concen- 
trated infusion  of  cloves  q.s.  and  dissolve  the  iodide  of  potas- 
sium in  it;  add  the  tinctures  to  this,  and  finally  add  this  to 
the  solution  in  the  mortar.    Mix  and  transfer  to  the  con- 
tainer." 

A  Bad  Rule. 

Sir, — The  suggestion  of  putting  all  the  bottles  necessary  for 
a  prescription  on  the  counter  before  commencing  to  compound 
is  absolutely  indefensible.  Nothing  conduces  to  error  more 
than  such  a  proceeding.  A  friend  of  mine  did  that  at  the 
Square  when  taking  his  Minor.  The  almost  inevitable 
happened — the  same  bottle  was  taken  up  twice.  He  was 
ploughed,  and  deserved  it.  The  practice  is  untidy  and  unsafe.

Sir. — I  agree  with  your  correspondent,  Mr.  W.  Leslie,  that 
the  dispensing  rule  which  he  quotes  from  "  Merck's  Report  " 
is  bad  as  it  stands.  In  some  American  pharmacies  it  is  the 
practice,  I  believe,  to  assemble  the  bottles  used  in  dispensing 


in  a  tray,  each  bottle  being  placed  there  after  use.  This 
affords  a  check  on  the  ingredients  employed,  and  is  free  from 
the  dangers  which  your  correspondent  points  out  in  Merck's 
rule.  Either  practice  appears  to  me  to  be  cumbersome  where 
there  is  much  dispensing  to  be  done.  I  should  like  to  know 
if  any  English  pharmacist  has  adopted  the  modification  I 
quote,  and  if  he  has  been  able  to  make  it  work  well.

Sir, — I  beg  to  differ  from  Mr.  W.  Leslie  as  to  his  manner 
of  dispensing.  It  is  my  custom  to  place  all  the  bottles,  etc., 
containing  the  necessary  ingredients  on  one  side  of  the  dis- 
pensing-scales, removing  them  one  by  one  to  the  other  side, 
and  again  checking  when  all  have  been  used.  Allowing  for  a 
moment  of  absent-mindedness,  as  suggested  by  your  corre- 
spondent, or  even  an  enforced  absence  from  the  counter,  the 
position  of  the  bottles  conclusively  shows  which  ingredients 
have  been  used.  Of  course,  it  is  quite  optional  to  adopt  Mr. 
Leslie's  plan — viz.,  replace  each  shop-bottle  immediately  after 
measuring  and  checking — and  when  the  counter-space  is  small 
it  is  best  to  do  so ;  but  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  advantage  is 
all  on  the  side  of  commencing  with  all  the  bottles,  etc.,  con- 
taining the  ingredients  ready  to  hand  on  the  counter.

Sir, — I  think  nearly  every  chemist  will  agree  with  Mr.  W. 
Leslie  in  condemning  the  instructions  he  quotes.  I  cannot 
imagine  how  work  could  be  conducted  expeditiously  in  a 
large  dispensary  if  all  the  ingredients  for  each  prescription 
we're  collected  into  one  place  before  commencing  to  com- 
pound the  recipe.  My  rule  has  always  been  :  "  Put  away 
each  thing  as  soon  as  it  is  weighed  or  measured,  and  look  at 
the  label  before  letting  go  the  bottle,  pot,  or  whatever  the 
container  may  be."  I  have  seen  assistants  get  all  the  in- 
gredients, used  in  an  hour's  work,  collected  on  the  dispensing- 
counter,  but  their  fellow-assistants  generally  cured  them  of 
the  habit,  or  else  "  moved  them  on."

Sir, — I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  W.  Leslie's  remarks  in  your 
current  issue.  I  think  it  a  very  stupid  habit  to  have  a  collec- 
tion of  bottles,  jars,  etc.,  before  one  when  dispensing.  I  have 
had  a  good  experience  in  one  of  the  largest  dispensaries  in 
London  as  dispenser,  and  know  how  easily  mistakes  may  and 
can  be  made.  Every  careful  dispenser  should  and  does  replace 
each  bottle,  etc.,  in  its  proper  place  immediately  after  using  it.

Sir. — I  agree  with  your  correspondent  Mr.  Leslie  that  the 
method  which  "  Merck's  Report "  gives  for  dispensing  is 
"  A  Bad  Rule."  Supposing  a  mixture  contains  two  or  three 
poisons:  if  these  should  be  left  on  the  counter  a  serious  mis- 
take might  follow.  They  should  be  taken  from  the  poison- 
locker,  measured  or  weighed  and  checked,  and  immediately 
returned  to  their  respective  places.  At  the  same  time.  I  do 
not  consider  Mr.  Leslie's  method  perfection,  because  if  you 
have  a  mixture  containing  ten  or  twelve  ingredients  you 
might  very  easily  omit  one  or  more.  I  find  the  following 
works  well  : 

Take  number  one.  and  having  taken  the  requisite  quantity 
from  it  place  the  bottle  on  the  dispensing-counter  with  the 
label  towards  you.    The  other  ingredients  in  the  same  way 
until  vou  come  to  the  po'sons.  whicN,  where  practicable, 
should  be  added  last.    These  should  be  taken  from  the 
poison-locker,  measured  or  otherwise  and  checked,  and  im- 
mediately returned  to  their  places  in  the  locker.    Finish  off 
the  prescription,  check  the  containers  on  the  counter,  and 
immediately  return  them  to  their  places. 
Thus  each  ingredient  and  label  meets  the  eye  at  least  four 
times — viz..  when  you  lift  the  container  from  the  shelf,  when 
you  check  it  on  the  counter,  when  you  lift  it  to  put  it  away, 
and  lastly  when  you  put  it  in  its  place.    I  reckon  a  dispenser 
who  follows  this  rule,  and  do"s  rot  day-dream,  will  not  make 
any  mistakes.  Faithfully  yours,

What  is  "L'q.  Stryeh."  ? 

A  Birmingham  Correspondent  writes:  "A  momentous 
question  arising  out  of  dispensing  has  excited  a  little  branch 
of  the  brotherhood.  What  must  be  dispersed  for  liq.  strych.  ? 
It  would  seem  that  there  are  two  decided  opinions  which  do 
not  quite  agree.    What  say  you  ?  " 

This  is  the  old  nightmare  about  the  difference  between  the 
1867  B.P.  prenaration.  Liquor  strychnia',  and  Liquor  strych- 
nince  hydrochloride,  B.P.  1898.  The  former  title  was  also 
a  synonym  for  the  1885  preparation  (made  by  dissolving 
strychnine  in  water  acidulated  with  hvdrochloric  acid),  but  is 
not  a  synonvm  for  the  1898  one  (made  bv  dissolving  strychnine 
hydrochloride  in  water  without  acid).  Chemically  and 
galenically  liq.  strych.  is  not  liq.  strych.  hydrochloride,  and  we 
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would  not  argue  with  pharmaceutical  purists  who  insist  on 
the  1867  or  1885  preparation,  being  dispensed  for  "  liq. 
strych."  Therapeutically  the  three  preparations  are  the 
same,  and  we  do  not  think  there  is  a  prescriber  in  this  country 
who  means  by  writing  "  liq.  strych."  that  the  present  Pharma- 
copoeia preparation  is  not  to  be  dispensed. 


Legal  Queries. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (166/10).— Wherever  the  Shops  (Early-closing)  Act 
is  enforced  it  cannot  apply  to  the  sale  of  medicines  and  sur- 
gical appliances.  Where  chemists  have  adopted  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  they  have  done  so  voluntarily,  but  the  orders 
made  cannot  stop  the  sale  of  the  above-specified  goods,  nor 
can  unqualified  stores  selling  such  goods  be  compelled  to  close. 

Horse  (60/17). — A  hand-ma6hine  for  cutting  hay  will  not 
bring  a  stable  within  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  but 
if  the  employer's  negligence  leads  to  the  injury  of  a  work- 
man using  the  machine  the  employer  is  liable  in  common 
law. 

J.  L.  (166/11).— Murrell's  booklet  on  poisons  (Lewis, 
3s.  6(7.)  will  probably  suit  you.

E  tfar-mortb  Ifeast 


AT  the  Palace  Hotel,  Aberdeen,  on  the  evening  of  Sep- 
tember 26,  chemists  in  the  northern  counties  of  Scotland 
entertained  Alderman  R.  A.  Robinson,  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  to  dinner.  Mr. 
J.  F.  Tocher,  F.I.C.,  Peterhead,  presided,  and  Messrs.  W. 
Reid,  Aberdeen  ;  William  Alexander,  Provost  of  Banff ; 
and  W.  Giles,  Aberdeen,  acted  as  croupiers.  At  the  Chair- 
man's table  were  the  guest  of  the  evening  and  Professor  J. 
Arthur  Thomson,  Mr.  D.  V.  Pirie,  M.P.,  Dr.  Marnoch, 
Dr.  Middleton,  Peterhead;  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  and  Mr.  J. 
Rutherford  Hill,  Edinburgh;  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Kay,  Aber- 
deen. Among  others  present  were  :  Messrs.  A.  David- 
son, Montrose  ;  J.  Jack,  Arbroath  ;  A.  Fraser,  Forres  ;  J. 
Maclaren,  Murtle ;  A.  Milne,  Fetterangus ;  A.  Milne, 
Maud ;  A.  S.  Weir,  Kemnay ;  W.  J.  McGregor,  Ellon ;  J. 
Walker,  Ellon;  W.  Troup,  jun.,  Rhynie ;  J.  Pirie,  Keith; 
A.  Gall  and  W.  Hunter,  Fraserburgh  ;  A.  M.  Macgillivray, 
Peterhead  ;  R.  Bannerman  and  J.  Greig,  Edinburgh ;  A. 
Reith,  Cults ;  James  Paterson,  A.  Strachan,  G.  Simpson, 
C.  Simpson,  R.  Hunter,  D.  Anderson,  J.  Alexander,  A. 
Craig,  R.  Leslie,  N.  B.  Cran,  J.  Black,  D.  Ross,  W.  Marr, 
W.  F.  Hay,  and  F.  Milne,  Aberdeen. 

After  an  excellent  dinner  a  lengthy  toast-list  was  entered 
on,  the  speeches  being  interspersed  with  music  rendered 
by  Messrs.  Andrew  Kidd,  J.  Callighan,  A.  Milne,  and 
Alexander  Kidd.  The  Royal  toasts  were  given  from  the 
chair,  after  which  Mr.  Andrew  Craig  submitted  "  The 
Imperial  Forces"  in  a  crisp  speech,  mentioning  the 
services  of  Mr.  D.  V.  Pirie,  M.P.,  in  South  Africa.  Mr. 
Pirie  having  replied,  the  Chairman  gave  the  toast  of  the 
evening,  "  Our  Guest,  Alderman  Robinson."  He  said  he 
rose  to  do  honour  to  one  who  was  not  only  a  notable  man 
among  themselves,  but  one  who  was  notable  among  the 
many  distinguished  men  who  had  met  in  the  city  of  Aber- 
deen to  show  by  their  presence  a  sense  of  the  importance 
of  the  far-north  historic  city  of  Aberdeen.  Mr.  Robinson, 
he  said,  was  the  third  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  visit  Aberdeen.  Jacob  Bell  was  the  first ;  he 
went  there  fifty-three  years  ago  to  secure  the  support  of  local 
chemists  for  his  new  Society.  The  second  was  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe,  who  visited  the  city  fifteen  years  ago  and  told 
them  some  very  pertinent  things  about  the  limitations  of 
pharmacy.  He  referred  to  Mr.  Carteighe's  great  services 
to  pharmacy,  regretting  that  he  had  not  chosen  to  enter 
Parliament,  where  his  great  capacity  and  influence  would 
have  had  wider  scope.  Alderman  Robinson  was  the  third 
President  to  visit  Aberdeen,  and  he  (Mr.  Tocher)  felt  that 
what  he  had  said  regarding  Mr.  Carteighe  also  applied  to 
Mr.  Robinson.  He  spoke  with  appreciation  of  Mr.  Robin- 
son's career  as  a  chemist  and  public  servant,  and  referred 
to  the  problems  which  face  him  in  his  official  capacity, 
saying  : 


They  were  sanguine  Mr.  Robinson  would  yet  do  greater 
things  for  them    But  they  must  not  expect  too  much.  They 
must  remember  the  deadweight  of  British  conservatism 
which  must  be  overcome  before  any  reform  could  be  carried 
out  in  this  country.    They  were  sure,  however,  he  would 
not  belie  the  past.     The  regulation  of  companies,  the 
systematic  education  of  entrants,  the  organisation  of  phar- 
macists in  defence  of  their  rights,  were  among  the  many 
problems  he  had  to  deal  with,  and  which  they  trusted  he 
would  bring  some  time  in  the  future  to  a  successful  solution. 
(Applause.)  With  regard  to  dispensing,  Jacob  Bell  noted  in 
his  day  that  his  Utopian  dream  was  an  accomplished  fact  in 
Aberdeen  and  Scotland,  where  medical  men  prescribed  and 
pharmacists  dispensed.  It  seemed  to  be  the  peculiar'illusion 
of  the  working-class  English  to  look  upon  a  medical  practi- 
tioner as  a  sort  of  a  pharmacist,  and  a  pharmacist  as  a  kind 
of  medical  man.   Otherwise  they  would  not  go  to  the  first  so 
often  for  drugs,  and  to  the  latter  so  much  for  advice.  Good 
treatment  in  industrial  England  seemed  to  be  measured  by 
the  rate  of  flow  of  medicaments  in  the  alimentary  canal. 
(Laughter.)    He  was  not  quite  sure  whether  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson  was  not  poking  fun  as  much  at  the  medical  prac- 
titioner as  at  the  chemist  when  he  wrote  that 
Ben,  when  Robin  chose  to  roam, 
A  rising  chemist  was  at  home, 
Tended  his  shop  with  learned  air, 
Watered  his  drugs  and  oiled  his  hair, 
And  gave  advice  to  the  unwary 
Like  any  sleek  apothecary. 
(Laughter  and  applause.)    When  chemists  do  give  advice 
in  Scotland  it  is,  when  ill,  to  go  to  the  medical  man,  since 
his  profession  is  medicine.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Tocher  then  indulged  in  a  little  pride  of  place  and  a 
day  dream  in  which  the  figures  of  Earl  Marischal  and 
Jacob  Bell  were  mystically  blended,  and   concluded  by 
trusting  that  Mr.  Robinson  would  long  remain  a  guiding 
spirit  in  pharmacy. 

The  toast  was  heartily  drunk,  and  before  Mr.  Robinson 
replied  Mr.  A.  Fraser  proposed  "The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain."  This  honoured  Mr.  Robinson 
acknowledged  both  toasts  in  a  lengthy  speech  in  the  course 
of  which  he  said  : 

Jacob  Bell  had  gone  to  Parliament  to  do  work,  so  that 
now  in  every  town  and  village  pharmacists  were  reaping  the- 
benefit  of  his  labours.    (Applause.)    Then  Mr.  Carteighe, 
who,  he  was  glad  to  say,  is  still  a  member  of  the  Council, 
had  also  done  excellent  work ;  but  he  was  sure  that  they 
would  believe  that  other  and  succeeding  presidents,  in- 
cluding the  present  one,  were  most  anxious  to  do  all  they 
could  for  the  Society.    (Applause.)    With  regard  to  th© 
Chairman's  remark  as  to  his  going  to  Parliament,  he  might 
say  that  if  anything  would  induce  him  to  go  into  Parlia- 
ment it  would  be  that  he  might  be  of  some  use  to  this  matter 
to  which  he  had  set  his  hands  in  recent  years. 
Mr.  Robinson  then  referred  to  the  Society  and  its  work, 
the  better  condition  of  pharmacy  in  Scotland  as  compared 
with  England,  and  thanked  the  Company  for  the  honour 
they  had  done  to  him. 

"The  University  of  Aberdeen"  was  submitted  by  Mr. 
James  Paterson,  and  acknowledged  by  Professor  Thomson, 
who,  in  the  course  of  his  speech,  said  there  are  many  links 
between  natural  history  [his  subject]  and  pharmacy,  for 
in  ancient  times  their  Pharmacopoeia  was  allied  with  veget- 
able simples  and  still  stranger  recipes  based  on  the  animal 
system.  One  should  remember,  as  the  history  of  science 
bears  out,  that  it  is  in  a  certain  sense  true  that  practice  has 
gone  before  theory.  Long  before  there  was  any  academic 
scientist  there  were  the  pharmacist,  the  herb-gatherer,  and 
the  giver  of  useful  prescriptions.  Referring  more  directly 
to  the  toast,  Professor  Thomson  said  he  was  sorry  he  could 
hardly  say  it  was  the  unanimous  feeling  of  his  colleagues, 
but  it  was  one  which  he  agreed  with,  that  there  should  be 
in  the  immediate  future  a  closer  touch  between  the 
University  curriculum  and  the  educational  needs  of  the 
pharmaceutical  student.  (Applause.) 

Provost  Alexander  next  proposed  "The  Medical  Pro- 
fession," and  Dr.  Marnoch,  in  acknowledging  it,  said  he 
did  not  see  why  the  chemist  should  not  go  to  the  University 
for  his  training  and  thence  out  to  the  world  with  that  "  hall- 
mark "  upon  him,  but  at  present  he  feared  we  are  suffering 
very  much  from  an  attack  of  capsulitis.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Dott  then  submitted  the  toast  of  "Local  Phar- 
maceutical Associations,"  which  Mr.  W.  Reid  acknow- 
ledged, and  after  the  Chairman's  health  had  been  drunk, 
on  the  proposal  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Kay,  the  formal  proceedings 
terminated.

— The  entries  this  session  at  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
a«e  looked  upon  as  satisfactory.  Tho  students  had  a  field  day 
on  October  1,  when  Sir  George  Watts  delivered  his  interesting 
address  in  the  lecture  theatre  (which  is  reported  on  another 
page),  but  tho  smoking-conccrt  held  on  Tuesday  evening  is 
FooKed  upon  as  being  the  first  social  event  of  the  session.  The 
.concert  took  place  as  usual,  and  was  visited  by  some  of  the 
councillors  who  were  up  for  the  October  council-meeting. 

Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy. — We  learn  that  the

Chemical  Electricity. — An  interesting  lecture — putting  in  a 
plain  and  matter-of-fact  fashion  the  meaning  and  consequences 
of  the  corpuscular  theory  of  matter  and  electricity,  expounded 
by,  among  others,  Professor  J.  J.  Thomson  (C.  &  D., 
August  25,  p.  329)— was  delivered  by  Sir  William  Ramsay  at 
University  College,  London,  on  October  3.  Sir  William  gave 
iiis  remarks  the  somewhat  startling  title  "  The  Chemical 
Nature  of  Electricity."  Briefly,  he  said  that  the  research  of 
the  last  ten  years  shows  that  negative  electricity'  is  a  "  stuff," 
something  ponderable,  though  of  such  extremely  small  weight 
that  it  is  not  practicable  to  weigh  it.  Positive  electricity 
is  merely  the  absence  of  this  stuff.  The  hypothesis  is  that 
electricity  (or  the  electron)  is  a  substance  that  can  combine 
■with  other  substances  and  can  be  removed  from  chemical 
compounds.  When  an  ebonite  or  glass  rod  is  positively  elec- 
trified by  rubbing,  it  is  probable  that  the  negative  electricity 
is  rubbed  off  in  much  the  same  way  as  water  is  rubbed  off  a 
wet  rod  with  a  cloth,  the  silk  becoming  negativelv  electrified' 
and  the  cloth  becoming  wet.  A  cotton  cloth  does  not  electrify 
the  glass  or  ebonite  because  its  electrification  is  of  similar 
sign.  To  endeavour  to  electrify  the  glass  rod  with  it  is  much 
the  same  as  trying  to  rub  off  water  with  a  wet  cloth.  The 
behaviour  of  a  current  in  a  vacuum  tube  is  that  of  a  stream  of 
matter.  A  vaned  wheel  balanced  in  a  tube  is  rotated  and  pro- 
pelled by  the  discharge  in  direction  varying  with  the  sign 
of  the  current,  the  bombarding  particles  in  this  and  other 
familiar  vacuum-tube  experiments  coming  from  the  negative 
electrode.  The  current  in  a  battery  or  a  wire  is  accounted 
for  by  the  varying  stability  of  the  electricity  compounds,  the 
compounds  with  the  metals,  for  instance,  being  easily  decom- 
posed. Zinc  and  copper  plates  do  not  discharge  because  sur- 
rounding objects  are  similarly  electrified,  but  if  appropriate 
apparatus  (such  as  a  solution  of  a  salt  or  an  acid)  be  supplied 
to  decompose  the  electric  compounds  and  enable  the  electricity 
to  leave  the  copper  and  hydrogen,  a  current  is  produced— 
the  electric  compounds,  cuprion  and  hvdrion,  being  broken  up 
and  the  elements  set  free.  Similar  changes  take  place  in  a 
wire  carrying  current.  Extra  electricity,  so  to  speak,  is  put 
in  at  one  end  and,  by  a  series  of  decompositions  and  recom- 
positions  along  the  wire  of  the  unstable  metallic  compounds, 
is  discharged  at  the  other  end.  Electricity  thus  associates 
itself  with  matter,  but  the  analogy  is  imperfect,  phenomena 
■such  as  attraction  and  repulsion  being  explained.

SPIRIT  MATTERS. 

With  reference  to  the  note  in  our  issue  of  August  18,  p.  294, 
as  to  the  Customs  duties  on  spirits  and  spirituous  compounds 
imported  into  Australia,  further  information  indicates  that 
an  advance  from  14s.  to  15s.  per  proof  gal.  was  intended.  We 
expect  further  particulars  by  an  early  mail.  The  Agent- 
General  for  Cape  Colony  has  received  a  letter  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Colony,  in  which  he  says  :  "  The  present 
Customs  Union  Tariff  provides  that  when  medicinal  and 
toilet-preparations  and  essences,  syrups,  and  tinctures  con- 
tain more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  they  shall  be  entered 
under  item  35  B  of  the  Tariff  as  spirits,  and  pay  a  duty  of  20* 
per  imperial  gal.  It  would  greatlv  facilitate  the  work  of  the 
Customs  Department,  and  assist  importers,  if  this  fact  could 
be  brought  to  the  notice  of  manufacturers  and  suppliers  of 
these  articles  in  order  that  they  may  take  steps  to  always 
indicate  on  their  invoices  those  preparations  that  contain 
spirit,  and  give  the  total  quantity  in  gallons  and  fractions 
thereof  of  the  liquid  contents,  as  duty  is  not  levied  on  the 
proof  gallon  under  item  36  B  of  the  Tariff." 


The  Proposed  German  Chemical  Institute.— The  Asso- 
ciation for  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  chemical  in- 
dustry in  Germany  are  in  favour  of  the  Imperial  Chemical 
Institute  referred  to  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  496).  A  com- 
mittee has  been  formed  with  the  object  of  obtaining  sub- 
scriptions from  chemical-manufacturers  in  the  Association 
to  aid  the  Government  scheme.  It  is  expected  that  Prussia 
will  place  a  suitable  site  at  disposal  near  Berlin,  and  that 
the  Government  will  provide  the  cost  of  maintenance  if  the 
cost  of  construction  (estimated  at  75,0eCV.)  be  raised  by 
voluntary  contribution.  Up  to  now  a  considerable  sum  has 
been  promised  by  private  individuals,  but  a  balance  of  a* 
least  25,000?.  remains  to  be  provided.
